Washington,  Oct.  28.— .As  antici- 
pated in  these  dispatches  some  days  ago, 
the  wind  has  been  taken  out  of  the 
Chilean  affair  by  an  offer  of  the  rebel- 
lious little  republic  to  make  amends  to 
the  fullest  limits  of  its  ability. 

Chile  has  offered  to  apologize,  give 
proper  financial  reparation  to  our  in- 
jured sailor^  and  punish-  the  soldiers, 
sailors  and  police  in  its  service  who 
fired  upon  our  defenceless  men  in  the 
streets  of  \'aIparaiso.  It  is  all  we  have 
asked,  all  that  could  be  expected  and  it 
may  be  said  truthfully  that  the  "crisis" 
which  .^ewere  represented  as  passing 
throu^'.i  is  i..  the  past.  Chile  ha-s  named 
its 'dipiOHij-tic  representative  in  this 
Lountr} .  Hejs  here  in  the  person  of 
Senor  Montt  and  negotiations  are  today 
making  for  the  fullest  reparation  on 
Chile's  part  in  connection  with  the  affair 
which  has  attracted  so  much  attention. 

Senor  Montt  has  been  regularly  ap- 
pointed, but  whose  credentials  have  not 
yet  arrived,  called  on  Secretary  Blaine 
and  had  a  long  talk  concerning  the  af- 
fair. He  related  details  of  the  affair, 
which  had  come  to  him  in  his  official  ca- 
pacity, and  he  charged  that  Minister 
Egan  is  really  responsible  for  all  the 
trouble  existing  between  Chile  and  the 
United  States.  He  said  that  during  the 
revolution  when  the'  congressionalists 
endeavored  to  make  a  secret  advance 
on  Valparaiso,  the  United  States 
steamship  Baltimore  actually  played  the 
part  of  spy  and  reported  the  matter  to  M  in- 
ister  Egan,  who  immediately  laid  all  the 
facts  before  Balmaceda.  The  victorious 
party  claims  that  their  plans  were  di- 
vulged to  the  enemy  through  Egan's  in- 
terference, and  that  at  the  battle  which 
ensued  they  suffered  a  loss  of  at  least 
looo  soldiers,  as  a  direct  result  of  this 
espionage.  As  it  is  understood  that  the 
Baltimore  was  active  as  an  agent  of  Bal- 
maceda and  Egan,  the  populace  is  bitter 
toward  that  vessel. 

Minister  Egan  yesterday  received  a 
reply  from  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs 
of  Chile  relative  to  Egan's  dispatch  on 
the  question  of  providing  a  safe  conduct 
to  the  refugees  now  under  the  protection 
of  the.Anierican  legation.  Senor  Matte 
sends  a  safe  conduct  to  the  refugees  in 
the  legation  under  protest. 

KEBELLIOUS  SOLDIERS. 


Forecast  of  a  Scene  to  be  Witnessed 
ttere  Some  Day. 

Mii,wauki;e,  Oct.  28.— Impressive 
ceremonies  narked  this  morning  the 
consecration  of  Rev.  Isaac  Nicholson  to 
the  bishopric  of  Milwaukee.  The  event 
took  place  in  the  episcopal  church  of 
St.  Marks  on  Locust  street,  to  which 
parish  the  ncA'  bishop  has  ministered  for 
many  years. 

At  6,  7  and  8  o'clock  there  were  cele- 
brations of  communion.  Tlie  regular 
prayer  of  the  church  was  said  at  q.  The 
hour  fixed  fo)-  the  opening  ceremonies  of 
the  day  was  10:30,  but  before  10  the  edi- 
fice was  filled  to  overflowing,  while  hun- 
dreds were  unable  to  gain  admission. 
Promptly  on  the  appointed  time  the 
procession  moved  from  the  parish  build- 
ing and  entered  the  church.  Following 
the  choir  weru  over  200  clergy  from  all 
parts  of  the  country.  Behind  these  came 
16  bishops  escorting  the  bishop-elect. 
The  sermon  was  delivered  by  Bishop 
Grafton,  of  P'ond  du  Lac,  Wis. 

The  formal  enthronement  of  the 
newly-elected  bishop  will  take  place  in 
Milwaukee  or  Monday  next. 


LAUNCHING  _CRUISERS. 

The  First  of  Three  Sister  Steel  Cruis- 
ers Launched  Today. 

Balti.morf,  Oct.  28. -The  2000-ton 
steel  cruiser  Detroit  was  launched  from 
the  Columbian  Iron  works  this  afternoon. 
The  Detroit  is  one  of  three  sister  ships 
and  has  heretofore  been  known  as 
"cruiser  No.  10."  They  are  257  feet  on 
the  water  line  and  have  an  extreme 
beam  of  37  feet,  with  draught  of  14.5. 
The  vessels  are  expected  to  make  19 
knots. 

It  is  a  point  of  interest  that  this  2000- 
ton  vessel  is  dentical  in  displacement 
with  the  two  Chilean  cruisers  President 
Etrazuriz  and  President  Epinto,  built  in 
France  of  which  much  has  lately  been 
heard.  The  Chilean  craft  are, 
jiowever,  rather  longer  and  nar- 
rower than  the  Detroit  and  her  motes. 
The  Chileon  vessels  are  ig  knot  ships. 
The  chief  interest  of  scientific  people  is 
centered  in  the  outcome  of  the  speed 
trials,  in  whhich  the  new  cruisers  are  ex- 
pected by  the  builders  to  earn  their  pre- 
mium of  $150,000,  making  them  19  knot 
vessels.

Grenadier  Guards  Again  Mutiny  to  the 
Consternation  of  Britain. 

London.  Oct.  28.— Truth  today  startled 
military  circles  and  the  public  by  pub- 
lishing the  details  of  another  mutiny  in 
the  Grenadier  Guards.  This  fresh  out- 
break, "while  not  an  event  of  the  first 
magnitude,  is  still  very  serious." 

In  any  case,  it  is  an  occurrence  which 
all  military  men  look  upon  as  of  a  de- 
cidedly grave  charge,  the  more  so  in 
view  of  the  three  previous  acts  of  mutiny 
in  which  the  Grenadier  and  Coldstieam 
Guards  have  been  implicated  within  18 
months.  The  present  trouble  is  with  the 
third  battalion  of  the  Grenadiers,  whose 
ndmmal  colonel  is  the  duke  of  Cambridge. 
The  battalion  is  stationed  at  Windsor. 

They  are  the  same  grenadiers  who,  on 
April  21  last,  while  stationed  at  Chelsea 
barracks  and  St.  George's  barracks  in 
this  city,  refused  to  obey  orders  to  pa- 
rade, or  complied  in  a  surly  and  rebell- 
ious spirit. 

The  immediate  cause  of  the  outbreak 
is  the  fact  that  on  Oct.  1 1  the  soldiers 
were  supplied  with  unpalatable  rations. 
Lieut.  Cotton,  who  was  officer  of  the  day, 
examined  the  food,  said  it  was  good,  and 
ordered  the  Grenadiers  to  eat  it,  and  be 
thankful  for  it.  Instead  of  complying 
the  "pets  of  the  army"  flung  the  unsatis- 
factory rations  out  of  the  windows. 


She  Gives  Half  of  Her  $4,000,000  for  a 
Tiilden  Library. 
New  York,  Oct.  28.— The  Sun  says 
that  although  tH%  court  of  appeals  de- 
cided yesterday  that  the  trust  clause  of 
the  Tilden  will    cannot  stand  in  law  an 

agreement  has  been  made  with  Mrs. 
Hazard,  a  grandniece  of  Governor  Til- 
den, by  which  the  executors  will  have 
$2,000,000  to  carry  out  Mr.  Tilden's  pur- 
pose. Althou'fh  this  is  not  half  the  sum 
Tdden  willed  should  be  devoted  to 
founding  a  library,  it  is  still  sufficient  to 
place  the  institution  upon  a  substantial 
tooting. 

A  Rare  Collection  for  Chicago. 
Chicago,  Cct.  28.— Negotiations  for 
the  purchase  of  the  renowned  Calvarian 
library  in  Berlin,  Germany,  have  just 
been  closed  here.  The  library  has  350,- 
000  volumes  and  nc.ooo  dissectations. 
The  price  paid  is  not  made  public.  The 
books  will  be  immediately  shipped  to 
this  city  and  will  be  placed  in  the  Chi- 
cago library. 


A  FOOL  FARMER. 


He  Starts  a  Fire  Which  Does  $60,000 
Damage. 
EVANSVILLE,  Ind.,  Oct.  ;[28.— A  des- 
tructive forest  fire  is  now  raging  13  miles 
from  this  city  on  the  Evansville  &  In- 
dianapolis railro.id.      Daniel    Ferguson, 

who  has  been  clearing  a  piece  of  wood 
land,  gave  orders  to  clear  the  under- 
brush with  tire.  Owing  to  the  drouth 
the  tire  spread  so  rapidly  that  quickly 
the  entire  woods,  pasture,  covering 
about  five  acres  was  ablaze.  Monday 
morning  Ferguson's  house  was  reduced 
to  ashes,  Willis  Laylor's  farm  house  and 
buildings  followed.  His  place  covers 
200  acres,  and  was  swept  clear.  Lucien 
Bugg's  farm  was  next  attacked  and 
swept  clear.  The  wind  now  veered  and 
carried  the  advancing  flames  tothecorn- 
licld  and  farm  buildings  owned  by  John 
Lankford,  completely  destroying  them. 
The  loss  so  far  has  been  §60,000,  largely 
uninsured. 


Snows  in  Southwest  France. 
Paris,  Oct.  28.— In  Southwestern 
France  heavy  |snows  accompanied  by 
lightning  h.ave  renewed.  Snow  has  fall- 
en upon  the  mountains  in  the  vicinity  of 
Mont  Louis  in  the  Pyrennes,  and  many 
of  the  mountain  slopes  have  been  under- 
mined by  excessive  rainfalls.  Disas- 
trous landslides  threaten  the  valleys  and 
great  damage  has  been  done  to  live 
stock  and  fruit  trees. 


Cincinnati,  Oct.  28.— The  Cincinnati 
Post  today  prints  a  long  article  by  E.  H. 
Wells,  who  has  returned  from  his  inves- 
tigation of  tin  mines  in  the  Black  Hills. 
He  says: 

"I  saw  large  quantities  of  tin  ore;  evi- 
dences^of  vast  expenditure  of  money; 
numerous  mills  with  costly  machinery; 
long  tunnels  bored  through  solid  rock, 
and  hundreds  of  men  employed.  Over 
$5,000,000  has  been  expended  by  the 
Harney  Peak  Tin  company,  which  owns 
most  of  the  valuable  claims  near  Hill 
City.  Mine  Expert  Childs,  famous  on 
the  Pacific  coast,  has  recently  taken 
charge,  and  a  complete  change  has  taken 
place  in  the  running  of  affairs,  and  today 
half  a  dozen  large  plants  are  operating 
day  and  night  and  a  250-ton  reduction 
mill  is  being  erected.  Next  spring  the 
first  ton  of  American  tin  will,  it  is  said, 
be  smelted  at  Harney  Peak." 

When  asked  how  soon  this  Black  Hills 
tin  could  be  mined  in  sufficient  quanti- 
ties to  satisfy  home  demand,  Mr.  Childs 
replied:  "Within  five- years.  We  won't 
commence  reducing  ore  until  our  shaft 
and  tunnels  are  all  running.  We  might 
have  commenced  smelting  a  good  while 
ago,  but  the  quantity  of  ore  would  not 
have  been  sufficient  to  keep  the  concen- 
trators working.  I  propose  to  keep  that 
250-ton  mill  hustling.  In  Cornwall  shafts 
have  gone  down  over  2500  feet,  while 
ours  are  not  yet  down  300."

St,  Louis,  Oct.  28.—  Seven  children,  a 
wife  and  a  husband  were  deserted  yes- 
terday when  Joseph  E.  Knott,  a  promi- 
nent caroenter,  and  Mrs.  Hattie  F"itch, 
wife  of  Thomas  Fitch,  a  fellow  workman 
with  Knott,  eloped  together.  Knott  left 
a  wife  and  four  children  and  Mrs.  Fitch 
left  a  husband  and  three  little  children. 
Knott  is  40  years  old,  a  Frenchman,  and 
has  been  married  20  years.  Mrs.  Fitch 
is  30  years  old  and  has  been  married  10 
years.

Chapleau  demands  the 
portfolio  of  railways  and  canals  as  a 
consideration  of  remaining  in  the  cab- 
inet.

Bank  Depcaitors  are  Protected. 
IxDiANAPOL  s,  Oct.  28.— The  state  tax 
board  attempted  to  compel  banks  to  fur- 
nish a  list  of  depositors  and  their  credit. 
A  superior  court  decision  just  made 
favors  the  bankers  in  every  point,  it 
being  held  that  the  statute  rightly  con- 
structed does  not  confer  inquisitorial 
powers;  that  ihe  constitution  protects 
the  citizen  against  unreasonable  search 
and  seizure.    The  case  will  be  appealed. 

Fresh  Floods  in  Spain. 
Madrid,  Oct.  28.-  Fresh  inundations 
have  occurred  in  Spain  and  heavy  rains 
have  been  pouring  down  ^nce  yesterday 
in  the  province  of  Aragon.  The  rivers 
Gallego  and  Gilaca  have  overflowed  and 
the  Ebro  is  stilt  rising. 

A  N.3W  Yotk  Fire. 
New  York,  Oct.  28.^The  5-story 
building,  No.  50  Fulton  street,  was  com- 
pletely gutted  by  fire  this  afternoon. 
The  second  stcy  of  the  building  was 
occupied  by  the  Metropolital  Essential 
Oil  works  and  it  is  here  the  fire  is  sup- 
posed to  have  originated  by  an  explo- 
sion of  alcohol.

Pattlson's  Libel  Suits. 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Oct.  28.— Governor 
Pattison  havinjj  been  asked  as  to  the 
prospect  of  trials  of  the  libel  cases 
against  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer  .and 
North  American,  and  the  Morning  Call, 
of  Harrisburgh  said:  "It  is  still  my 
purpose  to  have  these  cases  tried  in  the 
courts  of  Philadelphia,  and  I  propose 
that  this  shall  be  done."  He  said  he 
would  make  no  speeches  in  the  present 
campaign. 

Perhaps  Tltat's  Why  it  Burned. 
Cincinnati,  Oct.  28.— Last  night  the 
Dodsworth  Disi  illing  company  at  Cum- 
minsville  lost  their  large  buildings  and 
valuable  machinery.  Loss  $75,000.  It 
was  about  the  only  distillery  of  any  note 
in  the  United  slates  that  is  not  identified 
with  the  whisky  trust. 


No  Excuse  for  Costly  Seal  Garments, 
Especially  in  Future. 

Victoria,  B.  C.  Oct.  28.— Sealingmen 
are  looking  very  blue  and  one  has  not  to 
look  for  the  cause.  The  fall  seal  sales 
at  London,  which  determine  prices  for 
the  year,  were  held  on  Monday,  and  in- 
stead of  seal  skins  being  in  strong  de- 
mand at  high  figures,  they  find  an  over- 
stocked market  and  purchasers  who  con- 
sider 60  shillings  an  excessive  price. 

The  ruling  quotation  was  57  shillings, 
or  about  $13,  and  at  this  figure  the  only 
business  done  was  transacted.  Eighteen 
dollars  was  the  standard  last  fall,  but 
owing  to  the  closing  of  Bering  sea  and 
the  consequent  light  catch,  those  identi- 
fied with  the  industry  were  hopeful  that 
on  Monday  $20  a  sealskin  would  be 
freely  ofifered.  When  the  report  was  re- 
ceived vesterday  many  were  the  expres- 
sions of  disappointment. 

The  loss  to  those  connected  with  the 
sealing  will  be  heavy,  and  to  not  a  few, 
so  low  a  price  will  mean  serious  embar- 
rassment. There  is  little  spsculation  in 
skins  now,  and  those  who  have  made  a 
careful  study  of  the  situation,  say  that 
next  year  a  further  drop  may  be  looked 
for.  One  prominent  operator  and  owner 
of  schooners  goes  so  far  as  to  say  that  if 
sealskins  bring  $8  net  next  year  it  wiU 
be  an  agreeable  surprise  to  him. 

Buyers'  agents  here  worked  upon  the 
theory  that  the  modus  vivendi  and  the 
consequent  curtailed  catch  would  afifect 
the  market  for  skins,  having  accepted 
all  skins  ofifered  on  the  arrival  of  schoon- 
ers giving  $14.50,  $15  and  as  high  as  $17 
a  skin.  This  necessitates  refunds  in 
nearly  every  case  and  it  is  now  a  cer- 
tainty that  every  schooner  which  se- 
cured less  than  1000  skins  this  season 
lost  money. 

FAIL  AT  ST.  PAUL. 


The  Large  Realty  Firm  ot  Busknell  & 
Bushnell  Goes  Under- 
St.  Paul,  Oct.  28.  -Bushnell  &  Bush- 
nell, a  well  known  real  estate  firm  in  .St. 
Paul,  assigned  today  with  liabilities  that 
will    probably      reach     $500,000.      The 

assets  will  nearly  run  quite  equal  this 
sum. 

The  firm  was  known  as  the  Standard 
Investment  company.  The  immediate 
cause  of  assignment  is  the  commence- 
ment of  two  suits  against  the  Standard 
Investment  company  as  makers,  and 
Bushnell  &  Bushnell  as  guarantors  of 
two  notes  of  $5000  each  and  the  garnish- 
ment of  their  bank  account. 

Mr.  Bushnell  believes  that  his  assets 
will  pay  all  liabilities  and  leave  a  sur- 
plus, so  he  deemed  it  a  duty  to  make  an 
assignment  for  the  benefit  of  all  his 
creditors. 

NEWS   BY  THE  CODE. 

Berlin— A  meeting  between  the  czar 
and  kaiser  has  been  definitely  arranged. 

Farenza,  Italy  -A  great  sensation  w-as 
caused  by  the  suicide  of  Signer  Gui- 
scppe,  one  of  the  best  known  bankers  in 
the  city.  As  he  was  one  of  the  directors 
of  the  People's  bank,  his  suicide  has 
given  rise  to  alarming  reports. 

Berlin — Great  disgust  exists  with  the 
news  from  German  East  Africa,  going 
to  show  that  the  attempt  to  colonize  that 
section  is  an  almost  certain  failure  and 
that  the  British  are  winning  back  the 
trade  that  was  at  first  diverted  from 
Zanibar. 

Jackson,  Tenn.— The  students  of  the 
Baptist  university  are  enjoying  a  sensa- 
tion. Last  night  it  is  reported  26  stud- 
ents masked  themselves,  went  to  the 
boarding  house  of  Allen,  a  ministerial 
student  from  Memphis,  and  h.-xzed  him. 
Several  arrests  will  be  made. 

Ashbury  Park—The  police  are  look- 
ing for  George  W.  Redden,  who  yester- 
day kidnapped  his  two  children,  aged  5 
and  10  years.

Prof.  David   Swing   Charms  a 
Audience  at  the  Temple. 
Professor  David  Swing  delivered  his 
lecture  last  evening  at  Temple  Opera  on 
the  "Novel's   Place  in   Literature"  to  a 
good  house.      His  aim  was  evidently  to 

first  amuse,  then  instruct  his  audience. 
The  lecture  began  by  showing  that  the 
foundation  principle  of  the  five  great 
arts  of  architecture,  painting,  sculpture, 
music  and  literature  is  beauty.  In  a 
humorous  way  he  showed  that  literature 
was  by  far  the  broadest  and  noblest 
art  ot  them  all.  The  novel  he 
characterized  as  that  portion  of 
literature  in  which  humor  was  the  cen- 
tral idea  or  beauty.  He  then  took  the 
novels  of  Richter,  Auerbach,  McDonald, 
Thackery  and  Dickens  showing  that 
wkhout  the  feminine"  characters  there 
would  be  nothing  to  chain  the  interest 
nor  entrance  the  sensibilities. 
He  claimed  that  McDonald's 
religious  novels  had  reformed 
and  liberalized  all  the  church 
creeds  of  England  more  than  preachers 
could.  All  that  it  was  necessary  to  do 
was  to  put  one's  ideas  in  the  form  of  a 
storv  with  a  woman  in  it  and  all  the 
world  followed  humbly  and  peaceably  at 
the  heels  of  the  lesson  taught  by  its 
theme.  There  was  no  attempt  at 
analysis  or  close  thought,  but  graphic 
treatment  and  humorous  allusion  filled 
up  the  time  of  the  talk.

The  people  of  a  county  or  section  may- 
be poor,  they  may  be   unfortunate,  pros- 
perity may  have  taken    wings,    but  they 
do  not  care  to  be  told  of  it  all    the  time. 
When  they  have  reason  to    believe  that 
they  have  suffered  through  the  effects  of 
unjust  or  unwise  laws  or  dishonest    offi- 
cials, the  story  of    their    sufferings    will 
rouse  them  to  action,  but   the  continued 
telling  even  of  that  true  story  will    grow 
wearisome.    When  they    find    that  their 
misfortunes  are  only  being  played   upon 
for  political  effect  their  second    wrath  is 
worse  than  the  first.    When   the    stories 
of  distress,  are  imaginery  then    the  peo- 
ple are  moved  bv  indignation    that    will 
throw  itself  upon  their  traducers  with  a 
force  that  is    startling.    The    people   of 
the  United  States,  and   especially  of  the 
West,  are  hearing  too  much    about  their 
misfortunes.     For  a  time    the   sorrowful 
songs  of  the  Jerry  Simpsons    and    Don- 
nellys  were  believed  and  the  people  rose 
in  wrath  upon  the    men    and    measures 
to  which  these   misfortunes    were    attri- 
buted.    But  time  has    shown    they  were 
deceived,    that    their   misfortunes  were 
partly  due   to  but    temporary    and    un- 
avoidable causes  and  were  more  largely 
imaginery,    so    that    the      wail    of    the 
preacher  of  distress  has  become 
tant.    They  are  tired    cfit    and 
men  who  are  sending    it    forth, 
nately  the  leaders  of    this  class 
are  sinking  back  into  that  oblivion  from 
which  they  ought  never  to  have  emerged. 
A  story  is  told  that  a  farmer  from  the 
West  entered  a  church   door  in  an  East- 
ern   city    and    whispered    to   an  usher: 
"Sermon's  begun,  ain't  it?"     "Yes,"    was 
the  reply.    "What's  he  preachin'  about?" 
"I    hardly    know    yet.      The  text    is  in 
Lamentations  — "     "I  don't  want  to  hear 
him,"  and  the  stranger  backed  out,  "he's 
one  of  them  calamity  howlers." 

The     country  has     listened    to    this 
calamity  preaching  in  patience    and    in 
some  amusement  for  two  years.     It  has 
borne  with  it,  too  many  have  believed  it. 
But  it  has  now  enough    of    it,  and  it  will 
be  well  with  the  prophets    of  evil  if  thev 
change  their  song.       It    is    a  false  song. 
It  is  not  music,   it  is    not    harmony,  it  is 
not  truth.    The  men  who  talk  of  disaster 
and  depression  in  our  land  are  falsifiers, 
and  do  so  either  in    ignorance  or  deceit. 
The  land  is  not  hastening    to    universal 
bankruptcy.     Poverty    and  want  are  not 
found,  save  in  a    few    individual    cases, 
within  our  boundaries.     Free  labor  is  not 
downtrodden,  the  honest   farmer  is    not 
crushed  to  earth,  the  nation  is  not  being 
taxed  to  death.      There    may    be    farm 
mortgages  mounting  up  into  the  millions, 
but  the  money  for  which  they  were  given 
has  generally  been    used    to  make    the 
borrower  richer  and   more    comfortable. 
Wages  may  have  been    reduced    some- 
what, but     they    are   better    here  than 
anywhere  else,  and  as    a    matter  of  fact 
they    never      averaged      better      than 
today.    That    here  and  there    in    great 
-cities  some  cruel    employers    give  their 
seamstresses  only  a    bare    pittance    is  a 
grievous  shame,  but  the  like  happens  in 
all  countries,  and  is  not  the  result  of  any 
particular  system  of  government  or    fin- 
ance.   Such  oppressions  can   only   exist 
in  America  where  they  are  hidden   from 
the  light.     We  may  pay    higher    prices 
than  we  ought  for  some   things,  but    no 
where  are  people  half  so  able  to  pay  for 
their  living.     Farms    of    Massachusetts 
may  have  been   abandoned  -better  and 
cheaper  are  to  be  had  in  the   West-  the 
fires  of  her  iron  furnaces  may  have  gone 
out,  but  they  are  glowing  brighter    else- 
where, and  Massachusetts    has    erected 
other  industries    to    take    their    places. 
Saginaw    may    have    seen    some  of  her 
saw  mills  depart,  but    they    have    only 
been  moved  to  Duliith    where    there    is 
more  timber. 

No,  America  is  not  suffering.  The 
same  prosperity  that  has  been  hers  for 
years  still  abides  with  her.  The  same 
progress  in  home  building,  in  public 
education,  in  the  general  increase  of  in- 
dividual and  collective  wealth,  in  the 
building  of  new  industries,  in  the  grow- 
ing value  of  farm  property,  is  seen  and 
felt  on  every  hand.  The  people  who 
talk  about  oirr  calamities,  our  distresses, 
our  misfortunes,  our  misgovernment,  or 
of  impending  evils,  are  false  teachers 
and  false  friends. 

OF  E.\(  EEDI.Nii  IMPOKTA.\CF» 

An  important  decision,  especially  for 
West  Duluth,  was  reached  by  the  state 
supreme  court  yesterday.  It  involved 
the  constitutionality  of  the  incorporate 
act  of  the    village    of    West  Duluth,  in- 


cluding, of  course,  the  acts  of  the  pres- 
ent village  government,  and  the  issue  of 
bonds  lately  made  to  pay  for  street  and 
other  improvements  already  under  way. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  last  winter, 
after  the  tight  over  the  incorporation  of 
West  Duluth  as  a  city,  a  compromise 
measure  was  passed  giving  to  villages  of 
3000  or  more  population  certain  special 
rights.  West  Duluth  was  the  only 
village  in  the  state  that  could  come 
within  the  specifications,  and,  therefore, 
was  the  only  village  affected.  This  act 
promised  the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds  for 
improvement  purposes,  and  this  very 
feature  was  the  object  that  the  village 
sought.  Later  when  the  village  adver- 
tised $1 1 5,000  of  bunds  for  sale,  a  friendly 
suit  was  brought  to  test  the  legality  of 
the  bonds  and  a  conditional  sale  was 
made.  The  case  went  to  the  supreme 
court  on  an  appeal  from  the  order  over- 
ruling a  demurrer  to  the  complaint. 

Two  questions  were  presented  in  the 
case  one  being  as  to  the  constitutional- 
ity of  an  act  of  the  legislature  relating  to 
villages  of  over  3000  population,  and  the 
other  involving  the  construction  of  a 
portion  of  the  act  devoted  to  the  matter 
of  local  improvements  and  special  as- 
sessments.   Judge  Collins  decided  that 

an  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  entitled  "An 
act  relatinx  to  villages  of  over  3000  inhabitants 
and  t>rovidiutf  for  municipal  courts  therein"— 
now  chapter  116,  general  laws  Ism— is  not  un- 
constitutional. Second— Where  the  first  clause 
of  a  section  in  an  act  of  the  legislature  con- 
forms to  the  obvious  policy  and  intent  of  the 
legislators,  as  elsewhere  indicated  in  the  act,  it 
is  not  rendere<l  imperative  and  void  by  a  later 
inconsistent  clause  which  does  not  conform  to 
this  policy  and  intent.  In  such  cases  the  later 
clause  is  nugatory  and  must  be  disregarded. 

This  decision  is  of  the  utmost  value  to 
West  Duluth,  and  allows  public  im- 
provements there  to  go  on  without  a  tre- 
mendous immediate  cost  to  the  property 
abutting. 


The  great  Anaconda  mine  is  at  work 
again  after  years  of  idleness  and  the 
smelter  will  be  running  in  a  short  time. 
The  announcement  of  the  opening  of  the 
works  was  welcomed  at  Butte  and 
Anaconda  by  the  hoisting  of  flags,  firing 
of  cannon  and  all  the  other  evidences  of 
joy  a  people  could  exhibit.  The  news 
was  first  given  to  the  public  by  the 
Anaconda  Standard  Thursday  morning 
and  within  an  hour  after  it  was  known 
the  people  had  a  band  out  and  were 
parading  the  streets.  The  Anaconda 
mines  made  Butte  and  their  operation  is 
necessary  to  its  prosperity.  The  seven 
mines  employ  2000  men,  turn  out  nearly 
4000  tons  a  day.  The  total  pay  roll  of 
miners  and  officers  in  Butte  and  Ana- 
conda is  about  Si3,5ooa  day.  It  is  figured 
that  total  disbursements  by  the  works 
reach  about  §7,300,000  annually. 


T.  G.  Hillhouse,  of  the  Metropolitan 
Trust  company,  is  in  Duluth  looking 
after  the  financing  of  the  Duluth  Term- 
inal company.  Duluth  hopes  he  may  be 
successful.  The  city  needs  better  term- 
inal facilities,  and  though  the  Duluth 
Terminal  company  cannot  offer  what 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  and  Northern  Pa- 
cific might  if  they  desired,  it  begins  to 
be  conceded  that  they  do  not  desire.  Mr. 
Hillhouse  and  the  capitalists  he  repre- 
sents may  rest  assured  that  Duluth  will 
do  the  fair  thing  by  a  terminal  and 
transfer  company  and  that  such  a  com- 
pany will  find  work  at  its  hands  to  do 
that  will  make  it  a  paying  business 
vestment

This  illustrates  the  booms  of  Southern 
California  for  we  h.td  two,  one  in  1881 
and  the  second  in  1884-5.  This  land  was 
bought  in  1882  for  $q  an  acre.  The  own- 
ers sold  a  little  at  $200  an  acre  and  spent 
the  receipts  in  improvements.  The  re- 
action came  and  the  land  went  to  the 
man  who  loaned  the  money  to  improve. 
The  owners  were  'busted.'  Another  man 
bought  it  and  blew  in  $100,000  and  he 
|busted.'  The  last  purchaser  subdivided 
it.  A  big  barn  was  built  on  the  land 
near  what  was  to  be  the  station.

Every  convevance  was  filled  and  there 
were  hundreds  of  other  people  to  go  if 
we  could  have  taken  them.  Even  in  the 
most  exciting  days  of  the  boom  the  sale 
was  not  beaten,  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  time,  the  number  of  lots  sold 
and  all  the  circumstances. 


"Along  in  1886  or  thereabouts  a  couple 
of  young  fellows  came  to  Los  Angeles 
and  announced  themselves  as  the  Azusa 
Land  and  Water  company.  They  se- 
cured control  of  several  hundred  acres 
of  very  cheap  land  and  called  it  Azusa. 
They  advertised  extensively  and  worked 
up  quite  a  desire  for  Azusa  lots.  These 
lots  varied  from  the  regulation  20-foot 
front  up.  They  announced  with  great 
flourish  and  much  noise  that  the  sale 
would  begin  at  their  office  at  lo  o'clock 
on  a  Monday.  The  first  man  at  the  desk 
would  have  the  pick  of  the  property. 
The  lots  were  sold  from  a  map  in  their 
office. 


"Saturday  afternoon  preceding  the 
sale,  the  first  man  took  up  his  position 
just  outside  the  office  door.  There  he 
remained  until  10  o'clock  Monday.  By 
that  time  the  line  of  customers  reachei 
a  long  distance  down  the  street.  A 
trampish-looking  fellow  who  knew  how 
these  things  worked  was  fourth  m  the 
line.  A  rich  speculator  from  the  East 
gave  the  tramp  $1000  to  exchange  places. 
The  colored  man  who  cleaned  my  office 
came  holding  up  a  $20  gold  piece.  'Man 
out  dar  done^ib  me  dat  ar  to  hoi'  his 
place  in  line  10  minutes  for  him,'  he  ex- 
plained. A  man  who  had  held  position 
since  Saturday  night  called  a  messenger 
boy  while  he  went  to  breakfast.  Along 
came  another  who  gave  the  boy  $200  and 
a  ticket  to  San  Francisco  to  betray  his 
trust.  At  10  o'clock  the  sale  began  and 
in  six  hours  the  Azusa  company  had 
taken  in  more  than  $200,000  for  a  small 
portion  of  the  land  which  altogether  had 
not  cost  them  more  than  $15,000. 
*        ♦        * 

"At  that  time  the  world  seemed  wild 
over  Southern  California  land.  Eager 
buyers  with  plenty  of  money  came  from 
every  quarter  of  the  globe.  No  city  on 
earth  was  more  cosmopolitan  than  Los 
Angeles.  But  little  artificial  booming 
was  needed.  The  thing  seemed  to  carry 
itself  onward.  Every  other  section  of 
land  was  a  townsite.  Between  Los  An- 
geles and  San  Bernardino — a  distance  of 
60  miles — 26  cities  had  been  projected. 
At  each  pretentious  improvements  were 
begun.  There  were  big  hotels  and 
warehouses  and  factory  buildings  and 
railway  stations  and  water  works  and 
opera  houses.  Many  people  who  were 
'busted'  by  the  boom  have  since  become 
wealthy.  By  the  loss  of  their  money 
they  were  forced  to  remain  there  and 
have  shared  in  the  general  welfare  of 
the  country.

An  important  step  is  about  to  be  taken 
at  Duluth,  where  the  coke  iron  furnace  ot 
the  Duluth  Iron  and  Steel  company  built 
two  years  ago,  is  to  be  put  in  blast.    The 
move    cannot    fail    to  be  regarded  with 
very  great  interest  by  an  impt)rt;int   sec- 
tion of  the  iron  trade.     It  will  be  the  first 
attempt  to  establish  a  coke   pig   iron   in- 
dustry on  strictly  modern  prmciples   di- 
rectly   in    the    Lake    Superior     region. 
Much    has    been    written   in  favor  of  a 
movement  of  this  kind  by  men  of  promi- 
nence m  the  iron  trad*^.  who  have  sought 
to    influence    capital    to    embark  in  the 
busmess,  and  the  remarkable  success  of 
the    charcoal    furnace    at   Ashland,  has 
been  pointed  to  as  an  example  of  what 
might  be  done  also  with  a  well-appointed 
coke   furnace,   but  the   hesitancy  shown 
by  the  owners  of   the  furnace   to   put   in 
blast  was  presumed  to  mean   that    they 
could  not  hgure  out    a  profit.    Coke  will 
not   for    the    present    oe    shipped  from 
Eastern  coke  regions,  but  will  be  manu- 
factured at  hand  from  Connellsville  co^ 
The  Iron  Age  adds    that,   considermg 
the  proximity  of  the  furnace  to  the  Min- 
nesota iron  ore   mines  on   the  one   hand 
and  the  low  lake  freights  on  coal  on  the 
other  hand,  it  would  not  be  surprising  it 
the  expectations  of  the    lessees    of    the 
furnace  are  realized,  and    Bessemer   pig 
iron  should  be  made  at  Duluth   about  as 
cheaply  as  at  Pittsburgh.     If  this  proves 
to  be  the  case  on  an  actual  furnace  run, 
an  impetus  wdl  be  given    to    iron    and 
steel  production  on  the    shore    of    Lake 
Superior  that  theoretical  essays  and  cost 
estimates  would  never  have  been  able  to 
accomplish.

A  LONG  WAY  HOME. 


A  Little  Lad  Who  Spends  Six  Years 
Getting  to  a  Grave. 

Six  years  ago  the  father  and  mother  of 
a  9-year-old  lad  named  Thomas  Jones 
died  at  their  home  at  Muskegon,  Mich. 
The  little  boy  was  at  that  time  in  Spok- 
ane Falls  and  started  at  once  for  home. 
Last  night  he  arrived  in  Duluth,  a  youth 
of  15  years,  on  his  way  to  Muskegon, 
having  been  six  years  on  the  way.  He 
had  money  enough  to  buy  a  ticket  to 
Muskegon  and  left  on  the  Omaha  for 
that  city  this  morning,  where  he  will 
probably  arrive  tomorrow. 

The  story  he  told  a  Herald  reporter 
this  morning  at  the  depot  was  a  strange 
one.  "I  heard  from  home  that  father 
and  mother  had  died,"  he  said,  "and  1 
wanted  to  start.  I  had  no  money  so 
I  earned  some.  It  took  me  a  year 
to  earn  about  $100,  for  I  was  only  a  lit- 
tle kid.  When  1  got  it  it  was  stolen. 
Then  I  went  to  work  for  a  sheep  herder 
in  Montana,  and  earned  about  S8o  more. 
He  cheated  me  and  didn't  pay  it  at  all.  By 
this  time  I  was  12  years  old.  Finally  I 
got  to  Bismarck  and  then  I  earned 
enough  to  come  here." 

Last  night  the  little  lad  ca*ne  near 
losing  what  money  he  had  left  from  his 
Bismarck  earnings,  for  he  was  perfectly 
free  in  telling  everyone  how  much  he 
had.

Eay  the  balance  of  the  down  payment  and  have 
is  deed  and  save  all  that  he  had  paid.  That 
notice  he  ignored,  choosing  to  forfeit  his  previ- 
ous pajTnents. 

In  the  whole  matter  C.  E.  Lovett  &  Co.  have 
no  part  except  to  act  as  agents  for  Mr.  Wisdom, 
the  owner.  After  the  court  rendered  the  judg-

Prime  sa'vs  that 
in  the  history  of  his  work  reports  have 
never  been  so  poor  on  winter  wheat  as 
today.

Chicago.  Oct.  29.— The  Herald's  spe- 
cial from  Washington  says:  James  G. 
Blaine  is  a  candidate  for  the  presidency, 
his  health  permitting,  and  Mrs.  Blaine  is 
the  Nemesis  on  the  track  of  President 
Harrison.  The  death  of  a  loved  son  of 
a  great  republican  leader  and  the  angry 
and  revengeful  determination  of  a  sor- 
rowing mother  are  today  the  greatest 
factors  in  the  republican  presidential 
situation. 

The  correspondent  of  the  Herald  has 
learned  upon  authority  which  cannot  be 
questioned,  because  the  information 
comes  directly  from  the  principals  to 
the  affair,  the  details  of  a  most  remark- 
able story  of  the  relations  existing  be- 
tween the  Harrison's  and  the  Blaine's  in- 
volving, in  all  probability,  the  future  of 
both  the  President  ana  his  secretary 
of  state,  as  well  as  that  of 
of  the  republican  party.  One  of  the  re- 
quests which  Blaine  made  of  President 
Harrison  was  the  appointment  of  his 
son  Walker,  to  whom  Mr.  Blaine  often 
referred  affectionately  as  "Ned,"  as  as- 
sintant  secretary  of  state,  a  place  which 
he  had  occupied  under  the  Garfield  ad- 
ministration. But  President  Harrison 
refused.  Blaine  was  astonished.  Walker 
Blaine  was  bitterly  disappointed.  Mrs. 
Blaine  was  furious.  Her  anger  at  the 
man  who  had  so  needlessly  and,  as 
thought,  so  cruelly  humiliated  her 
and  her  husband  was  intense  and 
yielding.  Not  many  months  later 
Walker  Blaine  was  dead.  Mrs.  Blaine's 
anger  at  Harrison  was  intensified  a  hun- 
dred fold  by  sorrow.  She  declared  over 
and  over  again  that  Walker's  rejection 
by  the  President  had  broken  his  heart 
and  his  pride  and  led  indirectly  to  his 
untimely  death. 

President  Harrison  knows  no  mce 
than  any  other  cit'zen  concerning  the 
presidential  intentions  of  Blaine.  Not 
one  word  has  been  exchanged  on  the 
subject"  But  Blaine  is  out  for  the  presi- 
dency. Mrs.  Blaine,  who  has  spent  her 
summer  nursing  her  husband  to  strength 
and  health,  has  not  done  so  to  have  the 
gains  thus  made  dispelled  by  hard  work 
in  Mr.  Harrison's  service,  but  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  him  in  the  presiden- 
tial race.  Harrison's  hope  is  in  Blaine's 
physical  weakness.

9  and  preparations  are  being  made  to 
have  it  royally  celebrated.  The  corpo- 
ration of  the  city  of  London  is  taking 
steps  to  ascertain  what  the  prince  would 
like  to  do  on  the  occasioa  and  whether 
he  would  be  satisfied  with  an  address  in 
a  gold  box  or  some  more  substantial  do- 
nation. 

Orders  have  already  been  issued  to 
give  the  army  and  navy  something  out 
of  the  line,  and  the  Grenadiers  at  Wind- 
sor will  probably  have  a  dinner  they  can 
eat  for  that  day  at  least. 

The  prince  is  said  to  be  hesitating  as 
to  whether  he  court  publicity  on  the  oc- 
casion, and  his  personal  friends  whisper 
that  he  is  not  at  all  proud  of  his  age, 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  his 
mother's  health  is  particularly  good,  and 
her  chances  of  life  are  at  least  equal  to 
those  of  Mr.  Gladstone  when  he  was  at 
her  age.

The  Row  in  Cork  Over  Elections  Grows 
Lively 
Cork,    Oct.    29.  —  Both    parties    this 

morning  boast  of  their  ability  to  carry 
the  election,  buf  the  McCarthyites,  al- 
though working  earnestly,  do  not  seem 
to  be  confident.  The  Parnellities  have 
so  far  shown  themselves  in  the  majority 
in  the  street  fights,  and  but  for  police 
and  military  protection  the  McCarthy- 
ites would  have  been  driven  out  of  Cork. 
The  Parnellite  element,  however,  in- 
cludes many  non-voters,  whose  names 
were  stricken  off  the  roll  during  the 
severe  canvas  of  last  autumn. 

The  nominations  will  be  formally 
made  on  Tuesday  next,  and  the  polling 
will  take  place  on  the  following  Friday. 
The  fighting  was  renewed  last  night. 
Mr.  John,  Dillon  and  Dr.  Tanner  were 
driving  together  to  attend  an  anti-Par- 
nellite  meeting  when  a  mob  started  in 
pursuit  and  overtaking  them  threw  stones 
at  Mr.  Dillon  and  also  attacked  him 
with  blackthorns.  Mr.  Dillon  received 
a  severe  blow  from  a  stick  in  the  hands 
of  one  of  his  assailants. 

All  night  long  half-drunken  partisans 
reeled  about  the  streets  of  Cork.  From 
time  to  time  two  gangs  meeting  on  a 
corner  would  dispute  and  then  an  appeal 
would  be  made  to  the  ever  ready  black- 
thorn or  a  convenient  stone.  The  gen 
tlemen  on  both  sides  were  generally  so 
expeditious  in  their  movements  that  it 
was  almost  always  easily  possible  for 
them  to  refresh  themselves  with  an  ex- 
haustive use  of  objurgatory  adjectives 
and  a  vigorous  play  of  cudgels  and 
and  stones  before  the  appearance  of  the 
police.  This  morning  32  men  called  at 
the  hospital  to  have  their  wounds  bound 
up,  some  of  the  injuries  being  serious. 

As  Mr.  Davitt  was  leaving  the  Kil- 
kenny court  house  after  his  speech  he 
was  assailed  by  a  howling,  groaning  and 
hissing  mob  of  Parnellites,  who  at- 
tempted to  mob  him.  The  police  and 
the  speaker's  friends  succeeded  in  con- 
ducting him  out  of  danger. 

Pope  Hennessey's  Suecessor. 
Dublin,  Oct.  29. -Patrick  McDermott, 
the  McCarthyite  candidate,  has  been 
elected  to  the  seat  in  the  house  of  com- 
mons for  North  Kilkenny  made  vacant 
by  the  recent  death  of  Sir  John  Pope 
Hennessey.  Mr.  McDermott,  who  ac- 
cepted the  nomination  after  it  had  been 
declined  by  Mr.  Davitt,  was  elected 
without  opposition. 


Twelve  Persons  Lose  Their  Lives  in  a 
Vessel*  ire. 
New  ORLEANS',  Oct.  29.--  The  steamer 
jOliver  Beirne,  valued  at  $50,000,  burned 
25  miles  above  V  cksburg  shortly  after  3 
o'clock  this  morning.  Twelve  lives  are 
known  to  be  lost  and    more    thought  to 

have  perished. 

The  steamer  wis  a  handsome  passen- 
ger boat  and  was  built  at  Jeffersonville, 
Tnd.,  four  years  ago.  She  has  been  used 
in  the  exursion  traffic  on  the  Mississippi 
for  the  past  two  summers  and  during 
the  winter  season  has  plied  between  lo- 
cal points  at  the  ower  end  of  the  river. 
She  left  this  city  last  week  Wednesday 
with  150  deck  hands  and  15  cabin  pas- 
sengers. 

The  steamer  left  here  with  a  list  of  100 
deck  passenger  and  15  cabin  passengers. 
This  list  was  increased  by  additional 
passengers  taken  on  board  at  Cairo. 
Memphis  and  other  landings  down  the 
river. 

The  vessel  reached  Milliken's  bend 
last  night  and  larded  there  until  day- 
break. Most  of  the  passengers  ^d  crew 
were  asleep  wher  an  alarm  of  fire  was 
suddenly  sounded  and  scarcely  before 
anyone  was  aw.ike  the  boat  was  all 
aflame.  The  blaze  originated  on  the 
lower  deck,  fom  whdii  cause  no  one  has 
yet  been  able  to  learn,  and  communicat- 
ing with  the  dry  cotton  was  soon  burn- 
ing with  great  fierceness.  A  rush  was 
made  for  the  forward  part  of  the  boat 
and  many  got  off  in  safety,  but  that  ave- 
nue of  escape  and  others  were  soon  cut 
off  and  the  unfortunate  passengers  and 
crew  were  forced  to  plunge  into  the 
water.  The  crew  of  the  boat  displayed 
commendable  coolness  and  every  effort 
was  made  to  rescue  those  who  had  not 
reached  the  shore. 


WRECK  RD  AT  TAOPI. 


A  Serious  and  Fatal  Rail  Wreck  in 
Southein  Minnesota. 
St.  Paul,  Oct.  29.— A  serious  railroad 
accident  occurred  this  morning  at  Taopi 
Minn.,  which  is  a  little  over  100  miles 
south  of  St.  Paul.    The  Kansas  City  and 

and  the  Milwaukee  roads  cross  at  this 
point. 

As  the  Kansas  City  passenger  train 
from  Chicago,  due  at  St.  Paul  at  7:30, 
was  at  the  crossir  g,  a  Milwaukee  freight 
train  collided  witli  its  engine.  Engineer 
Chambers,  of  the  Milwaukee,  who  re- 
sides at  Austin,  was  killed.  A  tramp, 
who  was  stealing  a  ride  under  the  for- 
ward end  of  the  Kansas  City  baggage 
car,  was  also  killed.  Fireman  Lynch,  of 
the  Kansas  City  engine,  was  fatally  hurt, 
while  Fireman  Thorson,  of  the  Mil- 
waukee train,  was  seriously  injured. 

The  trainmen  cf  the  Milwaukee  train 
claimed  that  the  Xansas  City  train  ran 
into  them.     Both  engines    were  ditched. 


ACTUALLY  FORBIDDEN. 


Export  of  Wheat  from  Russia  Will  Stop 
With  Present  Cargoes. 

London,  Oct.  29. — The  board  of  agri- 
culture has  given  notice  that  it  believes 
that  the  report  that  Russia  intends  to 
prohibit  the  exjiort  of  wheat  is  well 
founded,  and  it  is  expected  that  only 
cargoes  on  vessels  that  have  already  got 
clearance  papers  from  the  customs  autho- 
rities will  be  permitted  to  leave. 

St.  Petersburg- -The  czar  has  directed 
that  a  full  statement  be  made  of  all 
arrears  of  taxation  due  in  famine-stricken 
provinces.  It  is  believed  he  intends  to 
remit  all  such  arrears  ancj  also  grant  a 
diminution  of  taxation  for  several  years. 

TAKl  OFF  DITY. 


The  Russian  Duty  on  American  Cereals  is  to 
be  Reduced. 
St.  Petersburg,  Oct.  23. — There  will 
be  submitted  to  the  minister  of  the  inte- 
rior and  to  the  famine  commission  an 
important  paper  urging  the  placing  of  a 
lower  duty  upon  importations  of  Ameri- 
can cereals. 


Starved  the  Guards  and  Stole  the  Pro- 
ceeds. 
London,  Oct.  29.— It  is  said  that  a  se- 
rious scandal  involving  officials  respon- 
sible for  army  supplies,  is  involved  in 
the  mutinous  outoreak  of  the  Grenadier 
guards.  The  authorities  have  been  pay- 
ing for  a  bettei  ciuality  of  rations  than 
the  troops  received,  and  some  of  the  of- 
ficers were  aware  of  the  fact,  and  the 
grenadiers  mutinied  as  a  last  resort  to 
call  attention  to  their  grievance.  The 
corps  that  mutiried  is  the  same  that 
evoked  the  high  commendation  of  the 
kaiser  during  his  recent  visit. 


A  School  F'rincipal  Suicides. 
Philadelphia,  Oct.  29.  -  Professor  H. 
Y.  Lauderbach,  principal  of  the  boys 
academy  whicli  bears  his  name  at 
Twelfth  and  Chestnut  streets,  commited 
suicide  in  one  of  the  rooms  at  the  school 
this  morning.  The  only  reason  assigned 
is  overwork.  Professor  L.iuderbach  is 
about  58  or  60  years  of  age,  is  married 
and  has  a  son  and  two  daughters.  He 
has  been  an  educator  of  Philadelphian 
youth  all  his  life,  and  many  prominent 
men  are  graduates  of  his  academy. 

A  Minneapolis  Blaze. 
Minneapolis,  Oct.  29.-  At  3  a.  m.  the 
buildings  of  the  Minneapolis  Rolling 
mills  at  New  Brighton,  north  of  the  city, 
burned.  The  plant,  which  was  only  re- 
cently built,  cost  §50,000,  but  the  most 
valuable  parts  of  it-  the  furnaces  and 
heavy  machinery  ^are  uninjured.  The 
loss  is  about  $12,000;  fully  insured.  It 
will  be  rebuilt  at  once.

New  York,  Oct.  29.— Dr.  Keeley,  the 
originator  of  the  Dwight  cure  for  drunk- 
enness, returned  this  morning  from  Eu- 
rope. It  has  been  claimed  that,  in  order 
to  avoid  the  name  of  charlatan,  he  must 
make  public  his  recipe  of  cure.

He  gave  it,  and  what  was 
the  result?  People  bungled  in  making 
and  using  it,  and  then  condemned  both 
the  professor  and  his  lymph.  I  learned 
in  Europe  that  Professor  Koch  has 
stopped  all  his  efforts  to  develop  his  dis- 
covery, disgusted  with  the  way  it  has 
been  treated.  The  secret  of  my  dis- 
covery is  my  own  property  and  I  shall 
retain  it.

The  Chileans  and  Their  Hatred  of 
Country  of  Egan. 

Baltimore,  Oct.  29. — The  following 
is  an  extract  of  a  private  letter  received 
here  yesterday  from  H.  C.  Jarrett  Jr., 
one  of  the  crew  of  the  steamship  Balti- 
more at  Valparaiso,  Sept.  19.  Mr.  Jar- 
rett is  the  nephew  of  the  famous  theatri- 
cal manager  of  that  name,  and  the  son  of 
A.  B.  Jarrett,  of  this  city:  "Everything 
is  quiet  here,  and  the  new  government 
has  been  formed  and  proclaimed  and,  O 
Lord  how  they  do  hate  an  American! 
They  celebrated  their  independence  on 
the  i6th  and  at  night  gave  a  torchlight 
procession,  and  as  they  came  by  the 
English,  French  and  German  fleets,  they 
cheered,  but  when  they  steamed  past 
the  old  Baltimore,  you  could  almost  hear 
your  heart  beat. 

"The  reason,  I  think,  is  this:  Apart 
from  tfie  Itata  affair,  the — or  rather  what 
at  that  time  were  the— oppositionists,  say 
that  the  United  States  minister  misrep- 
resented them  to  our  government  and 
the  consequence  was,  our  government 
would  not  recognize  them  as  belliger- 
ants,  and  I  am  afraid  that  of  the  high  es- 
timation that  always  existed  for  us  in 
Chilean  imagination,  there  now  remains 
nil.  Two  of  the  men  who  were  shot 
were  with  me  in  the  steam  launch  have 
recovered  and  are  walking  around  the 
decks,  but  poor  McBride,  the  one  who 
was  running  the  engine  and  got  shot  in 
the  lungs,  died  two  days  later."

Farm  Fires  in  Indiana  Still  De- 
stroying Property. 

Evansnille,  Ind.,  Oct.  29.— The  field 
and  forest  fires  in  the  Blue  Grass  region 
continue,  and  the  fire  is  eating  its  way 
into  the  most  valuable  corn  fields  and 
farming  land  in  the  state.  Louis  Bragg, 
whose  farm  house  and  other  property 
were  destroyed  Monday,  is  in  the  city 
and  reports  that  all  the  farmers  and 
their  men  are  out  vainly  trying  to  fight 
the  fire  back  and  save  their  stock.

Federal  Commissioner' Tells  of  the 

Terrible  Russian  Destitution. 
New    York,    Oct.    26.— Dr.     Walker 

Kemster,  one  of  the  five  special  federal 
emigration  commissioners  who  have 
been  abroad  for  some  months  investigat- 
ing European  emigration  returned  yes- 
terday. 

"The  public  will  have  to  wait  until  our 
report  is  submitted  to  congress,"  he  said 
to  a  United  Press  reporter,  "but  that  re- 
port will  startle  the  civilized  world    and 

will  be  a  theme  for  discussion  in  every 
pulpit  in  the  land.  I  do  wish  to  speak, 
however,  in  regard  to  the  Russian  per- 
secutions. The  reports  published  in  this 
country  do  not  half  tell  of  the  misery 
and  degradation  that  exists,  and  which 
I  saw  while  in  Russia.  There  are  no 
degrees  in  the  misery  of  the  people,  city 
or  country,  it  is  all  the  same.  The  con- 
dition of  the  poorer  classes  is  as  abso- 
lutely hopeless  as  it  can  be.  I  journeyed 
from  St.  Petersburg  to  Moscow  and 
thence  down  through  the  center  of  the 
Polish  settlements  toward  Odessa.  The 
sights  we  saw  were  terrible. 

"The  persecution,  however,  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  Hebrews.  We  hear  more  of 
them  on  account  of  their  superior 
numerical  and  financial  importance,  but 
in  reality  it  is  a  religious  war.  Near 
Odessa  there  are  German  remnants  of 
Lutherans  and  catholics  that  have  been 
there  for  over  a  hundred  years.  These 
people  are  selling  their  property  at  a 
sacrifice  and  are  emigrating,  mostlv  to 
the  Argentine  Republic.  They  have 
been  subjected  to  a  series  of  petty  per- 
secutions and  they  are  taking  the  hint. 

"I  am  sure  we  were  shadowed  by 
Russian  agents.  We  traveled  with  spe- 
cial passports  and  experienced  little 
difficulty  from  the  Russian  officials, 
though  we  did  find  it  advisable  and  in 
fact  necessary  at  times  to  'grease  the 
wheels'  of  Russian  machinery." 


The  Jews  Defended.  ^^ 
Berlin,  Oct.  29. — A  pamphlet  is  in 
circulation  defending  the  Jews  against 
the  charge  of  extorting  money  from  the 
Russian  peasants.  The  writer  says  the 
real  enemy  of  the  peasants  are  peasants 
who  have  accumulated  money  and  who 
loan  it  at  rates  and  on  conditions  that 
Jews  would  be  ashamed  to  charge.  These 
extortioners  are  known  as  "Koolacs"  and 
and  are  hated  and  dreaded. 


NO  FAST  MAILS.

If  the  C.  P.  R.  Had  an  Atlantic 
Subsidies  Would  Coma 
London,  Oct.  29. — Great  disappoint- 
ment is  expressed  by  Canadians  in  Eng- 
land that  the  postal  authorities  have 
failed  to  make  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments tor  a  fast  mail  service  between 
the  Dominion  and  Great  Britain.  The 
last  sailing  under  the  present  postal  ser- 
vice between  England  and  Canada  oc- 
curs today.  Canada  offered  the  sum  of 
$750,000  as  a  subsidy  to  assist  in  main- 
taining a  fast  mail  service  between  the 
Dominion  and  this  country,  but  even  that 
fact  has  not  served  to  induce  English 
capitalists  to  assist  in  securing  an  Anglo- 
Canadian  fast  mail  service.

Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  Oct.  29.— A  report 
just  received  here  from  Rice  Lake 
states  that  an  extensive  fire  is  raging  in 
that  town.  One  hotel  and  five  stores 
haven  been  burned.  Loss  $50,000; 
insurance  $12,000.  Rice  Lake  is  on  the 
line  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapo- 
lis &  Omaha  road,  and  is  a  thriving 
lumbering  town  of  4000  to  5000  inhabi- 
tants. 

The  Big  Poughkeepsie  Bridge  an  Ele- 
phant. 
New  York,  Oct.  29.— Legal  papers 
are  drawn  intended  to  put  the  Pough- 
keepsie bridge  into  the  hands  of  a  re- 
ceiver. A  receivership  is  sought  also 
for  the  connecting  railway  lines  known 
as  the  Central  New  England  railway 
system.  It  is  alleged  that  the  companies 
are  mismanaged,  that  illegal  contracts 
have  been  entered  into,  and  that  a  float- 
ing debt  has  been  created  beyond  the 
power  of  the  present  managers  to  finan- 
cier.

RESTRUT  THE  CHANNFJA 

The  Herald  believes  that  one  trouble 
with  the  water  level  in  the  lakes  is  the 
constant  increase  in  the  size  of  the  chan- 
nels draining  them.  The  larger  an  out- 
let the  faster  the  drainage,  and  there  is 
no  need  lo  argue  the  point. 

Lake  Erie  flows  o\'er  Niagara.  Since 
time  began  Niagara  has  been  moving 
backward  on  an  uptilted  strata  that 
makes  the  river  above  the  falls  deeper 
at  every  mile  of  recession.  Lake  Erie  is 
gradually  lessening  in  depth.  The  chan- 
nels at  the  lower  end  of  Lake  Huron  are 
constantly  being  deepened  and  enlarged. 
Lake  Huron  is  gradually  lowering  in 
depth.  The  Sault  canal,  which  locks 
the  water  of  Lake  Superior,  is  in  such 
constant  use  that  double  the  volume  of 
water  passes  into  the  deepened  channel 
below  than  five  years  ago.  Lake  Supe- 
rior has  never  been  so  low  in  any  former 
period  of  recession,  as  now.  Vessels 
can  draw  but  fourteen  feet  in  a  canal 
built  for  sixteen  feet.  If  this. sort 
of  thing  continues  with  the  deepening  of 
the  connecting  channels  to  twenty  feet 
why  will  not  the  shallows  become  more 
shallow?  The  natural  inference  is  that 
they  will.  The  question  is,  therefore, 
one  of  grave  importance  and  deserves 
more  than  passing  attention. 

There  is  no  question  but  the  problem 
is  easy  of  solution.  What  would  be 
easier  than  to  build  wing  dams  or  an 
apron  on  the  bottom  of  the  Sault  river 
just  above  the  lock  and  at  the  head  of 
the  rapids  to  restrict  a  certain  propor- 
tion of  the  flow?  The  expert  govern- 
ment engineers  could  readily  calculate 
the  amount  of  resistance  necessary  to 
raise  Lake  Superior  two  or  three  feet. 
If  at  the  Sault  why  not  at  the  Niagara 
river,  Port  Huron  and  Detroit? 

Would  it  not  be  as  cheap  to  raise  the 
level  of  the  surface  by  this  means  as  to 
blast  the  bottom  bv  the  ordinary  meth- 
ods? 


voters,  and  this  perhaps  more  than  any 
other  makes  the  result  doubtful.  The 
republican  managers  have  done  much  to 
bring  out  party  support  by  pointing  to 
the  effect  of  the  election  on  the 
result  next  year,  and  this  '  has 
done  much  to  cement  party  lines  and 
counteract  the  effect  of  the  defection  on 
account  of  prohibition.  The  governor's 
nuirterous  calamity  speeches  in  which 
he  slandered  the  state  have  done  much 
to  weaken  his  party.  Every  inch  of  the 
ground  has  been  fought  over  and  at  the 
present  writing  it  looks  as  if  the  result 
was  in  extreme  doubt  and  that  it  were 
useless  to  prophecy.  If  Governor 
Boies  is  reelected,  and  the  result  in  other 
states  is,  as  it  looks,  in  favor  of  the  re- 
publicans, he  will  at  once  become  a 
presidential  quantity. 


The  coming  congress  will  very  likely 
be  asked  to  do  something  toward 
strengthening  the  national  defences 
along  the  lake  borders.  The  treaty  of 
1 817  limited  the  forces  which  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  could 
maintain  on  the  lakes.  England,  how- 
ever, has  to  a  certain  extent  freed  itself 
from  that  through  the  extension  of  the 
Canadian  system  of  canals  and  the  St. 
Lawrence  river,  for  small  gunboats  in- 
troduced into  the  latter  could  by  the 
canals  be  distributed  throughout  the 
whole  northern  region.  The  announce- 
ment that  England  intends  to  strengthen 
its  fortifications  in  Canada  calls  atten- 
tion to  this  situation.  While  this  act  on 
the  part  of  England  probably  has  no  real 
significance,  residents  on  the  lakes  are 
anxious  that  this  country  take  some  note 
of  it.  Whatever  is  done  should  be  done 
with  all  consistent  speed.while  the  treaty 
of  1817  should  not  be  disturbed,  if 
possible. 


THE  CHILEAN  AFFAIR. 

It  is  a  bad  thing  and  ?  wicked  thing 
that  a  crowd  of  Chileans  should  pounce 
upon  a  handful  of  American  men-of- 
wars  men  and  that  two  of  the  latter 
should  be  killed.  It  is  a  matter  that  de- 
mands attention  and  the  instant  demand 
for  reparation  by  our  government.  This 
has  been  made,  and  last  night's  dis- 
patches appeared  to  indicate  that  it  had 
been  allowed,  but  later  reports  deny 
that  the  Chileans  have  eaten  humble  pie. 
Chile  has  been  the  most  stable  and  pro- 
gressive of  South  American  countries 
and  there  is  much  about  her  government 
to  admire.  It  has  been  hoped  that  after 
the  success  of  the  congressional  party, 
and  the  re-establishment  of  order, 
she  would  again  on  the  road  of  friend- 
ship, but  this,  by  otfr  own  errors,  seems 
impossible.  Perhaps  what  Chile  con- 
siders the  crowning  indignity  of  all 
since  the  Itata  incident,  was  the  forced 
granting  of  safe  conducts  for  some  of 
Minister  Egan's  Balmacedist  friends 
yesterday. 

Like  ever)'  dissension  this  Chilean 
affair  has  two  sides.  Suppose  we  were 
the  smaller  side.  Suppose  we  believed 
heartily  that  a  neutral  power,  a  republic 
like  ourselves,  had  used  its  warships  and 
the  power  of  its  ambassador  to  further 
the  cause  of  a  dictator,  that  the  ships 
were  used  as  spies  and  that  the  ambassa- 
dor was  in  league  with  the  dictator.  Is 
it  not  probable  that  our  people,  not  in- 
deed the  scum  of  our  seaports  as  in 
Chile,  {would  find  quick  pretext  for 
trouble  with  seamen  of  the  offending 
ship? 

For  many  years  the  United  States  has 
insisted  that  the  right  of  asylum,  such  as 
Minister  Egan  has  succeeded  in  enforc- 
ing, was  mischievous  in  tendency,  and 
tending  to  create  political  disorder.  Our 
secretaries  of  state  have  notified  Haiti, 
and  Chile  too,  as  far  back  as  185 1,  that 
the  right  was  not  desired  by  us,  in  fact 
should  be  abrogated.  Now  Pat  Egan,  a 
refugee  from  British  law,  wants  to  pro- 
tect some  of  his  Balmacedist  friends,  and 
he  appears  to  be  able  to  reverse  the  rule 
followed  by  a  dozen    secretaries  of  state. 

No  wonder  the    hot  Chilean    blood 
warmer  than  usual. 


A  few  of  the  Hebrews  harried  out  of 
Russia  may  stop  in  England,  but  the 
majority  of  those  who  come  so  far  west- 
ward will  eventually  land  on  the  shores 
of  'the  United  States.  Within  the  last 
four  months  35,475  of  this  unfortunate 
class  have  come  to  America,  most  of 
them,  of  course,  in  a  state  of  compara- 
tive destitution,  and  affording  little  evi- 
dence of  readily  becoming  citizens  of  a 
desirable  order.  They  are  ignorant, 
non-progressive  and,  of  course,  clannish 
to  the  last  degree.  There  is  great  need 
enlarging  the  facilities  which  a  wise 
philanthropy  is  providing  for  training, 
educating  and  assimilating  the  new  ar- 
rivals.

A  prominentcitizen  asks  The  Herald 
if  the  quickest  way  to  get  at  the  cost  of 
the  Duluth  Water  and  Gas  works  is  not 
to  find  at  what  discount  and  to  what 
amount  its  bonds  have  been  sold,  and  to 
add  to  this  the  floating  debt.  He  be- 
lieves the  cost  of  the  stock  of  the  com- 
pany was  merely  nominal,  and  he  says 
it  doesn't  need  any  expert  to  get  the 
figures.  This  method  will  give  the  en- 
tire cost  of  the  works,  including  the  com- 
plete rebuilding  of  the  shiftless  job  done 
at  the  start,  but  will  not,  of  course,  give 
the  present  value  of  real  estate  or  the 
earning  capacity  of  the  concern. 


The  Iowa  com  crop  this  year  is  esti- 
mated at  300,000,000  bushels,  worth  on 
the  farms  $110,000,000.  This  is  a  mag- 
nificent crop  and  represents  an  acreage 
of  about  5,000,000.  How  sad  it  is,  when 
these  immense  figures  are  considered, 
that  they  mean  a  loss  to  the  state  of 
Iowa  of  over  $3,000,000.  It  seems  pass- 
ing strange  that  they  should  do  so,  but 
Governor  Boies  says  there  is  a  net  loss 
of  67  cents  an  acre  on  the  corn  crop  of 
Iowa.  Maybe  Governor  Boies  may  be 
mistaken,  though.

It  is  only  a  few  years  since  that  all  our 
steel  rails  were  bought  in  Great  Britain 
at  a  cost  of  $165  a  ton  or  so;  but  in  the 
first  seven  months  of  the  present  gov- 
ernment year  the  entire  imports  of  iron 
and  steel  rails  amounted  to  the  petty 
quantity  of  151  tons,  and  the  price  of  the 
home  mills  has  fallen  to  a  little  over  $30 

a  ton.

The  Oregon  prune 
crop  is  now  just  about  harvested, and  it  is  mucli 
larKor  tlian  last  year  and  bt>tter  in  every  way. 
Prune  Browing  in  OroK<m  is  JprovinH:  a  big  suc- 
cess, and  the  fruit  men  look  for  a  very  great  in- 
crease in  the  pnxluction  next  year.  The  raisin 
crop  of  California  is  placed  at  2,000,000  hox(<s 
which  is  about  500,000  boxes  more  than  last 
year.

In  my  practice,  too,"  ho  con- 
tinued, "I  have  often  noticed  that  the  percent^ 
age  of  foreigners  who  are  actually  insane  and 
would  readily  be  admitted  to  be  so  by  the  pro- 
secuting attorney  is  far  in  excess  of  the  possibly 
insane  of  American  criminals."

A  Rival  of  the  Yosemite. 
John  Muir  in  November  Century:  In 
the  vast  Sierra  wilderness  far  to  the 
southward  of  the  famous  Yosemite  val- 
ley, there  is  yet  a  grander  valley  of  the 
same  kind.  It  is  situated  on  the  south 
fork  of  Kings  river,  above  the  most  ex- 
tensive groves  and  forests  of  the  giant 
Sequoia,  and  beneath  the  shadows  of  the 
highest  mountains  in  the  range,  where 
the  canons  are  deepest  and  the  snow- 
laden  peaks  are  crowded  most  closely 
together.  It  is  called  the  Big  Kings 
river  canon,  or  Kings  river  Yosemite, 
and  is  reached  by  way  of  Visalia,  the 
nearest  point  on  the  Southern  Pacific 
railroad,  from  which  the  distance  is 
about  45  miles,  or  by  Kearsage 
Pass  from  the  east  side  of  the  range.  It 
is  about  ten  miles  long,  half  a  mile  wide, 
and  the  stupendous  rocks  of  purplish 
gray  granite  that  form  the  walls  are  from 
2500  to  5000  feet  in  height,  while  the 
depth  of  the  valley  below  the  general 
surface  of  the  mountain  mass  from 
which  it  has  been  carved  is  considerable 
more  than  a  mile.  Thus  it  appears  that 
this  new  Yosemite  is  longer  and  deeper, 
and  lics'embedded  in  grander  mountains 
than  the  well-known  Yosemite  of  the 
Merced.  Their  general  characters,  how- 
ever, are  wonderfully  alike,  and  they 
bear  the  same  relationship  to  the  foun- 
tains of  the  ancient  glaciers  above  them.

Morris  Quinn,  the  well-known  Sagi- 
naw lumberman  and  pine  huul  owner, 
arrived  in  the  city  this  morning  for  a 
long  stay  here  and  in  the  district  near 
Red  Lake  and  the  Mississippi,  where 
storms  are  reported  to  have  destroved 
150,000,000  feet  of  pine  timber. 

"1  own  a  good  deal  of  pine  in 
the  district  where  these  storms  are 
reported  to  have  passed,"  he  said,  "but 
from  what  I  can  learn  I  do  not  believe 
the  loss  will  be  anything  like  what  has 
been  reported.  From  whnt  I  can  learn 
the  wind  of  the  September  storm  we 
hear  so  much  about  was  no  worse  on  the 
Red  Lake  reservation  and  the  upper 
Mississippi  than  it  was  on  the  St.  Louis, 
Cloquet  and  lake  shore,  and  timber 
would  be  a  great  deal  more  likelv  to 
blow  down  here  than  in  the  deep  Red 
Lake  soil.  Here  occasional  patches  of 
timber  were  blown  down,  but  no  great 
loss  was  done." 

It  seems  to  be  the  general  concensus 
of  opmion  among  pine  land  men  here 
that  the  story  of  loss  by  hurricanes  was 
almost  entirely  made  up  b\  Minneapo- 
lis owners  of  pme  who  want  to  get  at  the 
fine  reservation  timber  and  believe  they 
will  be  able  to  do  so  quicker  by  spread- 
ing reports  that  it  is  m  danger  than  by 
anv  other  means. 


EXCELLENT  MAGNETITE. 

Rich  and  Extensive  Fmds  on  the  New- 
castle Mesaba  Property. 

A  verv  fine  discovery  of  iron  has  been 
made  on  the  property  of  the  Newcastle 
Iron  company,  on  the  southwest  quarter 
of  section  II.  5g,  14,  lying  about  four 
miles  east  of  the  Mesaba  crossing  of  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  road  and  close  to 
the  Mailman  property.  A  force  of 
miners  is  now  at  work  at  the  Newcastle, 
testpitting  and  stripping  the  ore  body. 

The  ore  is  a  rich  magnetite,  speci- 
mens shown  The  Herald  going  as  high 
as  64  to  66  per  cent  iron  with  a  very  low 
limit  of  phosphorus.  It  lies  about  10 
feet  below  the  surface  and  test  pits  have 
so  far  been  sunk  on  the  vein  a  length  of 
about  200  feet.  How  much  farther  it  ex- 
tends IS  not  yet  known.  .\  cross  cutting 
shows  a  width  of  about  60  feet.  Of 
course  little  is  yet  known  of  the  depth 
of  the  find  or  whether  the  rich  quality  of 
ore  brought  to  the  city  will  continue,  but 
it  probably  is  one  of  the  best  finds  made 
on  the  Mesaba,  excepting  only  the 
Mountain  Iron  and  possibly  Biwabic, 
properties.

L'nJted  States  Senator  \V.  L).  Wash- 
burn, of  Minneapolis,  came  to  town  this 
morning  and  put  up  at  the  Spalding. 
This  afternoon  he  went  to  Two  Harbors 
accompanied  by  General  Manager  Car- 
penter, of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range, 
Mayor  Davis,  G.  G.  Hartley  and  Alder- 
man N.  F.  Hugo.  After  looking  over

Senator  Washburn  comes  here  at  the 
request  of  the  railroad  company,  which 
wants  to  show  him  its  needs  m  the  way 
of  a  west  side  breakwater  and  other 
work  at  Two  Harbors,  in  order  that  he 
may  do  something  for  it  when  congress 
meets  in  December.

The  Cities  of  Osaka  and  Hiogo  Partly 
Destroyed. 

ToKlO,  Japan,  Oct.  29.— There  has 
been  an  eartquake  at  Hioga,  a  seaport 
town  on  the  island  of  Hondo,  about 
twenty-two  miles  bv  rail  from  Osaka  at 
the  head  of  the  Gulf  of  Osaka  and  ad- 
jacent to  Kobe. 

The  town  has  been  almost  entirely  de- 
stroyed. Telegraph  wires  are  down  and 
particulars  are  hard  to^obtain,  but  it  is 
known  that  a  large  number  of  lives  have 
been  lost.  A  large  number  of  persons 
succeeded  in  escaping  from  their  totter- 
ing homes,  only  to  meet  death  in  the 
streets,  to  which  they  had  fled  for  safety 
from  falling  debris.  There  is  no  means 
at  present  of  estimating  the  loss  of  life; 
in  tact  details  of  the  catastrope  are  very 
meagre,  as  all  telegraph  wires  are 
broken  in  the  districts  affected  by  the 
falling  of  the  poles,  which  were  thrown 
down.  Hioga  is  lighted  with  gas  and 
has  a  number  of  fine  public  buildings.  It 
has  an  extensive  coastwise  trade,  and  a 
population  of  40,000. 

At  Osaka  which  is  a  city  of  3;o,coo 
inhabitants,  300  persons  are  known  to 
have  been  killed  and  thousands  of  build- 
ings destroyed.  It  has  a  large  foreign 
population  and  trade,  has  great  arsenals, 
a  castle,  mint,  colleges  and  government 
naval  yard,  and  is  traversed  by  canals, 
over  which  are  more  than  1 100  bridges. 
The  city  in  point  of  size  is  third  or  fourth 
in  Japan,  but  in  social  affairs,  fashion, 
commerce  and  industry  it  takes  first 
rank.

A  GOOD  SEA  BOAT. 


A  Whaleback  in  a  Terrible  Storm  on 
Lake  Superior. 

Early  dispatches  from  the  Sault  state 
that  the  whaleback  103,  on  the  way  down 
in  tow  of  the  big  tug  Traveler,  was  de- 
serted by  the  tug  in  a  fearful  storm  and 
rode  out  the  waves  alone.  The  captain 
said: 

"Monday  morning  the  tug  cast  us 
adrift  and  left  us  to  the  mercy  of  the  sea. 
An  idea  of  the  sea  we  had  can  be  ob- 
tained from  the  fact  that  the  barge  is  265 
feet  long  and  she  settled  between  two 
seas,  one  forward  and  one  aft.  The  gale 
blew  about  60  miles  an  hour.  We  let  go 
our  anchor  with  90  fathoms  chain  and 
brought  up  in  50  fathoms  of  water,  where 
we  lay  until  Wednesday  morning.  While 
we  were  lying  at  anchor  with  her  head 
to  the  sea  she  behaved  wonderfully.  I 
have  sailed  10  years  and  experienceci 
rough  weather,  but  can  say  this  was  the 
most  severe  I  ever  experienced."

OUR  CHILEAN  FUSS 


Nothing:  Appears  Settled  as  to  What 

Shall  be  Done  by  the  United 

States. 


A  Bill  of  Particulars  for  Which  the 

Southrons     Want    Blood    or 

Redress. 


The  Feeling-  in   Washington  and  Lou- 
don   Over    the    Situation    of 
At!  airs. 


London,  Oct.  30.— A  dispatch  from 
Valparaiso  to  a  firm  in  the  Chilean  trade, 
in  reply  to  a  dispatch  of  inquiry,  says 
that  the  secret  of  the  junta's  refusal  to 
give  satisfaction  to  the  American  gov- 
ernment is.  -  that  the  members  of  the 
junta  and  their  association  in  command 

are  divided  on  the  question  of  the  presi- 
dency and  each  faction  is  afraid  to  make 
enemies  by  seeming  to  yield  to  Amer- 
ican demands,  and  after  the  election  of 
a  president  there  will  probably  be  a 
change  for  the  better  in  the  situation. 

This  cheerful  view  is  not  generally  ac- 
cepted, however,  by  those  havmg  Chil- 
ean interests,  although  it  is  believed  that 
rivalry  for  the  presidency  is  causing  con- 
siderable bitterness  among  the  chiefs 
of  the  revolution.  The  failure  to 
capture  Vicuna  is  greatly  regretted  as 
many,  even  of  the  junta  party,  consider 
that  Vicuna  was  the  legal  president-elect, 
his  situation  having  been  different  from 
that  of  Balmaceda,  and  he  having  been 
chosen  by  the  electoral  body  in  accord- 
ance with  constitutional  forms.  Had 
Vicuna  been  captured,  said  a  former 
Balmacedist  official,  he  would  probably 
have  been  got  rid  of  by  murder,  under 
the  cover  of  pretended  suicide,  and  then 
the  junta  would  have  a  free  held.  As  it 
is  a  fact  that  Vicuna  is  alive  and,  so  far 
as  known,  willing  to  undertake  his 
duties,  if  permitted  to  do  so,  is  a  rank- 
ling thorn,  and  will  remain  so  for  the 
five  years  of  what  would  have  been  his 
term. 

The  official  added  with  a  significant 
shrug  that  Vicuna  might  be  invited  back 
to  Chile  yet. 

The  Telegraph  says:  "President  Har- 
rison was  perfectly  justified  in  acting  as 
he  did.  Doubtless  Minister  Egan's  ap- 
pointment has  turned  out  to  be  the  worst 
that  could  have  been  made.  But  there 
is  no  reason  why  the  Chileans  should 
adopt  a  defiant  attitude.  They  are  act- 
ing under  insensate  pride.  It  will  be 
necessary  for  the  United  States,  doubt- 
less against  her  will,  to  give  them  a  salu- 
tary lesson." 

The  Chronicle  thinks  that  Chile  will 
find  it  more  prudent  to  apologize,  punish 
the  assailants  and  pay  a  compensation 
than  go  up  against  a  stone  walL 

The  Times  says:  "The  present  feel- 
ing on  both  sides  is  multiplying  the 
cause  for  a  collision.  The  larger  objects 
of  Mr.  Blaine's  pan-American  policy,  the 
acquisition  of  a  predominant  influence 
over  the  republics  of  South  America 
and  commercial  union,  are  not  likely  to 
be  promoted  by  a  threat  or  actual  dec- 
laration of  war." 


A  BILL  OF   PARTICULABS. 

Why  Chile  Doesn't  Propose  to  Knuckle  Un- 
der to  the  United  States. 

Washington,  Oct.  30.— The  spirit  of 
the  Chileans  might  be  easily  accounted 
for  if  all  the  charges  brought  by  them 
against  this  country  were  true. 

These  indictments  run  as  far  back  as 
the  war  between  Chile  and  Peru.  W^hen 
war  ended  with  a  victory  for  Chile,  the 
latter  nation  demanded  indemnity  in 
monev,  and  proceeded  to  take  a  large 
slice  of  Peruvian  territory.  The  United 
States  sent  South  W.  H.  Trescot  and 
Walker  Blaine  in  Peru's  behalf.  They 
returned  withot  results,  buut  their  visit 
is  emphasized  as  an  unfriendly  act. 
The  Chileans  have  a  number  of  charges 
to  make  against  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  Baltimore  which  have  been 
maliciously  circulated  to  fan  hostility  to 
the  United  States.  The  first  is  that  when 
the  congressional  navy  was  searching  for 
topedoes  in  Valparaiso  harbor  at  night, 
the  electric  search  light  of  the  Balti- 
more was  turned  upon  their  work. 
Anoteer  is  when  the  insurgent  army  was 
landing  just  previous  to  the  final  battle, 
Admiral  Brown  made  a  count  of  the 
force  and  then  told  Balmaceda.  They 
also  complain  of  the  Itata  affair,  as  be- 
ing carried  out  in  a  manner  hostile  to 
themselves;  that  this  government  di- 
rected the  opening  of  cable  communica- 
tion with  Valparaiso;  and  that  a  virtual 
blockade  of  their  ports  was  made  by  the 
United  States. 

All  these  charges  are  denied  and    are 
untrue.

The  Responses  to  the  Italian  Incident  and 
the  Chilean  Differ  Entirely. 

Washington,  Oct.  30.— Secretary 
Blaine  will  not  talk  about  the  Chilean 
complication.  He  will  give  no  hint  as 
to  the  probable  policy  of  the  govern- 
ment. Secretary  Tracy  is  equally  reti- 
cent. There  is  an  absence  of  expression 
concerning  the  answer  this  country  will 
make  to  the  reply  of  the  Chilean  minis- 
ter to  Minister  Egan. 

The  letter  of  Secretary  Blaine  in 
answer  to  the  demand  of  the  Italian  gov- 
ernment in  the  New  Orleans  case  has 
been  referred  to  frequently  as  similar  in 
tone  and  expression  to  the  answer  of  the 
Chilean  premier,  and  an  interesting 
comparison  is  furnished  by  perusal  of 
both  notes.  Mr.  Blaine's  reply,  while 
firm  was  not  threatening,  like  the  reply 
of  the  Chilean  government.  Mr.  Blaine's 
note  was  in  answer  to  a  note  of  Marquis 
Imperiali,  charge  d'affairs  of  the  Italian 
legation  in  Washington,  informing  this 

fovernment  of  the  recall  of  Baron  de 
ava  on  account  of  dissatisfaction. 
The  instructions  sent  Egan  by  Acting 
Secretary  Wharton,  directs  Egan's  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  the  board  selec- 
ted to  investigate  the  affair,  report  that 
the  American  sailors  were  unarmed  and 
gave  no  provocation,  that  the  assaults 
upon  them  were  by  armed  men,  greatly 
superior  in  numbers,  animated  by  hos- 
tility to  these  men  as  sailors  of  the 
United  States.  Mr.  Egan  was  also  di- 
rected to  notice  that  the  charac- 
ter of  some  of  the  wounds  indicated 
that  the  public  police  took  part  in  the 
attack.  Mr.  Wharton  complained  that 
no  expression  of  regret  or  a  purpose  to 
make  inquiry  with  a  view  to  the  prose- 
cution of  the  guilty  parties  had  been 
offered.  Egan  was  instructed  to  inquire 
whether  there  were  any  qualifying  tacts 
or  any  explanation  to  be  offered.

The  Chilean's  Official  Cable  in  Regard  to  the 
Investigation. 

Washinton,  Oct.  30.--Senator  Montt 
today  received  the  following  official  cable 
from  his  country: 

"Investigation  was  instituted  imme- 
diately and  continues  with  all  dilligence. 
The  trouble  became  a  tumult  about  7  p. 
m.  Regular  scldiers,  police  and  the 
special  guard  restored  ©rder.  The  com- 
batants— 30  Amf  ricans  and  1 1  Chileans 
—were  committed  before  the  judicial 
authorities.  They  fought  with  every- 
thing they  could  lay  their  hands  upon.  It 
is  said  that  there  were  160  Americans 
from  the  Baltimore  on  shore  at  the  time 
of  the  tumult." 

In  explanation  of  the  small  number  of 
Chileans  arrested  it  is  stated  that  the 
Chileans  were  at  home  pnd  able  to  con- 
ceal themselves,  while  th^  sailors,  being 
strangers  and  in  uniform,  were  easily 
distinguished.  [t  is  thought  to  be  cer- 
tain that  the  Chileans  implicated  will 
eventually  be  brought  to  justice. 

Well,  What  is  It? 
Washington,  Oct.  3o.--At  a  cabinet 
meeting  this  moming  Secretary  Blaine 
submitted  a  draft  of  a  cable  reply  to  the 
Chilean  minister's  of  foreign  affairs 
answer  to  the  United  States  received 
yesterday  from  Minister  Egan.  No  mem- 
ber of  the  cabinet  could  be  interviewed 
at  the  close  of  tht  meeting. 

Chilean  tJecurities  Fall. 
London,  Oct.  30.— On  the  exchange 
today  Chilean  securities  fell  two  points. 
Nitrate  shares  were  dull,  but  no  serious 
results  of  the  trouble  with  the  United 
States  are  anticipated.

It  is  planned 
to  extend  the  road  from  O'Neill  west 
and  southwest  to  a  connection  with  the 
Burlington  &  Missouri  River  at  Dunning, 
and  to  cross  Nebraska  diagonally  to 
Denver. 

Surveys  for  the  new  route  have  already 
been  made  under  the  name  of  the  Pueblo 
&  Duluth,  a  blind  corporation.  The 
principal  motive  of  Hill  in  backing  this 
road  is  to  tap  the  grain  fields  of  Ne- 
braska and  mineral  regions  of  Colorado 
for  the  purpose  of  feeding  his  line  from 
Sioux  City  to  Duluth,  and  the  North- 
ern Steamship  company,  which 
plies  between  Duluth  and  Buffalo.  It  is 
said  that  in  the  deal  which  has  already 
been  run  Garretson  has  made  over 
$1,000,000. 

There  is  some  lively  litigation  now  in 
progress  over  the  old  Pacific  Short  Line 
corporation.  Donald  McLean,  ex-presi- 
dent of  the  road,  has  been  sued  by  G.  R. 
Blanchard,  chairman  of  the  Central 
Traffic  association,  to  recover  $5800.  It 
appears  that  Blanchard  was  given  some 
$200,000  worth  of  promoter's  stock  in  the 
company  building  the  road.  Of  all  this 
but  $48,000  was  sold  at  25  cents  on  the 
dollar.  The  unsold  part,  worth  at  the 
same  rate,  $21,000,  he  turned  over  to 
McLean  to  sell.  In  his  answer  McLean 
denies  the  obligation  for  $21,000;  de- 
clares that  the  stock  was  fraudulent,  and 
sets  up  a  counter-claim  for  the  $15,200 
paid  bv  him  on  Blanchard's  note. 


IRISH  PERSUASION. 


Ninety-t-wo    Broken    Headed    Voters 
Treated  at  Cork  Hospital. 

Cork,  Oct.  30 — As  a  result  of  last 
night's  fight  between  the  factions,  92 
persons,  more  or  less  seriously  injured, 
reported  to  the  hospital  for  treatment. 
The  majority  of  the  visitors  departed 
after  having  their  cuts  and  bruises  band- 
aged or  otherwise  attended  to.  Many, 
however,  were  found  to  be  so  seriously 
wounded  that  it  was  found  necessary  to 
detain  them. 

The  police  are  in  possession  of  infor- 
mation going  to  thow  that  a  plot  had 
been  concocted  to  assassinate  William 
O'Brien  and  O'Brien  has  hurriedly  de- 
camped in  consequence  of  the  discovery. 
The  streets  are  filled  with  angry  men, 
who  threaten  to  arm  themselves  with 
more  deadly  weapons  than  blackthorns 
and  stones.  Strong  guards  of  police  are 
stationed  in  tjie  vicinity  of  the  gun  shops 
and  wherever  else  it  is  possible  to  obtain 
firearms.  The  report  of  the  murderous 
conspiracy  has  terribly  enraged  the  Mc- 
Carthyites,  who  threaten  to  cast  aside 
even  the  slight  restraint  which  they  have 
thus  far  put  upon  themselves  and  outdo 
the  Parnellites  in  deeds  of  violence. 

The  Parnellites  deny  that  they  intend 
giving  up  the  fight  in  the  event  of  the 
defeat  or  John  P2.  Redmond,  their  candi- 
date for  election  to  the  seat  in  the  house 
of  commons  for  Cork,  made  vacant  by 
Parnell's  death.  They  will,  they  insist, 
adhere  to  their  intention  to  hold  a  gen- 
eral convention. 

Dillon  will  have  as  his  escort  during 
the  remainder  of  the  campaign  in  Cork, 
should  he  so  desire,  the  entire  police 
force  of  the  city.  A  number  of  McCar- 
thyites  were  this  morning  fined  for  hav- 
ing stoned  a  Parnellite  meeting.  The 
magistrate  said  that  the  conduct  of  the 
factionaries  was  worse  than  anything  of 
the  kind  which  he  had  witnessed  at  Bel- 
fast.

TODAY'S  FIRES. 


The  Aggregate  Loss  of  the  Day  Is 
Something  Tremendous. 
Peoria,  111.,  Oct.  30.— The  Advance 
elevator,  owned  by  Kingman,  Warren  & 
Co.,  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire 
early  this  morning.  There  were  100,000 
bushels  of  grain  in  the  building  of  all 
kinds,  some  of  which  can  be  saved.  The 
loss  on  the  building  will  approach  $30,- 
000,  and  the  whole  will  approximate 
$60,000.  The  origin  of  the  fire  is  a  mys- 
tery.   

A  Village  Destroyed. 
Clinton,  N.  J.,  Oct.  30.— This  village 
was  visited  last  night  by  the  most  disas- 
trous fire  that  has  ever  occurred  in  its 
history.  It  is  impossible  to  say  how  the 
fire  started,  but  it  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  work  of  an  incendiary.  There 
is  no  fire  department  here  and  word  was 
sent  to  Phillipsburg,  10  miles  away.  The 
inhabitants  worked  all  night  long  bat- 
tling with  the  flames  and  it  was  not  until 
early  this>  morning  that  the  fire  was  got- 
ten under  control.  Nineteen  buildings 
were  burned.  Total  loss  $100,000.  In- 
surance small. 

Prairie  Fires  in  Oklahoma. 
Guthrie,  O.  T.,  Oct.  30. — Fears  are 
expressed  here  for  the  safety  of  the 
farmers  throughout  the  territory  about 
the  prairie  fires.  A  high  wind  prevailed 
yesterday  and  made  the  situation  more 
dangerous.  Some  of  the  farmers  have 
each  cut  the  grass  growing  in  the  vicin- 
ity or  burned  it  off  for  safety,  but  this 
will  not  help  them  much  in  a  high  wind 
as  sparks  from  the  burning  grass  will  be 
carried  to  barns  and  dwellings. 

An  African  Fire. 
Paris,  Oct.  30.— A  Madagascar  dis- 
patch published  in  the  Petit  Journal  says 
that  Majunga,  an  important  town  on  the 
northwest  coast  at  the  entrance  of  Bem- 
batooka  bay,  has  been  almost  entirely 
destroyed  bv  fire,  only  10  houses  being 
left  standing.  The  loss  is  estimated  at 
$200,000.  

Other  Fires. 

Chicago— The  smoke  house  of  the  In- 
ternational Packing  company  was  totally 
destroyed,  causing  a  loss  in  stock,  ma- 
chinery and  building  of  $25,000. 

MasiUon— The  old  Beatty  homestead, 
which  was  occupied  by  Gen.  Beatty  be- 
fore and  after  the  war,  was  burned.  The 
venerable  mother  of  Gen.  Beatty,  who  is 
within  a  few  months  of  100  years  old, 
and  has  been  unable  to  walk  for  15 
years,  was  rescued  by  neighbors  just  be- 
fore the  flames  reached  her  room. 

Kankakee,  111.— The  marshes  and  peat 
lands  along  the  upper  Kankakee  valley 
are  burning  fiercely.  Hundreds  of  tons 
of  hay  have  been  destroyed  and  many 
farmers  have  lost  their  entire  crop.  The 
peat  beds  burn  to  a  depth  of  from  two 
and  eight  feet  and  will  continue  to 
spread  until  stopped  by  rain.  Every- 
thing is  exceedingly  dry. 

Brewster,  Neb. — A  disastrous  prairie 
fire  is  raging  in  this  county  and  thou- 
sands of  acres  have  been  burned  over. 
Several  ranchmen  have  lost  their  entire 
hay  crop. 

Cleveland— Fire  destroyed  the  4-story 
malt  house  of  P.  Mueller  &  Co.  on  Mich- 
igan street.    Loss,  $40,000. 

Evansville,  Ind.— Fire  destroyed  the 
stable  ot  Henry  Paul,  containing  two 
trotting  horses.    Loss,  $1 1 ,000. 

Berne— At  Rebstein,  a  village  in  the 
canton  of  St.  Gall,  54  houses  have  been 
burned  to  cinders.  One  person,  a  mute, 
was  burned  to  death. 

Nashville — The  4-story  building  form- 
ing the  front  of  the  Vendome 
theater  in  which  were  located 
the  offices  of  the  Gas  Light  com- 
pany, burned  this  morning.  The  theater 
was  drenced  by  the  fire  department  and 
saved.  A  number  of  roomers  had  a  nar- 
row escape  from  being  burned  to  death. 
The  loss  is  over  $20,009. 

Norwalk,  Ohio— Smith  &  Himberger's 
lumber  yard  and  the  large  bridge  con- 
necting the  east  and  west  sides  of  the 
town  were  burned  this  morning,  entail- 
ing a  loss  of  $15,000  to  the  firm  and 
$7000  on  the  bridge;  partially  insured. 

Brazil,  Ind.— The  Tumbuck  factory  of 
this  city  is  totally  destroyed.  Loss,  S40,- 
000;  partially  insured. 

GREATEST  GUN  MADE. 

A  United  States  Gun  thatSExceeds  All 
in  Efficiency. 
Washington,  Oct.  30. — The  five-inch 
rapid-fire  gun,  tested  at  the  Indian  head 
naval  ordnance  proving  ground  Monday, 
had  a  further  test  Tuesday,  with  a  result 
superior  to  any  yet  attained  in  ordnance 
trials  in  the  United  States.  The  velocity 
obtained  was  2230  feet  per  second,  with 
but  13  6-10  tons  pressure  per  inch  in  the 
powder  chamber.  This  velocity  gives 
the  gun  great  range  and  a  very  flat  tra- 
jectory, which,  with  its  rapidity  of  fire, 
will  make  it,  in  proportion  to  caliber,  the 
most  effective  gun  yet  built.

New  York,  Oct.  30. — Charley  John- 
son, the  well-known  Brooklyn  sporting 
man,  will  back  Sullivan  to  the  extent  of 
$20,000  in  a  fight  with  Slavin.

Americans  Will  Have  to  Give  French 
Stuffs  the  go  by. 

Paris,  Oct.  30.— The  ministry  expects 
to  get  the  senate  to  repeal  the  prohibi- 
tion of  American  pork,  but  only  to  sub- 
stitute a  tariff  that  is  virtually  prohibi- 
tive. The  agriculturists  have  been  in  a 
ferment  ever  since  the  chamber  of  depu- 
ties adopted  the  repeal,  and  it  is  argued 
that  it  would  be  fatal  to  the  pig  breeding 
industry  in  France.  There  is  a  disposi- 
tion to  DC  commercially  hostile  to  the 
United  States,  not  only  on  the  pig,  but 
other  matters  also,  and  the  maximum 
tariff  to  which  the  United  States  is  sub- 
jected is  in  several  important  particu- 
lars prohibitory.

THE  WE.ST  PAYING  UP. 

The  result  of  good  crops  in  the  West, 
the  turn  of  the  tide  of  ill-luck,  is  now 
plainly  seen  in  the  fact  that  the  pay- 
ments of  mortgage  indebtedness  all 
through  the  great  agricultural  sections 
of  the  West  and  Northwest  are  rapidly 
increasing.  The  Eastern  holders  of  farm 
mortgages  are  feeling  a  good  deal  better 
and  more  secure  than  for  some  years 
past. 

A  leading  firm  of  Boston  mortgage 
brokers  are  quoted  bv  the  Transcript  of 
that  city  as  estimating  that  "in  the  next 
twelve  or  eighteen  months  the  people, 
savings  banks  and  insurance  companies 
of  New  England,  New  York  and  Penn- 
svlvania  will  receive  in  liquidation  of 
Western  farm  mortgages  held  by  them 
some  $200,000,000."  They  think  that 
after  the  recent  experience  of  mort- 
gagees not  more  than  SjO.ooo.ooo  of  the 
money  will  be  reinvested  in  the  same 
securities,  and  that  the  remainder  will 
go  into  home  bank  and  railroad  stocks, 
and  in  city  mortgages  and  improvements 
in  such  "secure  and  stable  Western  and 
Central  cities  as  Chicago,  Minneapolis, 
Duluth  and  Denver."  There  is,  indeed, 
no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  Eastern 
mortgagee  who  gets  the  money  he  never 
expected  to  see  will  in  the  future  scrut- 
inize farm  mortgages  very  closely  before 
putting  down  his  cash.  This  scrutiny 
will  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  West  and 
the  East,  since  losses  have  arisen  more 
from  injudicious  investments  than  from 
any  peculiar  risk  inherent  in  Western 
mortgages.  Western  mortgages  may 
be  classified  like  all  other  mortgages,  as 
good,  bad,  and  indifferent,  from  the  point 
of  view  of  stability.  Improved  mort- 
gages on  Western  city  property  have  al- 
ways proved  as  secure  as  the  best  rail- 
way, manufacturing  or  improvement 
bonds,  a  good  deal  better  than  stocks, 
which  can  be  easily  manipulated,  bet- 
ter than  farm  mortgages.  East  or  West, 
and  in  fact  as  safe  as  any  possible  se- 
curity yet  found. 

After  recent  experiences  probably 
there  will  be  a  change  in  the  near  future 
in  methods  of  presenting  and  promoting 
the  investment  of  money  in  Western 
mortgages,  and  a  change  for  the  better. 
Another  influence  that  may  deter  a  repi- 
tition  of  the  wild  rush  for  mortgages 
that  we  saw  a  few  years  ago  is  the  grow- 
ing prosperity  of  the  West,  which  more 
and  more  is  laying  up  reserves  that  will 
meet  requirements  at  an  early  date  and 
localize  the  loaning  business.  But  as 
this  state  of  financial  independence  can- 
not be  reached  for  a  considerable  time 
to  come  the  expansion  of  the  West  will 
make  it  a  large  borrower,  while  its  grow- 
ing wealth  will  add  every  year  to  the 
value  of  its  guarantees. 


CUT  DOWN  IN  THE  FALL. 
The  days  of  the  campaign  liar,  for  this 
year,  at  least,  are  nearly  numbered  and 
the  exhibit  of  cold  figures,  soon  to  be 
given,  are  checking  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  guesser  on  majorities.  As  the  days 
of  the  hotly  contested  campaign  draw  to 
a  close,  neither  party  is  making  such 
confident  claims  of  success  as  were 
heard  a  week  or  two  ago,  though  the 
poor,  but  never  to  be  done  away  with 
campaign  desire  of  boasting,  cannot  be 
entirely  eliminated.  The  latest  informa- 
tion, and  the  latest  beat  of  the  pulse  of 
popular  opinion,  indicate  that  in  Ohio 
the  hard  fought  battle  will  be  at  least  a 
fair  victory  for  McKinley,  with  a  prob- 
able republican  legislature,  that  Massa- 
chusetts will  not  reverse  its  old  time 
policy  of  never  allowing  two  successive 
victories  to  the  democrats;  thit  Fas- 
sett  and  Flower  are  coming 
down  the  home  stretch  in 
a  neck  and  neck  race, 

and  that  is  a  rash  republican  who  would 
place  money  on  Wheeler  in  Iowa.  In 
Maryland  and  Virginia  the  demmys 
will  probably  win,  without  much  trouble, 
Louisiana  in  all  likelihood  will  vote  for 
the  lottery  shame,  Pennsylvania  may 
do  anything  in  the  way  of  a  vote,  ex- 
pected or  unexpected  and  Col.  Jolley,  of 
South  Dakota  will  feel  like  his  name 
when  the  returns  come  in  and  go  to  keep 
the  company  of  fellow-republicans  on 
the  attenuated  side  of  the  house  of  re- 
presentatixes  finding  little  chance  to  do 
anything  but  make  believe  he  enjoys 
the  situation.

much  of  her  future  greatness.  It  will  be 
a  revelation  to  many  and  will  make 
them  even  greater  believers  than  ever 
in  this  city  and  the  whole  Northwest. 


LOST  HER  DRESSES. 


Considerable  difficulty  has  been  expe- 
rienced in  securing  accurate  data  re- 
garding the  cost  of  electric  lighting. 
The  data  given  by  the  census  depart- 
ment seem  to  be  wanting  in  accuracy, 
and  are  considerably  at  variance  with 
statements  made  by  those  who  are  in  a 
position  to  know  the  facts  relative  to  the 
matter.  In  the  bulletin  referred  to  the 
statement  is  made  that  in  San  Fran- 
cisco the  price  is  $440.67  for  one  arc 
lamp  for  one  year,  and  in  Denver  §58.46 
At  variance  with  this  it  is  stated 
by  good  authority  that  the  greatest  cost 
of  maintaining  one  lamp  per  year  in  San 
Francisco  is  $361.90,  and  in  Denver  $150 
within  a  certain  radius,  and  $216  outside 
and  for  tower  lighting,  the  price  of  coal 
and  the  mileage  of  circuit  having  much 
to  do  with  the  average  cost  per  lamp. 
The  work  of  securing  accurate  figures, 
showing  the  actual  cost  of  electric  light- 
ing at  the  central  stations  in  the  state  of 
New  York,  is  now  under  way  and  will 
be  pushed  to  completion  as  rapidly  as 
possible. 


How  the  Costumes  of  Miss  Thursby,  the 
Noted  Singer,  Went  to  Japan. 

Miss  Emma  Thursby,  the  noted  con- 
cert singer,  will  probably  appear  in  Du- 
luth some  day  next  week,  arrangements 
having  been  about  completed  to  that 
end.  She  is  now  on  her  wav  East  from 
the  West  coast  and  sings  in  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis.  If  she  comes  here  she 
will  be  assisted  in  concert  by  one  of  the 
greatest  organists  of  America,  who  will 
come  from  Chicago  to  play. 

Of  a  recent  mishap  to  Miss  Thursby's 
wardrobe,  the  Minneapolis  Journal  says: 

It  should  be  noted  that  Miss  Thursby 
appears  at  her  concerts  in  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Paul  in  the  same  dress,  no  one 
should  criticize  her  lack  of  variety,  for 
her  fine  wardrobe-  a  $10,000  trunk  full 
of  it — is  now  in  China.  When  Miss 
Thursby  was  at  Victoria,  recently,  her 
trunks  were  on  the  wharf  waiting  trans- 
ferance  to  her  hotel.  The  man  in  charge 
was  given  explicit  directions  as  to  one 
particular  trunk,  which  contained  Miss 
Thursby's  finest  dresses.  The  man,  it 
was  supposed,  knew  his  business,  and 
the  trunk  was  IdTt  in  his  charge.  It 
seems  that  the  man  forgot  his  duties, 
however,  and  went  away  from  the  wharf, 
leaving  the  trunk  where  it  was  seen  by  a 
collector  of  baggage  for  the  Hong  Kong 
steamer.  It  was  supposed  that  tlie  trunk 
was  to  go  Chinaward,  and  so  the  collec- 
tor tucked  it  aboard  a  tug,  and  out  to 
the  steamer  it  went. 

It  is  likely  she  will  be  given  a  grand 
reception  in  Minneapolis  at  the  hands  of 
the  Scandinavians.

Special  Agent  Scanlon  and  Inspectors 
Day  and  Stone,  of  the  customs  service, 
report  the  smuggling  of  Chinese  and  of 
merchandise  from  Canada  into  this 
country  along  the  Minnesota,  Dakota 
and  Montana  boundaries  something  en- 
ormous in  its  extent.  The  reports  of 
these  officers  makes  very  sensational 
reading,  but  some  of  the  stories  told 
must  be  taken  with  a  grain  of  allowance.

Birmingham's  Water  Sucply. 
Birmingham,  F.ng.,  is  planning  a  new 
system  01  water  supply  which  involves 
an  outlay  of  $25,000,000,  and  nearly  80 
miles  of  conduits  to  bring  the  water  to 
the  city.  The  f  resent  consumption  of 
the  city,  which  is  some  days  as  nigh  as 
22,000,000  gallons,  is  rapidly  exhausting 
the  capacity  of  the  water  shed  from 
which  it  is  drawr,  and  the  municipal  au- 
thorities have  selected  as  the  site  of  the 
new  reservoirs  a  valley  in  Wales  in 
which  two  rivers  join.  The  valley  is 
high,  800  feet  above  the  city,  is  surround- 
ed by  a  region  practically  uninhabitable. 
The  engineering  difficulties  are  great, 
and  include  first  the  erection  of  dams; 
then  nine  miles  of  tunnel,  principally 
through  rock,  35  miles  of  conduit  over 
and  under  the  surface,  and  35  miles  of 
pipe.  The  plan  contemplates  five  res- 
ervoirs scattered  over  an  area  of  some 
70  square  miles.  There  is  no  such  sys- 
tem in  England  md  probably  not  in  the 
world.

"1  don't  know  whether  I  sh:\ll  vote  for 
the  proposition  to  buy  the  jjas  antl  water 
plant  or  not."  said  Judge  Stearns,  "but  I 
probably  shall.  I  think,  however,  that 
the  council  was  too  ha^ty  in  rushing  the 
matter  through  and  believe  that  $100,000 
to  $150,000  could  have  been  saved  by  go- 
ing slow. 

"In  my  vounger  days  I  used  to  have 
the  notion  that  what  I  wanted  1  must 
have  at  once,  but  of  late  I  have  ob- 
served the  practice  of  taking  plenty  of 
time  before  entering  into  an  important 
deal.  The  way  the  council  rushed  the 
water  scheme  through  looked  too  much 
like  the  custom  that  obtained  in  the 
boom  real  estate  times.  They  say  that 
the  deal  must  be  consummated  before 
Dec.  I  as  the  option  expires  then.  Well. 
who  cares  if  the  option  does  expire  then? 
For  my  part  I  would  prefer  to  deal  di- 
rect with  the  company  and  not  give  a 
profit  of  several  thousand  dollars  to  the 
parties  owning  the  option. 

"But,  as  I  said  before,  I  shall  probably 
vote  for  the  proposition,  because  it  is 
accepting  a  less  evil  than  if  we  allowed 
the  city  to  be  supplied  with  water  by  a 
private  corporation.  And  for  one,  in 
case  the  proposition  carries,  I  shall  favor 
a  change  in  the  manner  of  making  ex- 
tensions. I  believe  that  the  abutting 
propertv  should  pav  for  putting  in  ex- 
tensions. It  has  been  tried  elsewhere 
and  has  proved  a  success,  bringing 
water  rates  down  and  causing  the  citv 
to  be  built  up.  Suppose  you  tax  a  block 
of  unimproved  lots  for  the  cost  of  the 
pipe  running  in  front  of  them.  You  are 
able  to  give  cheaper  water  to  the  people  at 
the  end  of  the  line  for  whose  conven- 
ience the  main  was  laid.  Not  a  lot  of 
the  block  so  taxed  can  leave  town  and 
not  a  lot  would  come  into  the  town  were 
such  a  tax  not  imposed.  The  property 
so  assessed  would  sell  for  so  much  more 
and  what's  of  greater  importance  the 
owner  would  probably  build  much  soon- 
er than  if  the  assessment  was  not  levied. 
That  would  increase  the  revenues  of  the 
water  plant  and  would  tend  to  still  fur- 
ther decrease  the  water  rates. 

"Would  it  be  a  big  burden  on  the 
abutting  property  to  pay  for  extensions? 
No.  I  would  not  advocate  compelling 
the  payment  in  a  lump  sum.  but  the 
spreading  it  over  a  series  of,  say  10, 
years.  An  arrangement  similar  to  that 
now  in  vogue  as  regards  street  assess- 
ments could  be  made  and  the  payments 
would  be  very  small  and  easy.  I  have 
soveral  lots  on  Jefferson  street  that  I 
would  be  glad  to  have  assessed  for  water 
mains.  Water  mains  should  be  laid 
when  the  streets  are  improved,  so  that 
there  will  be  no  additional  expense  and 
inconvenience  in  tearing  up  improved 
streets." 

There  has  also  been  considerable  dis- 
cussion about    a  yearly    water    tax    per 
front  foot.     City  Attorney    Allen,    when 
spoken  to  in  the  matter  said:    "I    think 
that  the  idea    is  a    good    one    and    one 
eminentlv  fair  to  all  parties,    but  it    ap- 
pears to  me  that  there  are  legal  difficul- 
ties in  the  way  of  carrying  it  out.   I  have 
not  given  the  matter  any  lengthy  exam- 
ination, but  that  is  my   first    impression. 
Our    constitution     originally     provided 
that  all  taxes  should  be  assessed  in  pro- 
portion to   the   value.     A   constitutional 
amendment  was  adopted  to    the    effect 
that  taxes  could  be  levied   for   local  im- 
provements in  proportion    to  the   value 
or  benefit.    There  can   be    no  question 
that  when  pipes  are  laid  an    assessment 
could  be    made    against    the    adjacent 
property  to  help  defray   the   expense  of 
laying  the  pipes,  but  it  occurs  to  me  that 
afier  the  pipes  are    laid  an    assessment 
cannot  be  made  yearly   for  keeping  the 
pipes   filled    with    water.     It    does    not 
seem  to  me    that   the    annual    filling  of 
these  pipes  could  be  regarded  as  a  local 
improvement  within  the  meaning  of  our 
constitutional  requirements.     I   may   be 
wrong  in  this  matter,  but    I  am    afraid  I 

am  not."

Mrs.  J.  Emma  Decker  Comes  Forward 
in  Her  Old  Character. 

A  month  ago  The  Herald  had  some 
rather  tart  remarks  concerning  one  Mrs.

Her  mother  received  intimations 
that  Ida  was  not  leading  the  life  a  good 
vMrlshould  lead,  and  concluded  to  come  to 
St.  Paul  and  induce  her  to  return  to  her 
family.

Chief  Grain  Inspector  Clausen  re- 
turned last  night  for  his  weekly  visit  to 
Uuluth,  and  he  is  astonished  at  the  tre- 
mendous receipts  of  wheat.  "During 
the  past  week,"  says  he,  "there  has  been 
a  pleasant  increase  in  the  quality  of  the 
grades,  which  is  due  to  the  benign 
weather  of  the  past  two  or  three  weeks. 
If  the  weather  continues  as  bright  as  it 
has  been  it  will  be  the  cause  of  a  good

CITY  BRIEFS. 


Capt.  Alex.  McDougall  returned  from 
New  York  this  morning.  On  opening 
his  mail  he  found  a  picture  forwarded 
by  a  Detroit  friend  representing  three 
French  war  vessels  built  in  1868,  which 
various  persons  have  been  claiming  in 
the  press  are  identical  with  the  captain's 
whalebacks. 

"I  have  known  of  these  vessels  for  a 
long  time."  said  the  captain,  "but  you 
will  notice  that  theirbows  and  sterns  slant 
off  from  the  deck  to  the  water's  edge,  so 
that  in  order  to  make  the  bows  look  like 
those  of  the  whalebacks  the  vessels 
would  have  to  be  turned  upside  down." 
The  only  point  of  similariiv  to  the  whale- 
backs is  in  the  curving  declc. 

'•\Ve  are  going  to  build  12  new  boats 
at  the  Superior  yards  this  winter,"  said 
the  captain,  "besides  the  two  barges  that 
are  now  being  completed.  The  keel  of 
the  iiQ  has  just  been  laid.  Six  of  the 
new  vessels  will  be  steamers  and  six  tow 
barges.  On  the  I2th  of  November  a 
special  tram  of  three  cars  containing 
President  Hoyt,  Mr.  Colby  and  other 
members  of  our  company  will  arrive 
from  New  York  and  remain  here  until 
the  14th,  when  they  will  proceed  to 
Everett,  Wash.  I  shall  accompany  them. 

"The  steamer  Wetmore  is  well  along 
toward  the  straits  of  Magellan  by  this 
time.  She  was  only  one  day  in  Monte- 
video. That's  a  pretty  short  stay,  con- 
sidering that  she  had  been  steaming 
without  a  stop  for  7000  miles  and  had 
passed  through  two  hurricanes  in  the 
West  Indies."^ 

Capt  McDougall  says  the  feeling 
among  vesselmen  and  builders  is  excel- 
lent and  many  vessels  are  to  be  turned 
out  on  the  lakes  and  seaboard  in  the 
near  future.  His  company  indirectly 
submitted  four  bids  for  vessels  under 
the  subsidy  act.  He  was  unwilling  to 
state  on  what  routes. 

"Those  people  in  Cleveland  and  De- 
troit who  are  talking  of  building  cheap 
boats  they  call  'monitors'  in  competition 
with  us  will  have  to  be  pretty  smart," 
said  the  captain.  "By  the  time  naviga- 
tions opens  next  spring  we  will  have 
ready  for  lake  traffic  vessels  that 
will  be  distinguished  as  our  product 
from  the  time  when  the  ore  of  which 
they  are  made  was  in  the  ground.  There 
is  only  one  other  concern  in  the  world 
that  mines  the  ore  and  turns  out  finished 
vessels  without  assistance  from  anybody 
else,  and  that  is  the  Palmers,  of  Yarrow, 
in  the  north  of  England. 

"How  will  we  be  able  to  do  it?  In 
this  way.  Our  people  own  the  Wisconsin 
Central  group  of  mines  near  Ashland  on 
the  Gogebic  and  the  railroad 
over  which  the  ore  is  to  be 
shipped  to  West  Duluth.  They 
are  behind  the  people  who  have  leased 
the  blast  furnace  at  West  Duluth  for  a 
term  of  years.  The  pig  iron  goes  from 
West  Duluth  to  the  plant  at  WestSuperior 
also  owned  in  large  part  by  our  people, 
there  to  be  converted  into  steel  plates, 
which  we  will  use  in  the  shipyard.  Isn't 
that  an  even  thing  for  a  single  company?" 


TWO  HARBOKS   ORE   SHIPMENTS.

Wheat  was  very  active  today,  being 
even  larger  than  usual,  but  prices  sagged 
off  I  to  2c.  The  demand  was  very  heavy 
and  shippers,  notably  Spencer,  took  it 
in  liberal  quantities.  There  were  other 
good  buyers,  but  the  crowd  generally 
sold  against  receipts,  \'an  Dusen,  Saw- 
yer, Linton  and  others  disposing  of  good 
amounts.  At  the  opening  cash  wheats 
were  very  steady,  with  prices  unchanged, 
while  the  first  sales  of  futures  were  %c 
lower.  There  was  an  advance  of  '4'c 
early,  but  the  market  became  easier  and 
by  noon  values  were  off  Yi  to  Mc  for 
cash  and  near  futures  and  ic  for  May. 
The  last  hour  the  decline  was  more 
pronounced,  but  there  was  still  a  big  de- 
mand here  and  good  buying. 

Receipts  here  were  again  very  large, 
541  cars  being  reported  on  track,  while 
inspections  showed  680,  against  4q8  at 
Minneapolis.  Duluth  has  now  received 
this  week  nearly  2,000,000  bu.  with  two 
davs  yet  to  hear  from,  and  about  8,300,- 
000  bu  for  the  month.  The  movement 
out  of  farmers'  hands  continues  steadily. 
Receipts  at  all  Western  points  were 
good  and  shipments  fair.  Tonnage  is 
now  here  and  on  the  way  to  take  large 
amounts  of  wheat.  Yesterdav  457,000 
loaded  here  and  boats  at  the  elevators 
today  have  capacity  for  over  half  a  mil- 
lion. 

Receipts  at  the  seaboard  were  376,786 
bu  against  168,951  bu  a  year  ago  and  ex- 
ports 7 1,6 14  bu  against  26,867  bu.  Con- 
siderable export  business  was  reported. 
The  total  clearances  of  wheat  and  flour 
at  the  four  ports  were  270,000  bu. 

Cables  were  firm  and  generally  higher 
at  the  opening  and  foreigners  were  buy- 
ers in  this  country.

New  York,  Oct,  31.— A  special  to 
The  Herald  from  Washington  says  that 
it  is  now  positively  known  that  the  cruis- 
er Newark  is  booked  for  Chilean  waters. 
There  have  also  been  developments 
which  have  indicated  that  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Atlanta  will  also  leave  for 
Chile  as  soon  as  practicable.  This  will 
make  seven  vessels  for  Chilean  services. 

A  Washington  special  to  the  Mail  and 
Express  says  that  President  Harrison 
insists  on  an  immediate  canclusion  of 
the  Chilean  negotiations  and  laid  before 
the  cabinet  Chile's  demand  for  the  re- 
call of  Egan  as  a  condition  precedent  to 
a  successful  settlement  of  the  difficulty. 
The  President  declared  that  before  he 
would  submit  to  the  humiliation  of  a 
minister's  recall  under  the  circuni- 
stances  he  would  prefer  to  abandon  his 
office.  The  result  of  the  meeting  was  a 
cablegram  instructing  Minister  Egan  to 
insist  on  an  immediate  replv  to  our  note 
and  to  inform  Chile  that  delay  would 
not  be  tolerated.

SHE  BIDED  HER  TIME. 

A  Deserted  "^^'^Ife  Waited  a  Dozen 
Years  to  Get  Even. 
New  York.  Oct,  31.— G.  I.  Glaze,  for- 
merly a  well  knoAvn  shoe  dealer  of  this 
city,  and  now  worth  more  than  $3,000,000, 
has  b>cen  arrested  and  will  be  arraigned 
in  a  police  court  tomorrow  on  a  charge 
of  abandonment  preferred  by  his  wife, 
whom,  it  is  alleged,  he  deserted  more 
than  a  dozen  years  ago. 

Glaze    was    married    to    Miss  Elmira 
Lamb,  in  this  city,  in  1878,    but  soon  de- 
serted her.    Late  r  he  procured  a  divorce 
y  fraudulent  me  ins,    but    this  was    set 
side  on  Mrs.  Glaze's  appeal.      All  this 
occurred      a      dozen      years    ago,    but 
he    woman  bided      her     time  and    re- 
cently received  information  that  her  hus- 
band had  started  for  New  York,    He  was 
soon  located  and  his  arrest  followed. 


Chileans  Maintain  Their  Defiant 
Warlike  Attitude. 

Santiago,  Oct.  31. — The  Chilean 
thorities  show  no  disposition  to  recede 
from  the  defiant  attitude  which  they  as- 
sumed in  the  answer  to  the  communica- 
tion from  the  United  States  in  regard  to 
the  assault  on  the  men  of  the  Baltimore, 

Pedro  Montt,  the  representative  of  the 
provisional  government  at  Washington, 
sent  a  dispatch  yesterday  urging  the 
junta  to  adopt  a  conciliatory  policy  and 
to  move  with  great  caution,  but  his  ad- 
vice has  apparently  had  no  effect. 
American  and  other  foreign  residents 
fully  realize  the  gravity  of  the  situation 
and  are  fearful  of  other  and  perhaps 
graver  complications.  The  controversy 
IS  the  all-absorbing  topic.  Instead  of 
the  feeling  of  bitterness  and  resentment 
on  the  part  of  the  Chileans  having  be- 
come alleviated  by  the  influence  of  many 
hours'  reflection,  the  sentiment  towards 
persons  and  things  American  has  be- 
come intensified.  Minister  Egan,  Con- 
sul McCreery  and  Capt.  Schley  were  in 
consultation  most  of  today.  That  they 
regard  the  situation  as  serious  cannot  be 
doubted. 

American  residents  are  very  indignant 
at  the  arrogance  of  the  Chilean  junta. 
They  are  quietly  making  preparations  in 
case  of  further  trouble,  which  they  one 
and  all  daily  expect  to  occur.  The  senti- 
ment expressed  by  the  officers  and  crew 
of  the  Baltimore  is  that  their  commander 
should  take  extreme  measures  to  en- 
force proper  treatment  for  such  mem- 
bers of  the  vessel's  crew  as  may  neces- 
sarily be  forced  to  go  ashore.  This  it  is 
believed  is  Schley's  intention.  The  idea 
is  not  to  irritate  the  Chileans  by  sending 
the  men  ashore  when  they  are  known  to 
be  unwelcome  there,  but  when  market- 
ing, watering  and  otiier  necessary  duties 
mal<e  such  visits  imperative  they  will  be 
protected  at  all  hazards. 

A  new  feature  of  the  Valparaiso  inci- 
dent was  developed  today.  The  official 
in  Valparaiso  having  charge  of  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  result  of  the  American 
blue  jackets  compelled  the  United  States 
seamen  who  were  locked  up  the  time  to 
sign  a  statement  written  in  Spanish,  ex- 
onerating the  police  from  all  responsi- 
bility as  to  their  arrest.

RELEASE  CONVICTS. 


Three  Hundred  Tennesee  Convicts  at 

Work  in  the  Coal  Mines  Are 

Released. 


The  Free  Miners  Take  Forcible  Steps 
to  Defeat  Their  Prison  Com- 
petition. 


He  Has   Tried  to  Keep    His  Job   as 
Long  as  Possible. 

New  York,  Oct.  31,— The  Evening 
Post  says:  Patrick  Egan  is  to  be  re- 
called as  minister  to  Chile  immediately 
after  the  November  elections,  not  on  ac- 
count of  the  Baltimore  episode,  but  on 
demand  of  the  Chilean  government. 

Immediately  upon  the  accession  to 
power  of  the  junta  that  body  cabled  to 
Montt  in  Washington  directing  him  to 
assume  charge  of  the  Chilean  legation. 
This  country  would  not  recognize  the 
cable  credentials  ot  Montt,  but  told  him 
to  wait  till  written  instructions  were  re- 
ceived. The  fact  of  Montt's  appoint- 
ment was  made  to  Minister  Egan  in  San- 
tiago with  the  request  that  the  latter  in- 
form the  department  of  state  by  cable. 
It  is  not  known  that  Egan  ever  cabled 
this  to  Washington. 

At  the  same  time  that  Montt  was 
cabled  to  regarding  his  appointment  as 
minister,  he  received  instructions  to  de- 
mand the  recall  of  Minister  Eagan.  This 
request  of  Chili  was  also  delayed  by  the 
non-arrival  of  Montt's  credentials  and  it 
is  believed  in  Chile  that  Egan  knew  the 
Chileans  did  not  want  him  and  used  the 
slow  mail  to  inform  the  state  depart- 
ment of  Montt's  appointment.

Will  Wait  For  Chile, 
Washington,  Oct.  31.— As  nearly  as 
can  be  ascertained  this  government  pro- 
poses to  wait  a  "reasonable  time'  for 
Chili  to  conclude  the  inquiry  which  is 
now  said  to  be  under  way.  This  will  not 
be  a  question  of  months,  but  of  days.  If 
no  report  is  soon  received  from  Chile 
this  government  will  again  make  a  re- 
quest for  an  explanation  and  if  no  reply 
is  forthcoming  steps  may  be  taken  to- 
ward a  suspension  of  amicable  relations, 
it  is  expected,  however,  that  the  report 
wili  be  promptly  made.  Its  purport  is 
already  anticipated.  No  one  expects 
that  the  Chileans  will  acknowledge  that 
they  are  in  the  wrong. 

ARREST  A   CONDUCTOR. 

The  Soo  Road  Freight  Conductor  Ar- 
rested for  Manslaughter. 
Minneapolis,  Oct.  31.— Conductor 
Woodson,  of  the  Soo  road,  was  arrested 
here  today  for  manslaughter.  He  was 
held  responsible  by  the  coroner's  jury  at 
Glenwood,  Pope  county,  for  the  collision 
of  two  freight  trains  Monday  by  which 
five  persous  lost  their  lives,  Woodson 
had  charge  of  an  extra  freight  train 
which  dashed  into  the  caboose  of  a  reg- 
ular freight.  The  sheriff  of  Pope  county 
will  take  Woodson  back  for  trial. 


FARMS  ARE  BURNED. 

Much  Farming  Ih-operty  Destroyed  in 
North  Dal!:ota  Last  Night 

Ellendale,  M,  D.,  Oct.  31,— The 
wind  has  been  blowing  a  perfect  gale  all 
day.  Last  night  about  6  o'clock  an  im- 
mense prairie  fire  started  a  few  miles 
north  of  this  city  and  swept  over  a  large 
scope  of  country  destroying  much  prop- 
erty including  hay,  grain,  etc.,  also  a 
number  of  graneries  burned  and  dwell- 
ings. 

The  fire  is  supi>osed  to  have  started 
from  a  threshing  machine  engine.  There 
is  a  rumor  that  Fallerton  in  the  northern 
part  of  this  county  was  in  the  path  of 
the  flames  and  that  the  village  had  been 
burned,  but  nothing    authentic    can    be

Fires  In  Northwest  Dakota. 

Mandan,  N,  D„  Oct.  31.— Word 
reached  this  city  today  that  a  fierce  prai- 
rie fire  started  last  night  40  miles  north- 
west of  here  and  burned  toward  the  Mis- 
souri r'ver.  Great  damage  was  done  in 
its  course,  but  the  fire  was  finally  put 
out  by  rain. 

The  Day's  Fires. 

Pittsburgh— A  fire  of  mysterious  origin 
was  discovered  in  a  large  unoccupied 
building  at  Tweni y-seventh  and  Railroad 
streets  and  owned  bv  Hussey,  Binns  & 
Co.  In  less  thar  an  hour  that  building, 
together  with  a  planing  mill  and  box 
factory  owned  by  Allan  McClure,  was 
totally  destroyed.  Total  loss  $60,000; 
insured  for  $4i.oco, 

Kansas  City— Near  Argonia,  Mrs,  C, 
Twinning  was  burned  up  in  her  house. 
This  fire  surrounded  the  town  of  Ar- 
gonia and  it  took  hard  work  to  save  it, 

Jeffersonville,— Forest  fires  broke  out 
last  evening  near  New  Providence  and 
are  destroying  thousands  of  dollars' 
worth  of  orchards  in  the  fruit  region, 

A  Spanish  Reciprocity, 
Madrid,  Oct.  21.— It  is  learned  that 
in  view  of  the  recent  treaty  Aith  France 
which  gives  Spain  the  advantage  of  the 
French  minimum  tariff,  Spain  is  inclined 
to  negotiate  an  extensive  treaty  with 
America  somewhat  on  the  lines  recently 
suggested  by  the  Washington  govern- 
ment; such  a  treaty  would  comprise  the 
opening  of  American  ports  to  Spanish 
products,  in  consideration  of  which  con- 
cession Spain  would  put  nominal  duties 
on  petroleum  and  agricultural  machin- 
ery.   .

New  Orleans,  Oct,  31.— The  Olympic 
club  tonight  offers  a  purse  of  $25,000—

New  York,  Oct,  31.— John  R.Walden, 
22  years  old,  a  son  of  Wyndham  Walden, 
the  well-known  horse  trainer,  was  shot 
and  killed  by  his.  wife.  The  woman  fired 
two  shots,  one  taking  effect  in  the  neck 
and  the  other  in  the  chest.  The  couple 
have  only  been  married  two  months,  but 
Walden  seems  to  have  been  of  a  fickle 
nature.

One   Mine   Stockade   Blown 
the    Convicts    Are    All 
Free. 


Up  and

Knoxville,  Tenn,,  Oct,  31, — Full  par- 
ticulars of  the  trouble  between  miners 
and  convicts  at  Brixville,  where  a  battle 
was  reported  this  morning,  are  difficult 
to  obtain,  as  the  wires  have  been  cut 
between  Clinton  and  Coalcreek  and 
Jellico, 

The  first  attack  by  the  miners  was 
made  at  q  o'clock  last  night  on  the  stock- 
ade of  the  Tennessee  Mining  company 
at  Bricevill'',  where  convicts  are  em- 
ployed. The  stockade  was  surrounded 
Dv  at  least  3000  miners,  armed  with 
Winchesters,  The  guards  were  over- 
awed by  superior  numbers  and  offered 
no  resistance,  feeling  that  it  would  be 
useless  and  probably  result  in  great  loss 
of  life.  One  hundred  and  sixty-three 
convicts  were  attired  in  citizens  suits 
and  released  after  which  the  stockade 
of  three  other  buildings  were  burned. 
The  miners  then  made  an  attack  on  the 
stockades  of  the  Knoxville  company,  at 
Coal  Creek,  where  they  overpowed  the 
guards.  Convicts  to  the  number  of  140 
were  furnished  citizens  suits  and  re- 
leased. The  gates  at  the  stockades  at 
Coal  Creek  were  battered  down. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  a  large 
number  of  citizens  suits  were  purchased 
several  days  ago.  It  is  reported  this 
morning  that  most  of  the  miners  have 
gone  towards  the  Kentucky  line. 

Gov.  Buchanan  has  been  notified  of 
the  release  of  the  convicts.  At  noon  he 
had  not  called  out  the  militia  and  he  will 
take  no  action  in  the  matter  until  late 
this  afternoon.  The  miners  have  po- 
session  of  the  telegraph  office  at  Coal 
Creek  and  no  communication  can  be 
had  bv  wire.  Reports  from  Briceville 
state  that  the  stoclcade  was  surrounded 
on  all  sides  by  miners,  powder  was 
placed  under  the  foundation  and  the 
stockade  destroyed.  When  the  convicts 
secured  their  liberty  th«y  offered  to  help 
their  liberators  in  an  attack  on  the 
Chumley's  stockade  at  Thistle  Creek. 
Guards  at  the  latter  place  anticipated 
an  attack  and  bonfires  were  lighted  and 
a  continual  shooting  of  rifles  was  kept 
up  in  order  to  intimidate  the  miners.

CHICAGO  LN  A  NEW  ROLE. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  the 
people  of  Chicajjo  must  witness  the  con- 
tinued acquisitions  of  that  city  of  valu- 
able libraries,  and  the  successful  efforts 
to  build  up  her  educational  institutions. 
It  is  only  a  little  less  pleasing  to  the 
people  of  the  whole  West,  who  look  upon 
Chicago  as  their  representative  city. 
Not  long  ago  the  great  educational  in- 
stitutions, the  great  libraries,  the  great 
art  collections  of  America,  were  all  m 
the  East.  While  that  section  has  been 
adding  to  its  treasures  and  the  standing 
of  its  mstitutions  the  West  has  not  been 
idle.  Indeed  it  has  moved  for- 
ward more  rapidly  than  all  the 
older  portions  of  the  country. 
Chicago  may  be  known  in  the  comic 
papers  as  the  home  of  pork  and  of  un- 
lettered and  uncouth  newly  rich,  but  the 
people  of  the  country  know  that  it  is 
much  more.  They  know  that  as  a  liter- 
ary center  it  is  only  below  Boston  or 
New  York.  It  has  at  Evanston  a  uni- 
versity well  up  among  the  really  large 
institutions  of  the  country,  at  Lake 
Forest  a  college  of  good  reputation,  and 
the  new  University  of  Chicago  will  not 
stand  below  any  similar  institutions, 
while  at  Morgan  Park  and  elsewhere 
are  a  score  of  academies  and  seminaries, 
all  doing  their  work  to  make  Chicago 
one  of  the  few  great  educational  centers 
of  the  country. 

In  her  libraries  Chicago  has  been  even 
more  fortunate  than  in  her  educational 
institutions.  First  in  point  of  time  and 
in  use  is  the  public  library,  which  has 
200,000  books,  the  Newberry  and  Crerar 
libraries,  each  with  an  endowment  of 
$2,500,000.  Dr.  Poole,  the  most  famous 
librarian  of  the  country,  is  at  the  head  of 
the  Newberry.  Now  another  great 
library-  is  to  be  added,  that  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  the  nucleus  of  which 
has  just  been  secured  by  the  purchase  of 
a  great  German  Calverian  library  of 
over  300,000  volumes.  This  collection 
is  one  of  the  great  collections  of  Europe 
and  it  must  have  taken  a  great  sum  to 
have  secured  it.  Among  its  treasures 
are  200  rare  manuscripts  ranging  from 
the  Eighth  to  the  Eighteenth  century, 
including  two  from  the  hand  of  Raphael; 
of  the  priceless  volumes  of  Montfaucon 
and  Bastard,  of  the  25,000  bound  vol- 
umes of  periodicals  and  of  the  130,000 
volumes  of  Greek  and  Latin  archaeology 
and  philology.  It  may  well  be  doubted 
whether  so  great  a  collection  of  books 
has  ever  been  moved  so  great  a  distance 
—from  one  continent  to  another.  Chi- 
cago and  the  whole  West  may  well  re- 
joice over  the  acquisition. 

Around  these  libraries  and  educational 
institutions  are  gathering  literary  men 
and  women  and  artists  who  are  doing 
much,  not  only  to  raise  the  standard  of 
culture  in  Chicago,  but  also  towards 
making  the  city  a  true  literary-  center. 
Ere  long  no  city  of  the  country  will  de- 
serve to  be  more  recognized  as  the  seat 
of  culture,  and  from  Chicago  that  cul- 
ture will  extend  throughout  the  West. 


DEBASING  TFIE  HOME. 
The  Herald  is  glad  tp  see  that  a  maga- 
zine whose  lines  are  cast  in  such  sur- 
roundings as  are  those  of  the  Illustrated 
American,  takes  up  the  defense  of  mar- 
riage and  the  home.  It  is  against  the 
pervading  and  pernicious  present  day 
tendency  to  make  light  of  the  highest 
and  noblest  institution  of  civilization,  to 
crack  jokes,  both  on  the  stage  and  in  the 
light  literature  of  the  time,  on  marriage. 
The  American  comments  on  the  two 
comedies,  "Mr.  Wilkinson's  Widows" 
and  "Jane,"  founded  on  one  theme— a 
disrespect  of  and  distaste  for  marriage. 

T(ie  American  says  it  deplores  the 
tendency  of  the  times,  as  made  manifest 
in  the  theater,  in  comic  literature  and  in 
the  talk  of  the  drawing  rooms.  Mar- 
riage has  become  the  stock  in  trade  of 
wits,  punsters  and  jest  makers.  What  is 
worse  it  is  more  popular  today  than  yes- 
terday. The  paper  gives  a  few  sample 
jests  from  Life,  which  it  says  is  the  lit- 
erary bread  and  meat,  the  fountain  of 
ideas,  for  many  young  people,  and  con- 
tinues: "Our  young  people  are  not 
naturally  inclined  to  regard  anything 
with  reverence.  Age,  religion,  family 
ties,  friendship  and  the  love  of  man  for 
woman  are  too  often  the  subject  matter 
for  jest  and  flippant  speech.  It  was  not 
so  many  years  ago  that  disgrace  marked 
the  divorced  man  or  woman.  Today 
with  brazen  effrontery  the  divorcee 
flaunts  herself  in  society  as  a  distin- 
guished person  benefitted  by  an  adver- 
tisement." 

This  is  altogether  too  true,  and  it  is 
high  time  that  the  pendulum  swung  back 
to  the  side  of  decency  and  good  order. 


Robert  Giffen,  governor  of  the  Bank 
of  England,  and  other  European  finan- 
ciers, who  some  time  ago  predicted  a 
gold  panic  in  the  I'nited  States,  may  be 
interested  to  know  that  leading  English, 
German  and  Russian  journals  predict  a 
gold  panic  in  Europe  on  account  of  the 
bad  crops.  They  say  European  coun- 
tries will  have  to  purchase  grain  and 
other  products  to  the  value  of  $2,000,000,- 
000  from  the  United  States.  The  news- 
papers mav  be  too  high  in  their  antici- 
pations, but  it  must  be  admitted,  even 
by  the  Giffenites.  that  those  who  are 
compelled  to  buy  food  with  gold  are 
more  likely  to  run  short  of  the  coin  than 
the  sellers  of  the  food.  Just  now  it 
doesn't  look  as  if  Europe  could  spare 
money  or  securities  to  e.xchange  for  any- 
thing like  that  buantity  of  food,  even  it 
we  have  so  much  to  spare. 


A  cash  payment  of  $50  on  a  piece  of 
wprk  that  is  likely  to  save  a  man  $100 
000  is  so  modest  that  it  causes  a  blush 
every  time  one  thinks  of  it.  The  added 
fact  that  La  Follette  waited  a  whole 
month  before  he  could  determine  how 
improperly,  we  might  say  corruptly. 
Senator  Sawyer  had  acted  in  his  inter- 
view with  him  at  Milwaukee,  is  another 
straw  going  to  show  that  Senator  Sawyer 
is  not  as  guilty  of  attempted  bribery  in 
the  Wisconsin  state  treasury  cases  as 
La  Follette  would  make  him  out. 


The  Georgia  legislature,  which  has 
just  adjourned,  was  controlled  absolute- 
ly by  the  farmers  alliance  and  was  elect- 
ed upon  pledges  of  economy  and  re- 
trenchment. Since  it  began  business, 
this  legislature  has  spent  more  money 
and  raised  the  rate  of  taxation  higher 
than  for  many  years.  None  of  the 
pledges  of  retrenchment  were  carried 
out,  and  it  has  repudiated  by  its  action 
all  the  sentiment  on  which  it  was 
elected. 


Roger  Q.  Mills  is  spell  binding  the 
natives  down  in  Massachussets.  In  a 
speech  a  day  or  two  ago  he  said  that 
what  his  beloved  democracy  wanted  to 
give  the  people  was  "free  men,  free 
thought,  free  speech,  free  labor  and  free 
trade."  Roger  isn't  saying  a  word  down 
in  Massachussetts  about  free  silver.  He 
probably  thinks  he  said  enough  about 
that  up  in  Wisconsin  last  year  to  last. 


Clay  county  has  made  up  its  quota  for 
the  state  appropriation  for  the  world's 
fair.  St.  Louis,  Ramsey  and  Hennepin, 
that  are  taxed  for  over  half  the  total, 
have  not  yet  responded  with  any  very 
rapid  alacrity.  If  we  are  going  to  do 
anything  here  in  St.  Louis  it  is  almost 
time  we  were  starting  in. 


The  Philadelphia  Times,  whoso  editor  is  one 
of  our  constant  readers,  observes  with  regret 
that  "two  esteemed  contemporaries  of  Duluth. 
differing  on  the  question  as  to  how  much  space 
should  be  given  by  a  self-respecting  journal  to  a 
hanging.  One  would  perhaps  be  inclined  to  say 
that  the  question  depended  chiefly  on  the  end 
made  by  the  deceased.  If  his  last  hours  were 
full  of  hope  for  the  future  of  the  Northwest,  he 
should  certainly  be  given  a  good  notice.  If,  on 
ihe  other  band,  he  was  a  'calamity  howler,'  a 
brief  line  or  two  would  be  plenty.

Sarah  Bernhardt  remarked  a  few  months  ago 
that  there  was  a  young  actress  in  America  who 
would  one  day  astonish  the  world,  not  only  with 
her  beauty,  but  her  talent. 

That  young  actress  was  Julia  Marlowe. 

Recommendation  from  Sir  Hubert  is  praise  in- 
deed! 

Miss  Marlowe  was  bom  26  years  ago  at  Gretna 
Green,  that  village  so  famed,  ju.ot  over  the 
Scotch  border.  Her  father's  name  was  Brough, 
and  she  was  christened  Fannie,  but  there  was 
already  a  F'annie  Brough  in  the  world  of  acting. 
Her  parents  came  to  this  country,  to  Cincinnati, 
in  1872.  Two  years  later,  when  "Pinafore,"  per- 
formed by  children,  was  the  craze,  Fannie  and 
her  younger  sister,  Alice,  were  engaged  to  play 
in  the  opera.  Fannie  took  the  part  of  Sir 
Joseph  Porter  in  a  mediocre  sort  of  way. 

W'hen  she  was  14  she  went  with  Miss  Do  we,  a 
friend  whom  she  called  aunt  on  a  tour  with  a 
legitimate  company.  Each  night  she  stood  in 
the  wings  drinking  in  the  woes  of  Juliet  and  the 
smiles  of  Rosalind.  One  day  the  page  to 
Romeo  was  sick.  Miss  Marlowe  begged  with 
childish  eagerness  to  be  allowed  to  take  the 
part. 

"Why  you  don't  know  the  lines,"  objected 
MissJDowe. 

".\unt,  I  know  every  word  of  'Romeo  and 
Juliet.'  "  she  replied  quietly. 

She  was  soon  robed  in  the  little  page's  drees' 
She  spoke  her  few  lines  clearly  but  it  was  not 
until  she  had  uttered  those  lines  "Oh,  pardon 
me,  my  lord,  for  bringing  you  these  sad  news," 
that  Miss  Dowe  saw  a  possibility  of  a  great  ac- 
tress. The  season  over  Miss  Marlowe  and  her 
"aunt"  retired  to  oblivion         but 

not  to  idleness.  For  four  years  the 
pupil  studied  diligently ;  she  was  taught  how  to 
walk  correctly,  how  to  gesticulate,  how  to  stand 
and  how  to  fall,  and  above  all  she  was  taught 
repose,  one  of  her  greatest  charms.  At  last 
Miss  Dowe  thought  her  pupil  was  ready  to  make 
her  bow.  She  played  in  New  England  with  im- 
mense success  and  then  gave,  in  October,  1887, 
a  single  matinee  performance  of  "Jngomar"  at 
New  York.  Her  Parthenia  was  entirely  differ- 
ent from  those  the  public  had  seen.

"Don't  you  know,"  said  Harbormaster 
Miller  after  he  had  read  his  Herald  last 
night — an  act,  by  the  way,  that  he  per- 
forms religiously  every  nii^ht— "don't 
you  know  that  the  most  corcii;»liv  hated 
people  all  over  South  America,  except 
perhaps  in  Brazil,  are  we  United  States 
tolks?  Well,  its  a  fact,  just  the  same 
as  tiie  people  of  England  are  hated  all 
over  Europe.  Btith  nations  are  feared. 
They  fear  us  in  South  America  and  think 
we  are  far  in  the  lead  in  civilization. 
Europe  fears  England. 

"I've  walked  the  streets  of  Valparaiso 
many  and  many  the  time  and  been  in- 
sulted to  my  face  by  the  rabble  Chileans. 
Every  American  is.  They'll  hiss  Spanish 
insults  in  your  ear  and  all  you  can  do  is 
walk  on.  I  never  considered  it  safe  to 
be  in  the  streets  of  Valparaiso  in  the 
night  or  early  morning.  1  never  allowed 
my  men  there. 

"As  long  ago  as  January,  1843,  ^  ^'^s 
in  Chile  and  the  Yankee  was  cordially 
hated,  and  we  certainly  have  done  noth- 
ing since  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation. 
I  remember  a  little  circumstance  that 
took  place  two  years  after  on  a  second 
visit  to  the  same  port.  The  American 
consul's  name  was  Crosby.  He  was  a 
politician  from  Indiana,  and  he  knew  as 
much  about  a  ship  as  a  ship  knew  about 
him.  We  were  all  to  be  discharged 
there,  and  because  I  would  not  pay  the 
consul  half  a  dollar.  I  was  put  in  jail.  I 
was  there  one  night.  The  contemptible 
politicians  the  government  sends  out  as 
consuls  are  responsible  for  much  of  the 
trouble. 

"Bless  you  this  murder  of  a  couple  of 
sailors  of  the  Baltimore  isn't  the  first 
time  a  man  off  a  United  States  ship  has 
been  killed  in  that  city.  Once  when  I 
was  lying  there  unloadinoj  a  cargo  of 
railroad  supplies  for  the  Tine  between 
Valparaiso  and  Santiago  a  sailor  of  the 
United  States  ship  Raritan,  Admiral 
McAuley,  was  muraered  in  the  street. 
At  that  time  the  barque  Southernor  was 
in  the  harbor  and  many  of  her  passen- 
gers and  crew  were  ashore.  They  natur- 
ally took  the  side  of  the  ship's  men  and 
a  mob  drove  all  the  Americans  to  the 
water  side  where  they  got  aboard  their 
ships  as  best  they  could.  A  man  named 
Stewart,  a  passenger,  was  shoved  head- 
long ofif  of  the  mole  by  one  of  the  mob. 
He  swam  to  the  steps,  drew  a  knife  and 
killed  the  Chilean.  He  was  taken  forc- 
ibly from  on  board  his  ship  and  without 
trial  put  in  prison.  Some  years  after  an 
effort  was  made  to  get  our  government 
to  intercede  and  have  him  brought  to 
trial  with  what  success  I  do  not  know. 

"I  have  been  in  Cronstadt  and  St. 
Petersburg  and  have  been  in  danger 
from  the  rabble  who  mistook  me  for  an 
Englishman. 

"That  Capt.  Schley,  of  the  Baltimore, 
of  course  knew  the  feeling  then,  and  he 
never  ought  to  let  his  men,  especially  his 
officers,  go  ashore  except  in  midday.  It 
is  worse  for  the  officers  than  men,  for 
the  sailors  will  go  in  crowds,  and  if  they 
get  into  a  row  will  be  in  force.  Then 
again  English  and  United  States  men  of 
war  will  stand  together  in  a  fight  against 
any  other  people  on  earth."

The  Other  Side. 
To  the  editor  of  The  Herald. 

It  is  well  known  that  from  the  time 
Father  Marquette  first  traversed  these 
lakes  in  167 1  up  to  about  20  years  ago 
their  waters  were  subject  to  periodical 
fluctuations,  rising  and  falling  a  few 
inches  at  intervals  of  six  or  seven  years. 
This  regular  rise  and  fall  I  have  noted 
myself,  during  a  36-years'  residence  on 
Mackinac  island  and  at  St.  Ignace,  up 
to  about  10  years  ago.  Since  then  there 
has  been  a  steady  subsidence  of  the 
water,  and  it  is  now  three  feet  lower  than 
it  was  10  vears  ago. 

Now  there  are  two  great  causes  for  the 
recession.  The  first  of  these  is  the 
deepening  of  the  channels  of  the  con- 
necting waterways  by  the  government, 
the  effect  of  which  is  to  vastly  increase 
the  volume  of  water  flowing  out  of  the 
lakes,  thus  gradually  lowering  their  sur- 
f.ice  level.  The  river  channels  at  the 
Lime  Kiln  crossing  and  the  St.  Clair 
flats  have  been  deepened  six  feet  for  a 
width  of  400.  Since  the  natural  channel 
has  been  thus  widened  and  deepened 
there  has  been  a  proportionately  larger 
volume  of  water  flowing  and  it  is  not  to 
be  marveled  at  that  the  latter  begins  to 
show  the  effect  of  this  drain. 

The  other  cause  of  the  phenomenon 
is  an  entirely  natural  one,  and  will  be 
easily  understood.  The  source  of  sup- 
ply for  our  great  chain  of  lakes  is  the 
immense  watershed,  whose  streams  are 
tributary  to  them.  The  territory  once 
consisted  of  unbroken  forests  or  virgin 
prairie  lands,  but  a  large  share  of  this 
land  has  been  brought  under  cultivation, 
with  the  well-known  effect  on  the  streams 
of  diminishing  their  volume. 

Is  there  any  means  of  preventing  a 
permanent  lessening  in  water  depth  and 
a  consequent  increase  in  expense  of 
water  transportation?  I  think  there  is. 
My  plan  is  the  one  that  I  submitted  to 
Gen.  Poe  some  time  ago.  Its  design  is 
to  prevent  the  increased  outflow 
from  the  lakes  consequent  on  deep- 
ening the  channels.  Let  the  government 
build  at  the  head  of  St.  Mary's  river  at 
the  head  of  St.  Clair  river  and  at  N'iagara 
river,  solid  sills  from  the  bottom  of  the 
river  up  towards  the  surface.  This  will 
prevent  an  excessive  flow  of  water  from 
the  lakes  and  in  time  bring  them  to  their 
normal  level. 

To  illustrate:  St  Clair  river  is  60  feet 
deep  and  800  wide  where  Lake  Huron 
enters  it.  Now,  if  a  sill  was  to  be  put  in 
at  that  point  it  would  check  the  outflow 
from  the  lake  to  an  extent  that  would 
soon  raise  its  water  to  a  natural 
level.  Mc.

A  Couple  of  Letters  that  Take  Strongly 
Opposinc:  Vie'ws. 
The  Herald  has  received  the  two  fol- 
lowing communications  on  a  subject  that 
is  now  of  great  interest.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  writers,  both  men  of  ability,  take 
views  diametrically  opposed: 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  must  beg  leave  to  differ  radically 
with  you  as  to  the  cause  of  the  present 
low  stage  of  water  in  the  great  lakes. 
In  your  editorial  last  evening,  you  claim 
that  this  is  due  entirely  to  the  work  that 
has  been  done  in  deepening  the  channels 
connecting  the  lakes.  There  has  recent- 
ly been  issued  by  the  government  the 
official  record  of  observations  on  the 
stage  of  waters  in  the  great  lakes  from 
1859 up  to  June  30,  l8qi,  with  an  accom- 
panying chart  showing  the  actual  water 
curves  for  33  years.  From  this  it  ap- 
pears that  there  is  a  change  in  the  stage 
of  water  in  cycles  which  recur  with  con- 
siderable regularity.  The  deepening  of 
the  channel  through  the  St.  Clair  flats 
was  finished  in  1874.  and  according  to 
your  theory  the  stage  of  water  in  Lakes 
Huron  and  Michigan  should  have  de- 
clined on  account  thereof. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  an  upward  change 
had  begun  in  1873,  and  in  spite  of  the 
deepening  of  the  channel,  on  which  you 
lay  so  much  stress,  the  increase  steadily 
continued  until  July,  1876,  when  the 
water  stood  at  almost  the  highest  stage 
ever  recorded.  From  this  time  there 
was  a  decline  until  1879.  The  present 
large  lock  at  the  Sault  was  opened  in 
1881,  and  both  because  of  the  larger 
volume  of  water  contained  therein  and 
the  vast  increase  in  the  business  and  the 
consequent  number  of  lockages,  both 
through  the  new  lock  and  the  smaller' 
locks,  which  were  continued  in  use  for  a 
number  of  years,  the  amount  of  water 
used  was  enormously  increased.  Never- 
theless the  stage  of  water  went  steadily 
upward  from  1879  until  July,  1886,  when 
the  top  notch  of  record  was  reached.  It 
strikes  me  that  there  is  very  little  of 
vour  theory  left  after  it  runs  up  against 
the  above  mentioned  facts. 

Another  thing  that  should  be  said:     If 
the  deepening  of  the  channels  resulted 
in  the  drawing  off  of  an  enormous  body 
of  water  from  Lakes  Superior,  Michigan 
and  Huron,  there  is  no  escaping  the  con- 
clusion that  this  would  have  resulted   in 
an  increase  in  the  stage  of  water  in  Lake 
Erie,  while  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  water 
in  Lake  Erie  at  the  present  time  is  lower 
in  proportion   than   in  any  of   the  upper 
lakes.     Still   another   fact    needs   to  be 
mentioned,  for    the    deepening  of    the 
channels  of  the  Great  Lakes  is  a  matter 
of  so  much   importance  that  1  am   un- 
willing that  any  one  should  rest  under  a 
false   impression  as  to  the  results  which 
follow  that  work.    The   material  taken 
out  in  the  work  of  deepening  the  chan- 
nels  is  not  deposited  on  dry  land,  but 
put  into  some  other  shallow  part  of  the 
adjacent  waters.    The  result  is  an  in- 
crease  in   the  depth   available   for  the 
passage  of  boats  but  no  change   in  the 
total  capacity  of  the  channel,  unless  you 
can  prove  that  a  flume  two  feet  by  four 
will  carry  more  water  when   it  stands  on 
edge  than  when   resting  on  its  broader 
base.    Another     fact    which    has    been 
brought  out  by  the  observations  is  that 
the  fluctuations  recorded  follow  exactly 
the  change  in  precipitation.    A  series  of 
dry  years  always  makes   low  water.    A 
series  of   wet   years   makes   high   water 
and  the  work  of  deepening  the  connect-

Dar  S.  Hall,  of  Stewart.  Minn.,  the  In- 
dian commissioner,  passed  throi'gh  here 
last  nipht  en  route  for  home.  He  had 
been  to  Grand  Marais,  where  on 
Wednesday  he  met  a  council  of  Indians 
from  both  Grand  Marais  and  Grand 
Portage. 

The  object  of  the  conference  with  the 
Redskins  was  to  learn  whether  the  In- 
dians would  consent  to  being  transferred 
to  the  White  Earth  reservation.  He 
stated  what  the  government  would  do  for 
them,  if  they  would  go  to  White  Earth, 
and  the  Indians  finally  consented  to  send 
a  delegation  of  six  men  to  White  Earth 
to  make  a  report.  They  are  expected 
here  early  next  week  on  the  Dixon  and 
will  get  a  nice  trip  at  government  ex- 
pense. 

Although  thejlndians  have  appointed  a 
delegation  they  are  giving  it  out  that 
they  will  not  remove  to  the  White  Earth 
reservation.  The  government  has  not 
vet  sent  this  year's  annuities  to  Grand 
Portage.  I'nder  the  new  treaty  thev 
must  consist  of  hard  cash  and  not  of  pro- 
visions as  heretofore.

The  pro- 
hibition ticket  will  cut  very  little  of  a 
figure  from  the  fact  that  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  adherents  of  that  party  are 
satisfied  with  the  principles  enunciated 
by  the  republican  candidate.  Consider- 
able of  the  fight  will  be  concentrated  on 
the  candidates  for  the  legislature,  with 
the  object  of  securing  a  democratic  ma- 
jority for  the  purpose  of  redistricting  the 
state.  The  senate  stands  at  the  present 
time — Republicans,  28;  democrats,  20; 
independents,  i;  union  labor,  i.  There 
are  50  republican  in  the  house  as  against 
45  democrats,  4  independents  and  i 
union  labor.         • 

I.\  NEW  YORK. 


The  Campaign  Between  Tammany  and  Good 
Government  is  Ended. 
New  York,  Nov.  2. — The  gubernato- 
rial campaign  is  one  of  the  most  ener- 
getic, not  to  say  bitter,  in  the  history  of 
the  state.  Both  Jacob  Sloat  and  Fassett 
Roswell  P.  Flower  have  made  a  most 
thorough  canvass.  The  socialistic  labor 
party  has  a  candidate  in  the  field  in  the 
person  of  Daniel  de  Leon,  while  the  pro- 
hibitionists are  represented  by  Joseph 
W.  Bruce.  At  the  last  gubernatorial 
election  Hill  was  elected  over  Miller  by 
iQ,ooo  plurality,  the  prohibitionists  and 
socialists  polling  only  33,000  between 
them.  A  secretary,  comptroller,  treas- 
urer, attorney,  engineer  and  surveyor, 
together  with  a  senate  and  assembly,  10 
justices  of  the  supreme  court  and  repre- 
sentatives in  congress  from  the  Second, 
Tenth,  Twelfth  and  Twenty-second  dis- 
tricts are  also  to  be  elected.  , 


A  BOSTON  BANK 

With  Ctipltal  of  $400,000  and  Surplus 
of  a  Million  Goes  Up. 

Boston,  Nov.  2.— Comptroller  Lacey 
who  was  in  the  city  last  night,  would  not 
talk  about  the  suspension  of  the 
Mavericc  National  bank.  The  suspen- 
sion of  the  bank  did  not  cause  much  sur- 
prise among  bankers  in  this  city  or  New 
York.  It  has  been  talked  about  for  a 
week,  and  if  any  banks  were  involved 
they  have  had  a  chance  to  protect  them- 
selves. The  Clearing  House  association 
has  taken  action  to  prevent  the  embar- 
rassmen':  of  any  depositor  in  the  bank 
through  its  suspension,  by  voting  to  loan 
on  its  certificates  of  indeStedness  to  in- 
dividual:;. The  banks  have  voted  to 
assess  themselves  3  per  cent  on  the 
amount  of  their  loans.  This  will  raise 
about  S4  000,000  for  loan  to  the  Maverick 
bank  depositors. 

The  deposits  ten  days  ago  amounted 
to  $17,000,000.  The  las  week  more  than 
$1,700,000  was  withdrawn.  Treasurer 
Mardeii  withdrew  $90,000  of  the  state 
money.  The  immediate  cause  of  the 
bank's  suspension  was  the  suicide  of  Ir- 
ving Evans,  and  the  talk  of  the  street 
made  the  bank's  loss  great. 

By  the  last  sworn  statement,  Septem- 
ber 10,  ii;  was  shown  that  the  assets  of 
the  bank;  included  the  capital  of  $400,- 
000,  the  surplus  of  $800,000  and  undi- 
vided profits  of  $200,000.  The  creditors 
may  expect  a  dividend  of  75  cents  on 
the  dolhir. 

The  Boston  News  bureau  says:  The 
losses  of  the  bank  are  estimated  at  up- 
wards of  $2,000,000,  which  wipes  out  the 
surplus  and  capital  and  all  of  the  100 
per  cent  assessment  that  the  sharehold- 
ers may  be  called  upon  to  contribute. 
But  as  nearly  a  riiajoritv  of  the  bank's 
shares  w  ere  owned  by  President  Potter, 
some  of  which  he  had  pledged  with  sav- 
ings barks,  etc.,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  full 
assessni'jnt  can  be   collected.    The    de- 

f>ositors,  however,  should  only  lose  a 
raction  of  theif  deposits.  The  irregu- 
larities of  the  bank  extend  over  a  period 
of  more  than  two  years.  The  Maverick 
bank  has  never  filled  its  board  vacan- 
cies, except  to  maintain  the  existence  of 
the  bank  and  has  never  had  the  requis- 
ite number  of  directors. 


IN  OHIO. 

Suppressed  Excitement  All  Along  the  Line 
After  Saturday's  Closing  Speeches. 
COLU.MBUS,  Ohio,  Nov.  2.— Both  par- 
ties are  in  trim  for  the  contest  tomorrow 
between  McKinley  and  Campbell.  There 
are  other  state  otilicers  as  well  as  numer- 
ous members  of  the  legislature  to  be 
elected,  but  the  fight  has  been  largely 
concentrated  on  the  heads  of  the  two 
tickets,  although  a  vote  will  be  taken 
upon  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution providing  for  uniformity  of  tax- 
ation and  a  convention  to  revise  the  con- 
stitution. The  farmers  alliance  vote  is 
an  uncertain  quantity,  although  the  lead- 
ers have  waged  an  energetic  canvass  in 
behalf  of  John  Seitz.  The  prohibition- 
ists have  also  a  ticket  in  the  field.  Gov- 
ernor Campbell's  plurality  two  years  ago 
was  11,000.  

I.\  MASSACHCSE1T.=!. 

State  Officers  and  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution to  be  Voted. 
Boston,  Nov.  2. — Besides  electing  a 
governor  and  other  state  officers  and  an 
entire  legislature,  vote  will  be  taken  to- 
morrow for  two  amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution, one  relating  to  the  qualifica- 
tions of  voters  for  general  officers,  the 
other  making  a  majority  of  members  a 
quorum  in  each  branch  of  the  legislature. 
The  candidates  for  governor  are  Wm.  E. 
Russell  on  behalf  of  the  democrats  and 
Chas.  H.  Russell  for  the  republicans. 
The  socialistic,  peoples  and  prohibition 
parties  have  also  tickets  in  the  field. 
Ciovernor  Russell's  plurality  last  year 
was  9000.  

The  Pennsylvania  Election. 
Harrisburg,  Nov.  2.— Robert  E.  Pat- 
tison,  democrat,  carried  this  state  last 
year  for  governor  by  a  trifle  over  16,000 
plurality.  The  democrats  expect  that 
A.  L.  Tilden,  their  candidate  for  state 
treasurer,  will  tomorrow  receive  as  large 
a  plurality.  The  republicans,  on  the 
other  hand,  expect  to  reverse  these 
figures  in  favor  of  David  McMurtie 
Gregg,  their  nominee. 

Minor  Elections. 

Maryland — Frank  Brown  is  the  demo- 
cratic candidate  for  governor,  Wm.  J. 
Vannort  leads  the  republican  ticket  and 
Edward  Higgins  that  of  the  prohibition- 
ists. Numerous  amendments  of  the  con- 
stitution are  to  be  voted  on. 

Colorado— Only  a  supreme  judge  is  to 
be  elected.  The  candidates  are  Luther 
N.  Goddard,  dem„  Jos.  C.  Helm,  rep. 

Nebraska — An  associate  justice  or  the 
supreme  court  and  two  regents  of  the 
state  university  are  to  be  elected  in  this 
state.  The  democrats,  republicans  and 
prohibitionists  have  tickets  in  the    field. 


\  XOBTHWEsTERX  TRAIN. 

Attempt  Made  to  Wreck  the  Chicago  Bound 
Passenger. 

Grees  Bay,  Wis.,  Nov.  2. — At  a  point 
about  a  mile  south  of  Oconto  an  attempt 
was  made  to  wreck  the  south-bound  pas- 
senger train  over  the  CBicago  &  North- 
western road  yesterday.  A  rustic  on  his 
way  home  from  Oconto  saw  three  men 
engaged  in  removing  the  spikes  and  fish- 
plates o  1  one  of  the  rails.  He  signaled 
the  approaching  passenger  train  and  the 
engineer  succeeded  in  stopping  the  en- 
gine just  as  the  front  trucks  left  the  track 
where  the  rails  had  been  spread. 

At  tht:  point  the  wreckers  had  selected 
for  their  work  the  road  runs  alon^  a  high 
embankment  and,  but  for  the  discovery 
a  terrible  wreck  and  loss  of  life  would 
have  resulted.  The  train  was  delayed 
three  hours.

TO  OVERTHROW  SPAIN. 


Washington,  Nov.  2. — The  forbear- 
ance which  the  United  States  has  shown 
toward  Chile  can  best  be  illustrated  by 
two  incidents  which  occurred  recently  in 
the  history  of  England  and  Germany. 

The  British  war  ship  Niobe  was  in 
port  in  Amoa,  Honduras  in  1878,  when 
one  of  the  sailors  who  went  ashore  be- 
came drunk,  was  arrested  and  impris- 
oned.   The  captain  of  the  ship  went  to 

the  mayor  of  the  town  and  demanded 
the  release  of  the  man.  This  demand 
was  at  once  complied  with  and  then  the 
captain  demanded  an  apology.  The  of- 
ficial hesitated,  but  the  captain  gave 
him  three  hours  in  which  to 
decide.  At  the  end  of  that  time 
as  the  apology  was  not  forthcoming,  the 
British  captain  fired  three  shells  into  the 
town  and  would  have  continued  the  bom- 
bardment had  not  an  apology  come.  The 
town  appealed  to  Great  Britain  for  in- 
demnity for  the  damages  inflicted  by 
the  shells,  and  Lord  Bea<^onsfield  re- 
plied to  the  request  in  the  following 
brief  but  expressive  sentence:  "The 
action  of  the  captain  of  the  Niobe  is  ap- 
proved." 

The  other  incident  happened  in  Leon, 
Nicaragua,  in  1876.  The  German  con- 
sul went  away,  leaving  his  brother  in 
charge.  The  latter  went  out  one  night, 
became  involved  in  a  row  and  was  ar- 
rested. His  release  was  demanded  by 
the  German  government  and  this  de- 
mand was  instantly  complied  with.  Not 
content  with  this  Bismarck  demanded 
$30,000  indemnity,  the  salute  of  the  Ger- 
man flag  by  the  Nicarauguan  army  and 
the  punishment  of  those  who  had  caused 
the  German's  imprisonment.  All  of 
these  demands  were  complied  with.

NINE  CONVICTS  OUT. 


Another  Stockade  Filled  With  Labor- 
ing Convicts  Burned. 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  Nov,  2.— Informa- 
tion has  been  received  that  an  armed 
mob  of  miners  attacked  the  stockade  at 
Oliver  Spring  this    morning,    burned    it 

and  released  the  convicts. 

Warden  Cross  and  a  number  of  the 
guards  have  left  Briceville.  Sheriff 
Rutherford  and  deputies,  of  Anderson 
county,  have  been  busy  all  day  recap- 
turing convicts  and  the  jails  there  are 
full.

A  Plot  to  Form  a  Republic  of  the  Old 
Monarchy. 
Maduid,  Nov  2,— The  queen  regent 
has  directed  the  authorities  throughout 
Spain  to  make  diligent  search  for  all 
persons  suspected  of  treasonable  designs. 
The  Spanish  government  is  said  to  have 
received  information  to  the  effect  that  a 
plot  is  in  progress  for  the  overthrow  of 
the  monarch  and  the  establishment  of  a 
republic,  and  that  this  plot  is  shared  ip 
by  persons  of  prominent  standing. 

Healy's  Attack  Reacts. 
London,  Nov.  2. — A  Dublin  dispatch 
says  that  the  Parnellites  are  wild  with 
excitement  over  Timothy  Healy's  inde- 
cent attack  on  Saturday  night,  not  only 
on  Mrs.  Parnell,  but  also  by  innuendo 
on  Parr  ell's  sister.  Healy's  attack  on 
Parnell's  sister,  in  the  form  of  an  insult- 
ing remark  that  his  allusion  to  an  Eng- 
lish prostitute  was  intended  for  Mrs. 
O'Shea  and  not  for  Miss  Parnell,  re- 
moves any  doubt  that  Healy's  animosity 
to  Parnell  was  personal  and    vindictive. 

]'"'irst  Famine,  Then  Fever. 
St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  2. — A  harrow- 
ing stcry  comes  from  the  province  of 
Samaria.  The  peasants  are  so  reduced 
by  starvation  and  want  that  many  of 
tliem  are  unable  to  go  even  to  the  gov- 
ernment distributing  points  for  supply- 
ing for  order.  In  one  village  no  less 
than  4:!  have  perished  and  the  number 
of  dead  in  the  whole  province  will 
amount  to  thousands.  Samaria  is  also 
visited  by  typhus  fever,  which  is  playing 
havoc  with  those  who  have  managed  to 
survive  the  famine. 


The  Situation  in  the  Chilean  Matter  Grow- 
ing Less  Serious. 

New  York,  Nov.  2.— The  Herald's 
Valparaiso  dispatches  today  say  that 
from  all  appearances  the  danger  of  any 
serious  trouble  between  Chile  and  the 
United  States  over  the  Baltimore  out- 
rage is  rapidly  passing  away. 

Libertad  Electoral,  the  semi-official 
organ  of  the  junta,  publishes  an  editorial 
which  is  calculated  to  set  at  rest  any 
feeling  of  uneasiness  which  may  have 
prevailed  in  Chile.  It  says  that  for  the 
past  few  days  rumors  have  been  preva- 
lent at  Santiago  that  an  alarming  rup- 
ture of  amicable  relations  with  the 
United  States  was  imminent.  "We  as- 
sure the  public,"  it  says,  "that  these 
rumors  are  unfounded."  It  adds  that 
dispatches  have  been  received  from 
Senor  Montt,  Chilean  minister  at^Wash- 
ington,  asserting  that  the  utmost  cordi- 
ality exists  between  him  and  Secretary 
Blaine.  "Senor  Montt,"  continues  the 
article,  ''had  an  important  conference 
with  Blaine,  during  which  he  said  that 
he  saw  no  cause  so  far  to  compromise 
the  relations  existing  at  present  between 
the  respective  countries.  Mr.  Blaine 
also  said  that  he  would  not  form  any 
definite  opinion  about  the  affair  until  the 
conclusion  of  the  investigation  at  Val- 
paraiso. For  our  part,  we  feel  sure  that 
these  facts,  when  they  become  known, 
will  put  an  end  to  all  disturbing  rumors." 

Two  officers  of  the  German  navy  were 
insulted  last  night  while  on  a  train  run- 
ning between  Santiago  and  V'alparaiso. 
The  German  admiral  complained  to  the 
intendente,  who  has  promised  to  use  all 
his  power  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  it.

Secretary  Chandler  Says  a  Dead  Man 
Cannot  Enter  Land. 

Washington,  Nov.  2.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]  —  Assistant  Secretary 
Chandler  today  reversed  the  decision  of 
the  commissioner  of  the  general  land 
office  of  July  15,  1889.  It  is  in  the  case 
Edward  Mee  vs.  S.  W.  T.  Hughart,  for 
the  s>^  of  the  neX  and  the  neX  of  the 
seX  of  section  35,  township  63,  range  13 
in  the  Duluth  district.  It  was  held  by 
plaintiff  that  entry  was  made  in  the  name 
of  a  dead  man. 

Chandler  holds  that  if  it  should  be 
proved  upon  investigation  that  Hughart 
was  dead  when  the  entry  was  made,  the 
same  should  be  cancelled  as  null  and 
void  and  the  land  go  to  plaintiff.  The 
plaintiff's  testimony  is  supported  by  two 
witnesses.

Chilean  Police  Keep  Watch  Over  the  Am- 
erican Legation. 
Santiago,  Oct.  31.— The  Chileans  do 
not  seem  to  grasp  the  seriousness  of  the 
occasion.  They  believe  that  if  they  be- 
come involved  in  trouble  with  the  United 
States  that  they  will  easily  obtain  aid 
from  England.  Indeed  they  are  seri- 
ously discussing  the  possibilities  of  an 
alliance  with  England  should  hostil- 
ities from  the  existing  state  of  affairs 
between  them  and  the  United  States 
arise.

some  sharp  ^ame  by  having  suit  brought 
to  declare  it  insolvent  and  to  have  a  re- 
ceiver appointed;  also  that  the  Ameri- 
can debenture  owners,  accidentally  hear- 
ing of  the  move,  had  caused  attachments 
to  be  issued  against  the  lands  for  some

A  talk  with  several  of  the  prominent 
iron  men  of  Duluth  failed  to  throw  much 
additional  light  on  the  matter.  Judge 
Hale,  vice  president  of  the  Consolidated 
Vermilion  company  said:  "Those  Eng- 
lishmen, I  suppose,  are  the  same  ones 
that  we  were  dealing  with  two  and  a  half 
years  ago  through  Charles  E.  Parent,  of 
London.  When  he  came  here  and 
looked  over  our  properties  we  made 
him  an  offer  to  sell  for  so|much  cash  and 
to  take  the  balance  in  stock.  He  in  re- 
turn offered  to  give  us  so  much  cash  and 
the  rest  in  debentures.  We  didn't  like 
the  looks  of  the  scheme  and  we  dropped 
Parent  at  once.  His  scheme  was  to 
work  a  lot  of  other  lands  in  with  ours. 
It  may  be  that  he  succeeded  with  some 
of  the  other  people,  but  I  can  hardly  be- 
lieve it,  as  the  records  do  not  show  that 
the  Englishmen  have  ever  owned  any 
lands  in  this  state.  It  may  be  thev  have 
secured  lands  in  some  other  state. '

Last 
year  the  McKinley  bill  was  the  issue  and 
surely    the    democrats    had    a    right  to 
claim  the  condemnation  of  that  measure. 
Republicans  did   not  dispute,   entirely, 
that    condemnation,    but    claimed    that 
part    of  the     democratic     victory    was 
brought  about  by  other  causes,  while  the 
rest  was  because  of  a  misunderstanding 
of  the    features   and    effects  of  the  bill 
and  a    general   misunderstanding    of  it 
by    its    opponents.    They    were      right. 
Minnesota  was  virtually  lost  to  the    re- 
publicans   in    i8go,   yet  not  half  the  loss 
was  caused  by  the  McKinley    bill.    The 
hundreds  of  Duluth  republicans  who  de- 
serted the  party  or  remained   away  from 
the      polls    did    not    do     so     because 
of        the        new        tariff       law.        So 
it     undoubtedly      was      all      over      the 
country — other  causes  helped   largely  to 
produce  the  effect.     In    Pennsylvania   it 
was  the  Delamater  nomination,   in  Wis- 
consin the  Bennett  law,  in  Massachusetts 
the    power    of  mugwumpery,    in    other 
states  something  else. 

This  year    the    republican    party    re- 
solved to  put  the  McKinley  bill  in    trial 
again,  and  secure  an  expression  of  opin- 
ion that  would,  coming  alter  it  had  been 
in  operation    a  year,    be    a    fairer    and 
clearer  one  than  that  of  i8go.     It  so  hap- 
pens, however,  that  though  all  their  plat- 
forms have  given  the  law    an    emphatic 
endorsement  that  the  elections  may  not 
really  decide  whether  the  people  are  for 
or  against  the  measure.     In  Ohio  Major 
McKinley's  nomination  made  the   issue 
very  plain.     His  election    Tuesday  now 
seems  one  of  the  settled  things,  but  even 
that  may  not  show  that    Ohio    endorses 
the  measure.    Ohio  has  been  a    republi- 
can state  for  years  and  Governor  Camp- 
bell's election  two  years  ago  was  simply 
the  result  of    Foraker's    candidacy   and 
the  ballot  box   scandal.     If    McKinley's 
majority  is  only  io,ooo  or  12,000    it    will 
simply  show  that   the  republicans    have 
fallen  back  into  line  and  that  is    a  regu- 
lar party  victory.    Then,  again,   the  sil- 
ver question  has  come  into  the  canvass  so 
largely    that    the    democrats    can   very 
easily  claim  that  it  was  silver  and  not  the 
Uriff  that  beat  Campbell.  If  McKinley's 
majority  should  run  up   to  25,000  or    30,- 
000,  then  republicans    could  confidently 
claim  a  tariff  victory. 

In  New  York  Fossett's  election  would 
mean  much  to  thercpublicans,  but  would 
not  indicate  very  much  in  their  favor  as 
to  the  tariff  contest.  Flower's  election 
may  come  from  the  tremendous  power 
or  frauds  of  Tammany  and  be  a  victory 
that  would  cast  little  light  as  to  New 
York's  position  on  the  great  question. 

In  Massachusetss,  Allen's  victory  over 
Russell  would  indicate  a  great  endorse- 
ment of  the  McKinley  bill,  for  there  is  a 
very  strong  influence  in  favor  of  Russell 
from  his  personal  popularity  and  excel- 
lent administration  that  will  carry  many 
votes  to  him  which  would  naturally  go  the 
other  way  in  all  national  questions.  Even 
with  these  factors  in  favor  of  Russell  the 
fight  there  is  more  sharply  defined,  on 
tariff  lines,  than  elsewhere.  In  Massa- 
chussetts  the  democratic  position  is 
slightly  different  than  in  the  West. 
There  it  is  free  raw  materials,  but  pro- 
tection to  the  manufacturers. 

In  Iowa  Governor  Boies  would  owe 
success  solely  to  the  anti-prohibition, 
and  not  to  the  tariff  issue  at  all.  If  he 
is  defeated,  however,  Wheeler's  success 
in  spite  of  the  prohibition  issue,  would 
mean  a  big  victory  for  protection.  The 
whole  situation  would  seem,  therefore, 
with  so  many  side  issues  coming  in,  that 
while  much  may  be  decided  as  to  the 
tariff  sentiment  of  the  people,  we  may 
know  little  more  about  it  after  election 
than  we  do  now.  Republican  success 
in  all  few  states  would  certainly  mean  a 
McKinley  victory,  a  democratic  success, 


a  free  trade  victory.  With  the  states 
divided  it  would  indicate  a  reaction  from 
the  tidal  wave  of  last  year,  but  leave  the 
great  issue  still  unsettled. 


TOMORROW. 

Elections  will  be  held  Tuesday  in  five 
states  tor  governor,  viz.,  Iowa,  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  New  York  and  Ohio. 
These  five  states  will  elect  legislatures 
and  other  state  officers.  Six  stat's  will 
hold  elections  for  minor  officers,  but  little 
interest  attaches  to  any  of  these  except 
in  Pennsylvania,  which  is  to  elect  a 
treasurer  and  auditor  general,  and  vote 
whether  a  constitutional  convention  shall 
be  held^  and  elect  delegates  to  the  same. 
This  state  votes  in  a  very  peculiar  man- 
ner. Under  its  present  constitution 
each  ballot  is  numbered  as  cast,  and  the 
number  placed  against  the  name  of  the 
voter.  Reform  republicans  have  joined 
with  the  Pattison  democrats  to  see  if 
they  cannot  forever  rid  the  "Key- 
stone" from  the  rule  of  Quay.  Quay 
is  leading  m  person  the  regular  repub- 
lican forces  in  Philadelphia,  which 
would  indicate  that  the  city  will  decide 
the  contest.  New  York  is  the  scene  of  a 
great  political  battle.  All  republicans 
are  united,  supporters  of  Warner  Miller 
and  of  Piatt  amicably  working  side  by 
side.  The  independent  re-enforcement, 
under  G.  W.  Curtis,  and  the  incubus  of 
Tammany  around  Flower's  neck,  have 
apparently  given  the  republicans  more 
than  an  even  chance  of  success.  Mc- 
Kinley's friends  in  Ohio  will  not  admit  a 
probability  of  defeat,  and  Senator  Sher- 
man will  probably  be  his  own  successor. 
Boies,  the  present  democratic  governor 
of  Iowa,  may  again  slip  in,  through  the 
unpopularity  of  prohibitory  statues.  In 
Massachusetts  a  very  large  vote  will  be 
polled  and  no  prediction  can  be  made 
though  the  chances  are  today  a  trifle  re- 
publicanish. 


STILL  THRESHING  WIND. 
Certain  alliance  papers  are  not  yet 
through  with  the  wheat  investigation 
and  are  still  serving  the  old  falsifications 
to  their  readers.  Recently  the  Nor- 
wegian weekly.  South  Dakota  Ekko  of 
Sioux  Falls  had  an  article  on  the  rascal- 
ities and  ''the  shameless  wheat  grading 
of  the  Duluth  wheat  ring,  which  has 
cause8  a  just  wrath  over  the  whoie 
Northwest."  The  Duluth  Scandia  now 
asks  the  Dakota  paper  to  mention  a 
single  case  of  shameless  wheat  grading 
and  then  says: 

"We  have  no   personal   acquaintance 
with  any  member  of  the  board  of  trade. 
W^e  have    neither    asked    nor    received 
favors  from  any  of  them;  it    is    not    our 
business  to    whitewash    them.    But    we 
will  repeat  what  we    have    said    before, 
and  what  everybody  who  pretends  to  be 
an  editor  ought  to  know,  that    what    the 
wheat  investigations  brought  to  light  was 
either    unproved    accusations    by    dis- 
charged employes,  or  such   things '  that 
every  business  man   is    guilty    of;    such 
things  which,  if  they  were  not  perfectly 
legal,  would  compel    business    men    to 
shut  up  shop,  just  as  well    first    as    last. 
And,  yes.  a  little  more  was  shown,   too; 
for  instance,  that  wheat  dealer    Charles 
Canning  has  been  doing  just    the    same 
transactions       that      alliance      agitator 
Charles    Canning     declares      unlawful, 
when  done  by  Duluth  and    Minneapolis. 
And  then  Eric  Olsen.esq.,  was  thoroughly 
shown  up   as  the   dirty  demagogue  that 
he    is.      Next    time    our    moral-coated 
brother  in  Sioux    Falls  will  fight  against 
wind  mills  he   should  read   his  morning 
prayer  before  he  starts." 

The  Dakota  paper  now  says  that 
Editor  Lange,  pf  the  Scandia,  is  a  cor- 
ruptionist,  that  he  is  laboring  under  the 
party  whip  and  is  paid  for  throwing  sand 
in  the  eyes  of  the  farmers.

Negotiations  have  been  going  on  for 
some  time  between  the  Brighton  Land 
company  and  the  Christian  Educational 
association,  of  Minnesota,  in  regard  to 
the  location  at  Br.ghton  of  a  college 
similar  to  the  one  now  in  successful 
operation  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  This 
college  has  now  over  iioo  students. 
which  is  more  than  there  are  on  the 
state  university  of  Iowa,  and  it  has  been 

and  is    now  in  a    very    flourishing  con- 
dition. 

The  object  of  the  Minnesota  associ- 
ation is  to  locate  a  college  here  which 
will  draw  for  its  support  upon  the  four 
states  of  Minnesota.  Wisconsin  and  the 
two  Dakotas.  The  buildings  when 
completed  will  cost  over  §200,000. 
The  Brighton  Land  company  has 
offered  the  association  a  very 
fine  site,  and  the  association  has  in  addi- 
tion secured  contiguous  lands.  While 
the  matter  is  not  fully  settled,  it  is  so 
nearly  settlei  that  only  a  few  minor 
matters  remain  to  be  adjusted.  No  plats 
have  yet  been  recorded,  for  the  land 
company  wishes  to  arrange  the  streets 
and  avenues  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
deemed  best  for  the  location  of  the  col- 
lege.

A.N  EARNEST  PRIEST  DIES.

Father    Me:nrad    Rettenmaier  of 
Clements  Church  Goes  Hence. 

Father  Meinrad  Rettenmaier,  pastor 
of  St.  Clements  catholic  church,  died 
last  evening  at  St.  Marys  hospital.  The 
immediate  cause  of  his  death  was  con- 
sumption.

Manufacture  of  Slate  Brick  at 
Thomson  N  w  Beginning. 
The  Thomson  slate  brick  mill  is  now 
in  readiness  for  operation.  Superinten- 
dent Bennett,  who  has  been  putting  in 
the  machinery,  completed  his  labors 
Saturday,  after  giving  the  mill  a  thorough 
test  with  all  the  machinery  in  place.  The 
pressing  machine  and  apparatus  arrived 
in  good  form  and  were  promptly  set  up, 
tested  and  found  to  work  to  perfection.

To  begin  with,  the  plant  will  employ

will  bejncreased  to  keep  up  with  what- 
ever demand  there  is  found  to  be.  The 
day  is  not  yet  set  for  the  plant  to  start  in 
practical  operation.  Everything  is  in 
complete  readiness  to  rush  the  water 
upon  the  turbine. 

A  BIG  WAREHOUSE. 


The  Imperial  Mill  Adds  to  Its  Dock  and 
"Warehouse  Room. 

The  Imperial  Fouring  Mill  company 
will  add  at  once  begin  work  on  a  large 
tlour  warehouse  to  be  located  in  tl\e  bay 
out  toward  the  dock  line  from  the  mill 
building.  It  will  be  a  wood  structure  at 
least  i6o  by  175  feet  in  size,  and  will 
lengthen  the  dock  of  the  company  en  its 
longest  side,  giving  a  total  dock  length 
of  about  400  ^et.  The  building  will  ac- 
commodate about  40,000  barrels  of  flour, 
and  with  its  present  warehouses  here 
and  at  Buffalo  will  give  the  company 
storage  capacity  for  over  150,000  barrels. 

Saturday  the  mill  made  its  greatest 
run  so  far.  It  ground  2832  barrels  of 
flour  in  the  day,  about  70  barrels  ahead 
of  any  previous  record.  For  the  entire 
week  the  mill  averaged  2700  barrels  a 
day.  Estimating  the  ability  of  the  new 
machinery  by  this  work  of  the  old,  mill 
men  predict  that  a  run  of  7000  barrels  a 
day  is  not  out  of  the  question  after  the 
mill  starts  up  the  machinery  now  being 
put  in.  It  is  now  hardly  probable  that 
this  machinery  will  be  in  operation  be- 
fore Jan.  I. 

The  Weather. 
Observer  Bronson  has  completed  his 
report  of  October's  weather.  The  tem- 
perature was  warmer  than  the  average. 
The  highest  average  temperature  for 
October  for  the  past  21  years  was  in  1879, 
when  it  was  51  degrees;  the  lowest  41,  in 
1887.  Last  month  it  was  46.4.  The  to- 
tal excess  in  temperature  during  the 
month  was  50  degrees  and  the  total  ex- 
cess for  the  year  now  amounts  to  197  de- 
grees. The  prevailing  wind  was  north- 
west, with  total  movement  of  5247  miles. 
Comparatively  little  moisture  fell,  the 
total  precipitation  being  1053  inches,  a 
deficiency  of  .95  inches.  The  whole  year 
so  far  marks  a  deficiency    of  4.44  inches.

The  wheat  movement  here  for  the 
month  of  October  was  at  least  3,400,000 
bu  greater  than  any  month  prior  to  Sep- 
tember last  in  the  record  ot  the  Duluth 
trade.  The  Minneapolis  receipts  were 
also  larger  than  ever  before  at  that  place, 
being  8,800,120  bu.,  but  were  352,472  bu 
smaller  than  ours.  Duluth  receipts  were 
cut  down  ver\-  much  by  the  two  weeks  of 
wet  weather.  Since  that  wet  weather 
receipts  here  have  been  constantly  in- 
creasing and  last  week  reached  2,840,- 
409  bu,  or  647,000  more  than  in  any  pre- 
vious week.  Shipments  were  also  the 
greatest  ever  known  here  by  284,000  bu, 
the  record  being  6,694,791  bu,  against  6,- 
410,370  in  September.  Flour  production 
was  also  a  record  breaker,  being  84,375 
bbls,  against  80,477  in  September,  which 
beat  previous  months.

Wheat  opened  firm  and  w'th  good  de- 
mand, but  the  market  did  not  hold. 
There  was  a  round  lot  of  bull  news,  and 
and  everything  was  favorable  to  higher 
prices,  but  the  big  receipts  in  the  North- 
west. We  got  1284  cars  for  the  two 
days  against  733  at  Minneapolis,  but  a 
week  on  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  cut  down 
receipts  at  least  100  cars.  Cables  were 
higher  and  the  foreign  demand  was 
good.

Ashland,  Wis.,  Nov.  2— [Special 
Herald.}— There  were  350  men  and 
few  women  jostling  each  other  in  the 
line  back  of  the  land  office  this  morning 
when  the  first  entry  was  made.  Eight 
policemen  and  four  special  agents,  sent 
out  by  thegovernment,  guarded  the  lines. 
Normann  Strucksborg  was  the  first  to 
file.  His  papers  were  made  out  for  the 
nw  'I  of  section  25-48-15,  valued  at  Sio,- 
000.  The  land  already  has  several 
squatters  on  it,  with  whom  he  must  con- 
test. One  white-haired  lady  stood  out 
all  night  in  the  line  and  filed  just  before 
noon.  About  150  applications  were  re- 
ceived before  noon.  Just  as 
No.  13  was  filing  173  packages 
were  received  by  carriers  from 
the  postoffice  containing  250  applica- 
tions. No  injuries  have  been  received 
by  those  in  line  except  by  one  German, 
who  made  himself  obnoxious.  He  was 
lifted  above  the  heads  of  the  men  and 
thrown  to  the  bottom  of  the  stairs.  Tlie 
officials  are  receiving  an  average  of  one 
application  every  minute. 

These  "Omaha"   lands    have    been  in 
dispute  for  40  years,    and    have    passed 
through  all  manner  of    litigation.     With 
reservations  of  the  act  of  1887  excluded, 
these  lands  include  70,000  acres  of   valu- 
able pine  and  hardwood,  extending  from 
Ashland  on  the  east  to  Superior  and  the 
state  line  on  the  west,   and    from    Lake 
Superior  on  the  north,  to  range   4   south. 
They  are  odd  numbered  sections  in  Ash- 
land',  Bayfield    and    Douglas    counties. 
There  are  in  the  neighborhood    of    1400 
men  and  women  on  the  lands  at  present 
and  there  are  only  about    438    claims  to 
be  opened,  many    contests    will    follow. 
They    remained    on    the    lands  from  12 
o'clock  Sunday  night,  till  about  9  o'clock 
Monday,  when  a  grand  rush  was    made 
for  Ashland,  to  see  who  first  can   file  his 
claim. 

Under  the  act  of  June  3,  1856,  congress 
gave  a  grant  of  lands  to  Wisconsin  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads.  This 
land  was  disposed  of  to  the  St.  Croix  & 
Lake  Superior  road  and  finally  came 
into  the  hands  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  &  Omaha.  The  United 
States  did  at  various  times,  from  '59  to 
'63,  certify  to  Wisconsin  a  portion  of  the 
lands,  and  the  balance  have  been  pat- 
ented direct  to  the  Omaha  com- 
pany from  time  to  time  until  the 
final  adjustment  was  made  Jan.  8,  1891. 
The  Wisconsin  Central  and  the  Omaha 
grants  as  they  approached  the  northern 
part  o^  the  state,  overlapped  and  came 
into  conflict  with  each  other.  On  Oct. 
7,  1887,  Secretary  Lamar  rendered  the 
decision  which  adjusted  the  grant  to  the 
two  roads.  He  held  that  lands  in  the  15- 
mile  indemnity  limits  of  the  Omaha 
grant  were  reserved  and  excepted  from 
the  operations  ot  the  grant  to  the  Wis- 
consin Central  company,  under  the  act 
of  May  5,  1864." 

The  lands  were  to  have  been  opened 
for  entry  last  April,  but  owing  to  the 
tremendous  excitement  about  the  Ash- 
land land  office  and  the  threats  of  vio- 
lence, bloodshed  and  fraud,  made  by 
those  in  line  at  the  land  office  for  filing, 
the  lands  were  withdrawn  at  the  last 
moment.

OF  TODAY'S  VOTING 


A  Very  Larjjre  Vote  is   Being   Polled 

Almost  Everywhere  Except  in 

New  York  City. 


Already  There  Have  Been  Many  Ar- 
rests, and  Polling-  is  Rather 
Slow. 


News  np  to  4  O'clock  From  All  the 
States     in     Chief   Inter- 
est. 


New  York,  Nov.  3.— The  weather  is 
perfect  and  everybody  is  out,  the  work- 
ers ot  the  various  orc^anizations  being 
extremely  active.  Voting  is  being  done 
more  easily  than  last  year,  as  the  new 
ballot  law  is  better  understood.  Ex- 
President  Cleveland  and  candidate  Ros- 
well  P.  Flower  voted  in  their  respective 
districts  early  and  were  cheered  as  they 
walked  up  to  the  polls. 

The  election  inspectors  state  that  the 
vote  up  to  noon  has  fallen  numerically 
far  behind  what  it  had  been  up  to  that 
time  in  other  elections.  This  may  be 
due  to  the  cold  which  prevailed  early  in 
the  morning.  Fifty  persons  were  ar- 
tested  for  attempted  illegal  voting.  Al- 
phonse  E.  Smith,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  republican  inspectors  in  the 
seventh  election  district  of  the  i8th 
was  arrested  for  intoxication  and  having 
no  bondsman,  was  locked  up.  In  the 
seventeenth  precinct  of  the  Second  dis- 
trict an  officer  attempted  an  airest.  A 
fight  was  precipitated.  No  violence  was 
committed  on  the  inspectors.  At  the 
eighteenth  precinct,  out  of  326  registered 
votes,  260  had  voted  by  12:30  o'clock. 

There  was  a  lively  fight  in  the  Nine- 
teenth district  at  10  o'clock.  A  crowd  of 
20  or  more  men  and  boys,  known  as  the 
"Ffty-six  street  gang,"  descended  on  the 
republican  booth  and  lugged  it  off  in 
spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  republican 
workers  to  resist.  They  would  have 
made  way  with  the  box  if  the  police  had 
not  fortunately  arrived  and  scattered 
them.  The  box  was  wrecked  and  the 
pasters  torn  up.  The  gang  retreated  to 
the  Thirteenth  district  and  stole  the  re- 
publican box.  The  republican  workers 
were  bitter  against  the  police  for  not 
protecting  them. 

Elsewhere  in  the  State. 
New  York,  Nov.  3. — The  day  is  clear 
and  cool  with  bright  sunshine.  Reports 
from  throughout  the  state  report  clear 
weather  in  most  places  with  prospects 
of  a  large  vote. 

At  Cortland. 
Cortland,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  3.— The  weath- 
er is  clear  and  chilly.  The  indications 
are  that  a  large  republican  vote  will  be 
cast.  Fassett's  majority  is  '  estimated  at 
1450-  

In  Brooklyn. 
Brooklyn,  Nov.  3. — The  vote  began 
early  and  is  large.  Democrats  claim 
10,000  majority  for  Flower  in  Kings 
county,  but  republicans  say  it  will  not 
exceed  6000. 


PRESS  ABOUT  THE  POLLS. 


The  Australian  Law  Generally  Working  Sat- 
isfactorily in  Ohio  Cities. 
Columbus,  Ohio,  Nov.  3. — Six  o'clock 
this  morning  found  groups  of  voters 
around  the  polling  places  in  this  city. 
Owing  to  the  slow  voting  under  the  new 

system  the  blockade  in  many  places 
early  assumed  a  serious  form  and  busi- 
ness men  and  clerks  became  alarmed 
lest  they  should  be  shut  out  if  they  de- 
ferred voting  until  later  in  the  day.  The 
result  was  that  every  one  stuck  to  his 
position  in  line  and  an  unusually  large 
vote  was  polled  by  10  o'clock  in  conse- 
quence. In  most  cases  more  than  half 
of  the  entire  registered  vote  was  cast  by 
that  hour.  , 

The  new  law  is  working  satisfactorily 
in  the  more  intelligent  wards,  but  in 
other  quarters  there  is  considerable  de- 
lay owing  to  the  ignorance  of  the 
voters.  

McKinley  Confident. 
Cantgn,  Ohio,  Nov.  3. — A  correspon- 
dent called  upon  Maj.  McKinley  last 
night  and  inquired  his  opinion  as  to  the 
outlook.  McKinley  expressed  entire 
confidence  in  the  result.  He  has  made 
no  figures,  but  says  he  is  satisfied  that 
the  verdict  of  today  will  be  for  a  protec- 
tive policy  and  a  sound  currency.

The  Foul-Mout  tied  Irishman  Whipped 
for  His  Pains. 

Dublin,  Nov.  3.— Tim  Healy  was  pub- 
licly horsewhipped  today  by  Parnell's 
nephew,  McDermitt. 

Such  is  the  terse  record  of  an  interesting 
and  not  unexpected  event,  which  has  just 
been  placed  up^n  the  bulletin  boards  of 
the  various  newspapers  of  this  city.  The 
Parnellites  in  the  throngs  which  gaze 
upon  the  big  hjack  letters 
or  the  notice  are  jubilant. 
The  consequence  is  that  a  number 
of  fights  have  already  occurred,  while 
the  temper  of  the  partisans  is  such  as  to 
suggest  the  necessity  for  strong  and 
vigilant  police  patrols. 

McDermott,  who  is  a  solictor,  this 
morning  espied  Timothy  Healy,  dressed 
in  his  barrister's  wig  and  gown,  walking 
through  the  Four  Courts.  McDermott 
drew  a  horsewhi  p  from  under  his  coat 
and  vigorously  telabored  the  other  with 
repeated  and  vij;orous  blows.  Mr.  Healv 
was  taken  completely  by  surprise  and, 
stumbling,  fell  upon  his  back,  his  wig 
falling  from  his  'lead  at  the  same  time. 
While  Mr.  Heaiy  was  prostrated,  his 
enemy  continued  to  remorselessly  and 
unsparingly  slasti  whatever  part  of  his 
body  presented  itself.  But  Healy  sprang 
to  his  feet  and  clinched.  There  was  a 
rapid  delivery  oi  fist  blows  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Dermott and  then  a  short  wrestling 
match  was  concluded  in  McDermott's 
favor.  The  men  were  separated.  Mc- 
Dermott explained  to  the  crowd  that  the 
thrashing  was  or  account  of  Healy  as- 
sailing Parnell's  female  relatives.

Valparaiso,  Nov.  3. — The  news  is 
confirmed  that  Admiral  Jorge  Montt  is 
the  choice  of  all  parties  for  president  of 
the  republic.  Montt  is  somewhat  back- 
ward in  accepting  the  honor  and  mod- 
estly declares  that  he  is  a  sa'lor  and  not 
a  politician.  It  is  nevertheless  the  gen- 
eral opinion  that  he  will  accede  to  the 
demand  that  he  accept  the  presidency. 
His  acceptance  would  unite  all  the  po- 
litical factions. 

The  papers  here  are  blaming  Minister 
Egan  for  fomenting  the  trouble  between 
Chile  and  the  United  States.  A  report 
reached  Valparaiso  yesterday  from  San- 
tiago to  the  effect  that  Minister  of  For- 
eign Affairs  Matta  has  sent  a  dispatch  to 
Minister  Egan  relative  to  the  Baltimore 
affair.  It  is  said  to  be  couched  in  a  con- 
ciliatory tone  and  to  evince  in  every  way 
a  desire  to  see  that  justice  is  done  just  as 
soon  as  the  inquiry  is  concluded. 

Is  Probably  Untrue. 
London,  Nov.  3. — A  private  dispatch 
from  Valparaiso  says  that  the  American 
cruiser  Baltimore  is  in  serious  danger, 
and  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  tbat 
the  Chileans,  believing  war  inevitable, 
will  not  allow  the  United  States  to  select 
their  own  time  to  declare  war,  but  will 
suddenly  give  Egan  his  passports,  and 
at  once  attack  the  Baltimore,  so  as  to 
have  the  first  blow  at  an  advantage. 


NEWSPAPER  RIGHTS. 


They  Are  Not  in  Contempt  When  Pub- 
lishing Verdicts  and  Judgments. 
Grand  R.\pids,  Nov.  3. — In  the  case 
of  Elizabeth  K.  Sherwood  vs.  the  Chi- 
cago &  West  Michigan  Railroad  com- 
pany, a  decision  has  been    handed  down 

by  the  supreme  court  of  Michigan.  The 
newspapers  published  the  fact  that  a 
verdict  for  $13,000  had  been  given  in  the 
first  trial  of  the  case,  while  the  second 
trial  was  in  progress,  and  the  counsel  for 
the  defense  moved  to  have  the  pub- 
lishers committed  for  contempt.  The 
court  denied  the  motion  and  the  second 
trial  ended  in  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff 
for  $15,000.  The  supreme  court  In  its 
decision  affirming  the  verdict  of  the  low- 
er court  holds  that  the  newspapers  have 
a  right  to  publish  verdicts  and  judg- 
ments rendered  in  courts,  and  declares 
that  no  matter  how  prejudicial  it  may  be 
to  publish  them  at  the  time  of  trial  no 
violation  of  the  law  is  committed  in  so 
doing.  The  decision  further  states  that 
the  reading  of  such  information  by  jurors 
does  not  render  them  incompetent.

Spanish    Sufferers     Relieved     While 

Mexicans  May  Starve. 

Monterey,    Mexico,     Nov.   3. — The 

governor  of  the  state    of    Zacatecas    is 

here  arranging  for    the    importation  of 

corn  from  the  United  States  for  the  fam 
ine-stricken  people  of  his  state.  In  ard- 
dition  to  the  drouth  the  prospect  of  a 
crop  in  that  part  of  the  republic  was 
utterly  ruined  by  the  recent  heavy 
frosts. 

There  has  been  much  feeling  aroused 
among  the  citizens  of  the  famine  dis- 
trict over  the  action  of  the  government 
officials  in  the  City  of  Mexico  in  assist- 
ing to  raise  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  the  relief  of  the  Spanish 
flood  sufferers  while  their  own  condition 
is  unnoticed.

Hundreds  of  dead  bodies 
in  the  cemetery  were  hurled  from  their 
resting  place  and  many  monuments 
were  shattered.

London,  Nov.  3. — A  dispatch  from 
Santiago  announces  the  opening  of  the 
Chilean  congress.

Then  they 
said  that  in  all  bank  liquidations  there 
was  an  average  shrinkage  of  20  per  cent 
and  marked  that  off.  Let  me  say<hat 
if  I  were  allowed  to  wind  up  the  affairs 
of  the  bank  no  depositor  and  no  stock- 
holder would  lose  one  dollar."

THE  DEXUDATIC  ABROAD. 
In  another  column    appears    a    letter 
written  by  J.  O.  Barrett,   secretary  of  the 
State  Forestry  association,  and  which  he 
sent  to  a  leading  official  of  this  city  with 
a  request  that    it  be    published    in    the 
city's  most  influential  daily.    Naturally, 
therefore,  it  is  printed    in  The    Herald. 
While  we  cannot  deny  that    much    that 
Mr.  Barrett  says  is   the  simple    truth  we 
are  hardly  prepared  to  take  all  his  state- 
ments as  gospel.    Nor  can  we    see    just 
where  he  is  driving.    Certainly    neither 
Mr.  Barrett  nor  anyone  else    can  be    so 
much  of  a  denudatic  as  to  seriously  ad- 
vocate the  cessation  of  lumbering  oper- 
ation, the  stoppage  of  all  increase  in  the 
farm  development  of  the    state    and  the 
reforesting,  as  he  calls  it,  of  a  large  area 
now  cultivated.    Yet,  if  his  letter  means 
anything  it  means  that    he    desires  just 
that. 

Unquestionably  the    cutting    away   of 
the  forests,  while  it  may  not  reduce  rain- 
fall to  any  material   extent,  reduces  the 
value  of  what    rain    does  fall,  as    it    re- 
duces the  power  of  the  soil   to  hold  and 
absorb    the     water.      Thus    floods    and 
drouths  are  frequent,  where    years    ago 
the  same  rainfall   made  neither    a  flood 
nor  a  dry  spell.     Not,  however,  that  they 
haven't  had  both  since  the  world  began, 
as  the  experience  of  one  Noah  will  tes- 
tify.    Locally,  perhaps,  the  most  serious 
danger  that  affect  our  forests  is  the  fires 
that  yearly  sweep  through  them.    These 
seem  almost  a  necessary  though   mourn- 
ful adjunct  to  civilization  and  it  is  doubt- 
ful  if  any  laws,  however  stringent,  will 
cause  the  careless  woodsman  to  be  care- 
ful, will  give  the  foolish  settler  wisdom, 
will  compel  the  negligent   railway  com- 
pany to  use  spark  arresters  that  will  ar- 
restj  or  the   roaming  redskin  to    stop  a 
wanton  destruction  in  which  he  delights. 
It  will  not  be  until  private  mterests   are 
aroused  that  will  attend   to  the  explorer 
and  the  farmer,  until   their  carelessness 
costs  the  railway  goodly    sums  in   dam- 
ages, and   the   Indian  is  cribbed  on  his 
reservation  that  this  bane    of  the  forest 
will  be  checked.

CAN  WE  AFFORD  THE  LOSS, 


The  Herald  unqualifiedly  endorses  the 
following,  from  the  Duluth  Church  Rec- 
ord: "There  is  one  matter  we  wish  the 
Humane  society  would  turn  its  attention 
to.  That  is  the  need  of  brakes  upon 
heavy  hacks.  When  you  ride  down 
Fourth  avenue  west,  for  instance,  with 
six  in  a  hack,  on  the  way  to  a  funeral,  as 
the  writer  has  done,  it  is  impossible  not 
to  consider  the  probabilities  of  several 
more  funerals  in  the  immediate  future. 
In  Europe  public  vehicles  are  all  fur- 
nished with  brakes.  The  hacks  of  San 
Francisco,  Kansas  City,  and  other  hilly 
cities,  are  thus  equipped,  if  we  are  cor- 
rectly informed.  For  the  relief  of  the 
horses  and  the  safety  of  Lhe  riders  alike, 
the  hacks  of  this  city  ought  to  have 
brakes." 


There  are  some  things  in  the  New 
York  ante-election  figuring  that  outsiders 
do  not  understand.  For  instance  demo- 
crats claim  that  today's  ballots  will  show 
a  plurality  for  Flower  of  82,000  in  New 
York  city.  In  1888  there  was  a  vote  of 
aboul  280,000,  when  Cleveland  got  58,000 
and  Hill  about  65,000.  This  year  the 
registration  is  20,000  less  than  the  vote 
of  1888,  and  with  many  of  the  county 
democracy  who  were  enthusiastic  for 
Cleveland,  fighting  Flower,  it  seems 
strange  that  democrats  should  expect  so 
much  larger  vote  for  their  side.  Of 
course  they  may  get  it,  but  if  they  do 
people  out  West  will  be  asking  how 
they  worked  it. 


Many  churchmen  in  convention  are 
eagerly  discussing  whether  or  not  the 
World's  fair  should  be  opened  Sundays. 
As  a  bit  of  prophecy,  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
the  World's  fair  will  be  opened  on  Sun- 
days, at  least  under  certain  restrictions, 
whatever  is  said  against  it.  That  inter- 
esting show  is  to  be  in  Chicago,  where  it 
is  not  the  custom  to  spend  all  the  goodly 
hours  of  the  day  of  rest  at  home  when 
there  are  peaceful  and  useful  entertain- 
ments readily  accessible.  The  poor 
man's  holiday  will  be  used  for  the  poor 
man's  benefit  at  Chicago  in  the  summer 
of  'q3,  as  it  should  be— under  certain 
readily  obtained  restrictions. 


FLAY  FAIR. 

Some  time  ago,  when  money  was  tight 
and  bonds  were  hard  to  sell,  the  village 
council  of  West  Duluth  had  $115,000   it 
wanted  to  raise.    It  advertised    bonds  to 
that  amount,  received  bids,  none  of  them 
very  satisfactory,  and  sold   the   issue  of 
bonds,    unreservedly,      to     one    W.    J. 
Holmes,    a    bidder.    The    bonds  were  6 
per    cent    paper,  and    deserved    a  bet- 
ter   price    than    the    village    received 
—namely    95       cents*    on    the     dollar, 
or  $109,250.     But  that   was  the  best  offer 
and  it  was  accepted.      Then  the  money 
market  grew  better,    the  village  thought 
it  could  save  $5000    or  more,  simply    by 
breaking  faith,  and    so    inauguarated    a 
very  transparent    scheme    for    delaying 
the  issue  until  after  the  time  the  success- 
ful   bidder    was    allowed    had  expired. 
The  scheme  was  successful,    the    bonds 
were  delayed.    Now  the    bidder   brings 
mandamus  proceeding:-:    against  the  vil- 
lage and  loses.       Hi.'    claims,    however, 
that  he  is    rightfully    entitled    to    those 
bonds,  and  he  intends    to  delay  a  sale  to 
anyone  else  for  a  year,  at  least.     In   the 
meantime  the  village    will    be    without 
funds  and  its  laborers    must   suffer    ex- 
ceedingly. 

But  its  laborers  are  not  the  ones  who 
will  suffer  most  from  this  action  of  the 
council.  A  village  that  deliberately 
breaks  with  bond  purchasers  and  cannot 
be  depended  on  to  carry  out  its  pledges 
isn't  to  be  relied  upon.  Its  credit  isn't 
good  for  much.  It  will  have  a  good 
deal  of  difficulty  in  selling  future  bonds, 
and  it  will  lose  much  more  in  the  end  by 
an  attempt  to  save  $5750  than  it  would 
to  quietly  accept  the  inevitable  and  take 
the  money  it  was  a  little  time  ago  very 
glad  to  ask.  No  one  denies  that  the 
bonds  were  honestly  sold  and  honestly 
bought.  It  simply  remains  for  West 
Duluth  to  show  whether  it  is  upright  or 
not  to  be  relied  upon. 


In  these  days  of  great  ship  canals  in 
our  section,  important  enterprises  of  this 
kind  may  escape  much  general  public 
attention.  This  seems  to  be  the  case 
with  respect  to  the  gigantic  scheme  un- 
dertaken by  the  German  government  to 
open  a  waterway  across  the  Holstein 
peninsula,  from  Reil,  the  famous  Ger- 
man naval  station  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Elbe.  The  length  of  the  proposed 
route  is  63  miles,  and  10,000  men  are 
engaged  upon  the  work.  The  estimated 
cost  is  $50,000,000.  It  will  save  in  sea 
journey  700  miles.  It  will  prove  of  ines- 
timable value  to  commerce  plying  be- 
tween the  North  and  Baltic  seas,  and  to 
Germany  in  the  event  of  a  war  with 
France,  or  England,  or  Russia. 


Secretary  Barrett,  of  the  State  Forestry  As- 
sociation, Writes  on  Deforestation. 
It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  our  springs 
and  streams  are  rapidly  diminishing. 
Where  we  had  thousands  of  lakes  15  or 
20  years  ago,  we  have  but  hundreds  now, 
and  what  are  left  are  surely  drying  out, 
leaving  not  even  a  name  behind.  To 
what  cause  must  we  attribute  this  exten- 
sive departure  of  our  waters?  The  word 
in  answer  generally  used  is  deforestation. 
Is  it  not  true?  When  our  big  woods 
were  in  their  full  density  we  had  a  super- 
abundance of  water  all'  over  the  state. 
They  were  thickly  roofed  with  interlac- 
ing leaves  and  limbs,  making  a  cover 
that  greatly  excluded  evaporation.  They 
had  a  floor  carpeted  with  deail  leaves, 
twigs,  logs  and  mosses  which  held  back 
the  waters  from  escapement,  and  the 
matted  roots,  also  serving  the  same  pur- 
pose, quickened  capilliary  action,  open- 
ing millions  of  living  springs  that  fed 
our  lakes  and  rivers  up  to  the  brims. 
The  deforesting  of  the  conifers  and 
other  valuable  trees  let  in  the  burning 
sun  and  drying  wind,  and  evaporation 
was  sudden  and  immense.  But  even 
such  extravagance  could  not  have  pro- 
duced the  water  collapse  had  not  the 
refuse  carelessly  left  by  lumbermen  been 
fired  by  indifferent  hunters  or  Indians 
that  burned  out  the  forest  floor  and  left 
it  what  it  now  generally  is,  dry,  parched 
and  even  cracked  in  the  hot  season. 

Obviously  the  loss  of  much  of  oui 
woods  by  these  agencies,  has  caused  the 
sad  loss  of  our  surface  waters.  Lumber- 
ing is  one  of  our  most  important  indus- 
tries. The  only  criticism  due,  or,  better, 
this  aside,  to  sorrow  over,  is  the  uneco- 
nomical methods  employed.  How  deep- 
ly do  we  now  regret  that  the  planting 
and  growing  of  new  pines  were  not  en- 
forced by  legislation,  on  the  spots  where 
the  country's  pines  were  cut!  Even 
without  such  provision,  had  the  annual 
fires  been  kept  out,  the  young  pines 
would  have  perpetuated  the  "fittest." 
But  the  fires  came  and  we  have  on  the 
denuded  sections  a  miserable  variety  of 
trees.  From  the  necessity  we  created, 
nature  in  this  respect  has  retrograded. 
If  blame  is  to  be  laid  at  any  man's  door, 
the  wood  land  farmer  must  bear  his  share 
of  the  responsibility. 

All  this  while  another  factor  was  work- 
ing to  the  same  disaster,  augmenting  it  a 
hundred  fold.  The  plow,  the  cultivator, 
the  cereal  grains,  breaking  the  shield  to 
the  prairie,  invited  evaporation  of  the 
water-soaked  land.  Our  necessities,  as 
in  lumbering,  demanded  this  mastering 
of  the  situation.  Our  food  plants  had 
thirsty  mouths,  and  how  quickly  have 
they  sipped  up  the  moisture  stored  for 
centuries  in  the  ground!  Who  thought 
of  planting  trees?  But  a  precious  few. 
Were  the  prairie  farmers  to  blame?  No 
more  than  the  lumbermen  or  the  wood- 
land farmers. 

We  have  reached  a  point  when  we 
must  decide  to  reforest  or  deforest  what 
is  left.  If  the  policy  be,  as  some  contend 
for,  to  convert  all  the  remaining  wooded 
territory  in  the  state  to  agricultural  pur- 
poses, we  shall  unquestionably  develop 
new  disasters.  Only  great  and  dense 
forests  husband  water  and  promote  at- 
mospheric humidity  and  precipitation. 
Were  all  the  big  woods  cut  up  into  farms 
and  pastures,  were  little  groups  of  trees 
retained,  were  every  farm  in  the  state 
blessed  with  10  acres  of  trees  and  the 
rest  of  the  land  cultivated,  under  the 
immense  demand  of  our  food  plants  and 
our  civilizing  arts,  there  could  be  no  ap- 
preciable change  for  the  better.  Not  a 
dried  up  stream  or  lake  would  revive. 
In  the  southern  part  of  the  state, 
where  the  country  seems  pretty  well 
forested,  the  lakes  and  rivers  are  dimin- 
ishing almost  as  rapidly  as  on  the  open 
prairie.  Scattered  tree  groups  protect 
our  crops  and  homes  against  winds,  but 
if  we  depend  on  such  isolated  forestry  to 
economize  evaporation  in  vain  the  effort, 
in  vain  the  anticipation  that  our  food 
planets  will  be  refreshed  equal  to  the  ab- 
solute needs  of  the  situation. 

Again  the  question  turns,  shall  we  save 
and  build  up  forestry  on  a  scale  com- 
mensurate with  our  new  demands  for 
timber  and  for  the  promotion  of  rain- 
fall? There  are  two  chances  left  us-— a 
^^^reat  forest  reserve  around  the  head 
waters  of  the  Mississippi,  the  Red,  the 
Rainy  Lake  and  St.  Louis  rivers,  and 
the  development  of  forests  vast  and  com- 
pact on  all  the  waste  places  of  the  North- 
west, more  especially  on  and  over  the 
great  plains.  All  our  interests  are  here 
involved,  and  the  more  advanced  inter- 
ests of  our  successors.  Let  the  people 
of  the  woodland  north,  of  the  treeless 
west,  of  the  older  counties  of  the  south, 
unite  as  one  man  to  conquer  our  climate 
and  secure  stable  crops.

Lakeside  is  having  a  little  Kilkenny 
fight,  all  on  account  of  the  London  ave- 
nue assessment.  Some  of  the  property 
owners  have  engaged  Draper,  Davis  & 
Hollister  to  look  after  their  interests  antl 
that  firm  is  on  the  trail  of  President  Sar- 
gent, when  seen  this  morning,  said  in 
substance  as  follows: 

"The  council  of  Lakeside,  some  months 
ago,  advertised  for  bids  for  im- 
proving London  and  McCulloch 
avenues,  and  when  the  bids  were 
opened  Contractor  Stevens  scooped  both 
contracts.  The  contracts  that  he  signed 
called  for  the  graveling  of  London  ave- 
nue at  Si  J  per  running  foot  and  putting 
in  Tedford  paving  and  a  curbstone  on 
McCulloch  avenue  at  ?4  per  running 
foot.  When  he  came  to  do  the  work  he 
put  the  Tedford  pavement  and  curbing 
on  London  avenue  and  graveled  Mc- 
Culloch avenue,  and  was  paid  at  the  rate 
of  $12  on  the  former  contract  and  S4  on 
the  latter.  As  I  understand  it  he 
had  no  right  to  go  against  the 
terms  of  his  contract  and  the 
property  owners  are  averse  to  paying 
assessments  for  work  done  in  violation 
of  the  contract.  Mr.  Sargent  is  the  one 
who  authorized  the  change  and  he  seems 
to  be  willing  to  shoulder  the  responsi- 
bility." 

An  efltort  was  made  to  see  Mr.  Sargent 
but  he  was  out  of  the  city.  Trustee  Little 
was  called  on  and  he  gave  a  different 
version:  "The  contract  has  been  com- 
plied with  by  Mr.  Stevens  and  there  is 
nothing  illegal  about  the  mat- 
ter. When  bids  were  called 
for  on  the  two  contracts  each 
bidder  was  furnished  with  a  blank  for 
specifications.  When  the  contract  was 
signed  for  the  two  pieces  of  work  Mr. 
Stevens  attached  NlcCuUoch  avenue 
specifications  to  the  London  avenue  con- 
tract and  the  London  avenue  specifica- 
tions to  the  McCulloch  avenue  contract. 
But  that  does  not  affect  the  contract, 
which  was  all  right  when-  it  left  the 
hands  of  the  council,  I  understand  that 
Draper,  Davis  &  Hollister  represent 
Messrs.  Kingman,  Hawkesworth  and 
others.  Now,  these  people  are  dissatis- 
fied with  the  manner  in  which 
their  assessments  for  the  im- 
provement of  London  avenue 
were  levied  and  they  are  trying  to  hang 
the  matter  up  until  they  can  get  in  a 
council  that  will  change  the  assessments 
to  suit  them. 

"But  that  will  be  a  difficult  thing  to  do, 
if  they  do  get  in  their  own  council,  for 
their  interests  clash.  Hawkesworth  lives 
on  London  avenue  and  thinks  the  whole 
city  ought  to  be  assessed,  while  Kingman 
lives  off  London  avenue  and  thinks  the 
abutting  property  onght  to  pay  for  the 
improvements.  Each  of  these  gentle- 
men represent  the  views  of 
a  number  of  others.  Then  there  is  a 
third  faction,  made  up  of  people  who  are 
opposed  to  the  present  assessment — 
those  who  own  property  on  the  lower 
side  of  London  avenue,  consisting  of  big 
lots.  They  think  they  have  been  taxed 
out  of  all  proportion  to  the  benefits  re- 
ceived, and  they  don't  care  much  whether 
the  load  is  shifted  over  to  those  on  the 
upper  side  or  to  the  whole  city.  That's 
the  situation  in  a  nutshell." 

In  answer  to  the  hints  that  Contractor 
Stevens  is  a  favored  person,  Mr.  Little 
said  there  was  nothing  to  them.  Mr. 
Stevens  is  a  very  shrewd  business  man 
and  has  had  the  faculty  of  outbidding 
all  competitors  on  every  contract  he  has 
figured  on  and  yet  of  being  able  to 
make  monev. 


THE  COrXCIL. 


It  Meets  and  Transacts  Some  ■Weekly- 
Business. 

At  the  council  meeting  last  night 
Fredin  &  Wilson  presented  their  claim 
for  breach  of  contract  on  the  part  of  the 
city  in  taking  the  contract  for  improv- 
ing Lake  avenue  from  them.  It  calls 
for  $5,838.40,  the  estimated  profits  of  the 
work,  and  the  firm  graciously  offered  to 
throw  off  half  if  the  firm  got  the  new 
contract.  The  council  held  a  long  con- 
sultation with  the  board  of  works  on  the 
question  of  the  use  of  stone  and  the  re- 
sult was  a  resolution  requiring  the  board 
of  works  and  the  city  engineer  to  modify 
the  specifications  for  stonework  as  much 
as  consistent  with  good  work,  the  object 
being  to  favor  the  use  of  local  stone. 
The  city  engineer  will  examine  and 
check  over  the  report  of  Consulting 
Engineer  Davis  on  the  gas  and  water 
plant.  It  is  to  be  submitted  Monday 
night. 

The  board  of  fire  commissioners  re- 
ported the  purchase  of  a  Babcock  aerial 
truck,  the  lightest  in  the  market,  75  feet 
long,  weight  7500  pounds,  S3300.  The 
city  rolls  for  October  were  ordered  paid 
as  follows:  Health,  $59.03;  assessors, 
$125;  engineers,  $7809.55;  board  of  pub- 
lic works,  S641.25;  fire  department, 
$4135.88;  police  department,  $3686.39; 
city  officers,  $1955;  poundmasters,  $180. 
Contracts  amounting  to  $35,000  were 
ordered  paid.

A  committee  of  five  members  of  the 
Jobbers  union  has  been  appointed  to 
take  steps  toward  getting  up  some  kind 
of  entertainment  here  during  the  winter 
for  the  especial  benefit  of  people  to  the 
west  of  us.  This  is  done  so  that  our 
friends  in  Dakota  who  will  become  bet- 
ter acquainted  with  Duluthians  by  the 
Dakota  excursion  from  this  city,  may 
have,  when  they  return  the  visit,  only  a 
warm  welcome,  but  some  especial  at- 
tempt al  entertainment. 

As  vet  the  committe  has  formed  no 
plans,'  and  will  not  do  so  until  after  the 
return  of  the  excursionists.  Its  members 
are  getting  points  and  ideas  for  the  work, 
however,  and  something  unique  a.nd 
pleasant  may  be  expected. 

A  New  Wholesale  Building. 
The  Stone-Ordean  company  of  this 
city,  one  of  the  largest  wholesale  grocery 
houses  of  the  Northwest,  will  next  spring 
build  new  stores.  The  company  now 
occupies  a  space  on  Lake  avenue,  100 
by  340  feet,  with  railway  tracks  through 
the  center  and  a  dock  at  one  end,  but  it 
is  figuring  on  a  building  100  feet  sqare, 
and  either  five  or  six  stories  high,  giving 
it  ;o.ooo  or  60.000  feet  of  floor  space.  It 
will  probably  be  on  Fifth  or  Sixth  ave- 
nue west.  The  company's  business  this 
year  is  enormous. 

A  New  Wholesaler. 
Harry  C.  Crawford,  for  a  long  time 
secretary  of  the  Chapin-Wells  Hardware 
company,  has  left  that  concern  and  has 
established  himself  as  a  manufacturer's 
agent  for  the  jobbing  of  articles,  espe- 
cially in  the  hardware  trade.  He  is  a 
first-class  hardware  man,  understands 
the  conditions  of  the  jobbing  trade  about 
Duiuth,  is  a  hustler  and  is  warmly  liked, 
so  that  his  success  seems  assured.  The 
business  in  which  he  starts  virtually 
makes  an  addition  of  one  firm  to  the 
wholesale  interests  of  Duiuth.

The  Cierman's  Will  Adopt  a  Modified

London  Industries  gives  a  few  addi- 
tional particulars  regarding  those  re- 
ported whalebacks  for  the  North  Ger- 
man Lloyd.     It  says: 

"It  is  reported  that  the  North  Ger- 
man Lloyd  company  intend  to  have 
built  a  few  whaleback  steamers  of  large 
dimensions.  The  plans  have  been 
drawn  up  and  specifications  prepared, 
and  copies  have  been  sent  to  several 
large  Scotch  shipbuilding  firms  to  obtain 
estimates.  The  vessels  will  not  neces- 
sarily follow  exactly  the  pattern  of  Mr. 
McDougall's  American  whaleback,  but 
the  opinion  of  the  company  is  said  to  be 
that  the  principle  of  the  whaleback  is  a 
good  one,  but  they  will  be  open  to  sug- 
gestions from  builders  who  may  see 
their  way  to  improve  upon  the  Ameri- 
can type.  If  the  proposal  is  considered 
feasible,  the  vessels  will  have  a  carrying 
capacity  of  about  6000  tons." 

So  the  original  cable  report  that  this 
great  trans-Atlantic  company  was  to 
build  whaleback  vessels  was  not  incor- 
rect

It  Might  be  Expected  of  Him.  but  He 
Doesn't  Do  It. 

A  morning  paper  contained  a  sensa- 
tion about  H.  B.  Walmsley  and  a  Miss 
Gallow  which  contained  several  errors.

The  young  wsman,  who  was  a  teacher 
of  French  at  the  Hardy  school,  with  her 
mother  and  sister  boarded  in  one  of  the 
Gray  residences,  on  Fourth  street  west, 
at  which  Walmsley  also  boarded.

About  the  middle  of  September,  but 
on  different  days,  the  girl  went  to  Chi- 
cago and  Walmsley  direct  to  Ann 
Arbor.  The  statement  that  they  are 
probably  together  has  no  foundation. 
Only  a  day  or  two  ago  Walmsley  tele- 
graphed to  N.  J.  Upham  for  some  plats 
of  St.  Louis,  so  it  is  suspected  that  he  is 
drumming  up  another  airy  railroad 
scheme. 

Three  Weeks  to  Run  Trains. 
John  Grant,  sub-contractor  on  the  Du- 
iuth &  Winnipeg  and  brother  of  Donald 
Grant,  is  m  town  today.  He  says  that  he 
has  a  big  force  of  men  on  the  line  near 
New  Duiuth  and  that  it  will  take  him 
about  three  weeks  to  have  the  rails  ready 
for  running  trains.  The  line  between 
New  Duiuth  and  Cloquet  will  need  con- 
siderable ballasting  after  the  spring 
thaw. 


The  Truth  of  a  Story  of  Attempted 
Rescue  of  the  Steamer. 
A  Superior  "contemporary  started  a 
yarn  to  the  effect  that  a  number  of  Du- 
iuth people  and  a  Superior  man  would 
endeavor  to  "raise  the  cargo  of  the  sunk- 
en steamer  Pewabic,  sunk  in  some  un- 
known spot  in  Thunder  Bay."  The  fol- 
lowing telegram,  dated.  Port  Huron,  Oct. 
31,  will  be  of  interest  in  this  connection: 
"The  spot  where  the  Pewabic  is  sunk  is 
well-known,  but  it  is  about  40 feet  deeper 
in  the  water  than  a  diver  can  reach.  It 
lies  in  19  fathoms  of  water,  about  50 
miles  from  Alpena.  Piecesof  the  wreck 
have  been  brought  up  lately  by  fisher- 
men's nets.  A  diver  was  let  down  some 
time  ago  and  nearly  lost  his  life,  the 
pressure  from  the  water  was  more  than 
he  could  stand.  There  is  a  project  now 
on  foot  to  make  a  sheet  iron  armor  for  a 
diver  in  the  hope  that  the  Pewabic  treas- 
ure may  yet  be  recovered."

The  Gc-mlo  Manufacturing  company  is 
reported  to  have  picked  up  bag  and 
baggage  and  fled  from  St.  Louis,  Wis. 
The  Chapin-Wells  Hardware  company, 
a  creditor,  sued  out  an  injunction  Satur- 
day night,  but  before  the  sheriff  could 
reach  the  scene  the  company  had  loaded 
many  of  its  effects  on  cars  and  shipped 
them  to  Minneapolis,  its  old  home.

Duluth  Board  of  Trade 

Today. 

Wheat  was  not  so  lively  today.  Cash 
was  in  fair  demand  and  early  sales  were 
large,  but  very  little  was  done  in  futures. 
Duluth  and  Minneapolis  were  the  only 
big  markets  of  the  country  in  session 
and  speculation  trading  was  pretty  near- 
ly extinguished.  Prices  started  in  54'c 
below  last  night's  close  and  dropped  X 
later.  There  was  an  almost  entire  ab- 
sence of  gossip  from  the  outside.  Cables 

were  generally  firm,  with  a  fair  demand. 
Receipts  here  were  the  largest  ever 
posted,  over  750,000  bu.,  exceed- 
ing the  largest  previous  post- 
ings by  65,000  bu.

l'UOGKE>S  AT  iHK  FAIR. 


An  Architect  Tells  of  the  Appearance  of  the 
World's  Fair  Buildings. 
"A  number  of  ihe  World's  fair  build- 
ings, notably  the  Womans  and  the  Hor- 
ticultural," said  an  architect,  just  re- 
turned from  Chi(  ago,  "are  nearly  done, 
so  far  as  the  eut^ide  shell  is  concerned. 
The  supervising  architect  told  me  that 
all  the  buildings  of  the  fair  itself,  not 
including  state  and  minor  structures, 
over  which  the  fiiir  association  has  little 
control,  will  be  done  next  spring.  Work 
will  then  be  commenced  to  finish  the  in- 
teriors to  suit  thf  exhibitors. 

"The  ground  is  progressing  rapidly, 
much  of  the  worlc  having  already  been 
completed.  It  is  expected  by  next  spring 
the  grounds  will  be  all  completed,  leav- 
ing only  the  decorations,  which  will  also 
be  completed  by  summer.  The  progress 
is  far  beyond  the  expectations  of  the 
most  sanguine.  Chicago  is  most  enthu- 
siastic over  the  fair,  and  well  she  might 
be.  There  will  be  an  internal  water 
communication  of  three  miles,  so  that 
the  fair  can  be  approached  cither  by 
water  or  land. 

"When  it  was  decided  to  hold  the 
World's  fair  at  Jackson  park,  it  was  not 
a  little  surprisiii.^  to  find  a  good-sized 
portion  of  it  under  water,  in  many  places 
the  surface  of  the  ground  being  below 
the  level  of  the  lake.  By  a  scheme  de- 
vised, it  was  found  that  wate'r  communi- 
cation could  be  brought  into  use  between 
the  various  buildings  as  well  as  land. 

"Everything  possible  is  being  done  to 
have  suitable  accommodations  for  the 
thousands  of  people  that  will  visit  the 
fair."
